Lowlands In aero Portions of New 
England Under Water, 


Many Streams Are Already 
Over Their Banks. 


Railroads, Mills and Farms Have Suffered 
Tremendous Damage, 


WESTBROOK, Me., March 2.—There was 
afoot of snow on the ground here, and 
this melting caused the Presuimpscot river 
to rise very rapidly. The ice in the river 
began to go out yesterday, and in an 
hour's time the water had risen 10 feet. 
The bridge at W. K. Dana’s board mill 
went, and then followed a railroad bridge. 
The wheelhouse of the Westbrook electric 
light station was carried away, leaving 
Westbrook without any means of lighting. 

By this time the debris brought down 
by the raging waters had accumulated 
into a mass of threatening proportions. It 
lodged against the big iron railroad 
bridge of the Maine Central road. The 
water, which had backed up against the 
bridge, rose fully 80 feet, and when re- 
leased spread over the adjacent territory 
for a distance of 500 yards back from the 
natural banks of the river, 

Below the bridge were the milla'o f S. 
D. Warren, the largest paper mills in the 
world. The gate house, wh ich. recently 
= as cost $40,000, was destroyed, and this will 

throw 2500 people out of employment.

The Cocheco Torrent. 

Dover, N. H., March 2.—The greatest 
damage done by the unprecedented rise 
in the Cocheco river was the wrecking of 
the Bracewell block, built directly across 
the river, with stores in it abutting on 
Central Avenue bridge. The central sec- 
tion of the bridge has also gone and two 
traffic bridges between the mills of th 
Cocheco company. Cellars on First street 
were flooded, and the water rushing into 
Waldron street, on the other side, fillea 
the house of Samuel Perkins, 114 stories 
in height, washing it away. The lower 
stories in the Cocheco print works have 
also filled with water, and the loss will 
reach several hundred thousand dollars 
here. 
The water began rising after 12 hours’ 
rain. The bridge at Whicher’s Falls was 
carried away at 8 o'clock last night. Here 
the river is usually 50 feet wide, but it 
spread toan eighth of a mile. Goods in 
the houses which were flooded were re 
moved in boats. On the two Boston and 
Maine railroad bridges below were drawn 
100,000 tons of freight to hold them down 
The danger comes from the ice which fs 
gorging the river above the bridges. 
The Central Avenue bridge stood the 
strain till 3 o'clock, when it gave way 
The Bracewell block was built 20 years 
ago and cost $75,000. A small story anda 
half building was also swept away. The 
city was in darkness, as when the block 
collapsed the electric wires were broken 
A 24-inch water main supplying the south 
side was aiso broken.

Much Land Under Water. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 2.—All west- 
ern Massachusetts suffered from floods 
yesterday, the great and sudden thaw 
causing the rivers to overflow their banks 
and sending the ice down stream on the 
swift current.

In the Nutmeg State. 

HARTFORD, March 2.—The great rain- 
storm which was in progress all day Satur- 
day, Saturday night and yesterday morn 
ing caused the greatest dams ige to property 
throughout the state known in 20 years. 
Many serious accidents, washouts and 
wrecks are reported. The Connecticut 
river is swollen until it has reached a 
point three times greater than its normal 
proportions. The big iron bridge at Mid- 
dletown was in great danger all the after- 
noon, and a portion of the false work was 
swept away, but the main structure is still 
intact. 

The flood swept down the Pequabuck 
valley yesterday morning, spreading ruin 
and desolation on every hand. The town 
of Bristol was a heavy sufferer during the 
storm of afew weeks ago, when six men 
lost their lives, but the waste of waters 
now eclipses all previous floods. ‘The 
rain and melting snow on the mountains 
swelled the basin of the old Copper Mine 
dam in Whigsville, the northern section 
of Bristol, until it burst, tearing away 100 
feet wide in the granite masonry, and let- 
ting avolume of water covering 75 acres 
and 40 feet high into the river below, 
which itself was a roaring torrent. 

The break occurred about 2 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. ‘The great body of water 
tore down the valley with a roar that was 
heard above the noise of the storm for 
miles away. For the first two miles there 
were uo buildings near tne river, and the 
water poured out on the marshes and 
plains. 

At Forestville, four miles below, people 
living near the river were obliged to aban 
don their residences, as the water broke 
into the lower stories in ‘many cases be- 
fore the inmates were out of bed. The 
roar of the flood arous« od f smilies for miles 
around, and many people, whose houses 
the flood had not reached, packed up what 
effects they could, in anticipation of being 
summarily evicted. 

The bridges on nearly all roads crossing 
the Pequabuck were swept away. ‘en in 


all have gone out and others are badly 
damaged. The streets of Bristol and the 
Village of Forestville were badly washed 


in many places. The lower stories of 
dozens of houses were covered with water 
all the morning, and much property in 
the cellars was ruined. 

The New England roadbed was under- 
mined in many places, and wrecking crews 
have been at work all day, 

The highway bridge at Forestville, 
Forest Centre, sagged several feet, and is 
in an impassable condition. It is esti- 
mated that the town of Bristol will lose 
from $50,000 to $75,000 by damage to the 
bridges and roads. 

The storm in Winsted and other sec- 
tions of Litchfield county was very severe. 
The Philadelphia, Reading and New Eng- 
land railroad tracks are under water in 
many p ‘3, and traffic has been sus- 
pended. The loss in Litchfleld county 
alone is estimated at nearly? $100,000. 
Highland lake, near Winsted, one ot 
the largest bodies of waterin this section 
of the state, overflowed its banks. The 
streets of Winsted were flooded to the 
depth of from three to five feet, causing 
business blocks

The 
locomotive ran into a washout and turned 
over, Seven heavily loaded freight cars 
were piled up in a heap, and most of them 
were smashed topieces. ‘The engineer and 
fireman escaped through one of the cab 
windows. George Gormully, brakeman, 
sustained internal injuries, 


Biddeford Gets It. 
BIDDEFORD, Me., March 2.—The Saco 
river is the highest ever known, and is 
rapidly rising: Kain has been falling 
steadily since Saturday morning. The 
river rose at the rate of four inches an 
hour, and soon began to overflow the 
banks. So rapidly did the water flood the 
streets that many people were compelled 
to take to boats and wagons, carrying 
with them household goods, poultry, swine 
and domestic pets. The river is full of 
ice, and if it breaks up, all the bridges are 
in danger of being swept away. 
At North Berwick there was a bad 
washout. Above the Eastern railroad 
bridge isa boom containing 1,000,000 feet 
of logs, and lumbermen fear that if the 
ice goes out it will take the logs with 
them. 
At Sanford, Charles Otis was drowned 
while attempting to knock flashboards 
from the dam. 


Danger In Vermont. 
BELLows FAtLus, Vt., March 2.—Rain 
has fallen steadily for 76 hours, and as the 
snow inthe northern part of Vermont and 
New Hampshire is from two to three feet 
deep, much trouble is expected. 
Wells and White rivers were never 
higher, and are greatly endangering the 
railroads and property along their banks. 
The Montreal sleeper due to leave at 4:45 
last evening was detained till 11:15 by a 
landslide near Westminster, Vt., 60 feet of 
the track being covered with earth. 
Wholesale destruction of highway 
bridges is reported from surrounding 
towns. Farmers along the river banks 
have moved to higher ground, leaving 
their houses and barns half submerged. 
The Ball Mountain Paper company is a 
heavy loser by the floods. Five of their 
large river piers, costing $1000 each, have 
been swept away, and the lower part of 
the mills are filled with water,

BALTIMORE, March 2.—The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railway company, one of the 
t extensive transportation 
gystems in e United States, and until 
recently one of the most profitable, has 
confessed its insolvency and gone into the 
hands of receivers. John K. Cowan, its 
president, and Oscar G. Murray, its third 
vice president, will hereafter operate tt for 
the benefit of the creditors and bondhold- 
lers, under the direction of the United 
States court.

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SPAIN NOT 70 BLAME. 


Opinion at Washington Concerning 
Outbreaks Against Us, 


Immediate Action on the 
Cuban Resolutions 


Appears to Be the Sentiment In Both Branches 
of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Intense Interest 
centered here in the dispatches showing 
the demonstrative feelings existing in 
Spain against the Americans regarding 
the Cuban question and the statement 
that the government is increasing its naval 
force. 

No sarprise was expressed at demonstra- 
tions which have occurred, in fact such 
were expected. The speeches in the sen- 
ate, extracts of which have no doubt been 
published in the Spanish papers, have had 
their influence on the masses of the peo- 
ple, and they—impulsively and excitedly 
inspired with patriotic feeling—have 
thrown them in an unfriendly move 
against the United States officials. The 
whole matter is regarded here simply as 
that of mob violence, of which the Span- 
ish government has not in any manner 
been responsible. 

So far as could be learned, no official 
news has been received here by the govern- 
ment. Steps will undoubtedly be taken 
very promptly to ascertain the situation 
through state department channels if our 
minister at Madrid or our consul at Barce 
lona do not anticipate the officials and 
make a report. 

Minister de Lome heard of the happen- 
ings in Spain yesterday through the press, 
and he was besieged by the reporters for 
anexpression of his opinion. He diplo- 
matically declined, however, to say any- 
thing for publication pending news from 
his government, which he expects to re- 
ceive shortly. 

The violation of the consulate of the 
United States at Barcelona makes a dis- 
avowal necessary by Spain, and the 
United States will probably inquire of the 
Spanish government what amends will be 
made. The case finds an analogous one in 
anevent which occurred in this country 
probably 60 years ago, when a mob of per- 
sons in New Orleans assaulted the Span- 
ish consulate at the time when the Flor- 
ida question was uppermost in the public 
mind. It was a case of mob violence, and 
the government of the United States made 
compensation to Spain for the damage 
done, 

The conspicuous feature of the house 
proceedings this week will be in connec- 
tion with the Cuban resolutions which 
the committee on foreign affuirs reported 
and which are 

Now on the Calendar, 

After the objection raised by Mr. Bou- 
telle on Thursday last, it became almost 
certain that unanimous consent could not 
be secured for the consideration of the 
resolutions, and as the senate resolutions 
were referred on Friday to the foreign 
affuirs committee, it is certain that un- 
usual methods will be required to get the 
subject before the house. 

Two methods are open. Under the rules 
the first and second Mondays of each 
month are suspension days. Today, there- 
fore, is one of the days, when the speaker 
could recognize Mr. Hitt to move the pas- 
sage of the resolutions under a suspension 
of the rules. Such a motion would re- 
quire a two-thirds majority, but it is not 
believed that adozen of the votes would 
be recorded in opposition. Only 80 min- 
utes’ debate on a sile will be allowed if 
such a motion were made. The other way 
would be for the committee on rules to 
bring a special order. The general im- 
pression is that the former method will be 
followed. 

The fact that the senate resolutions 
were referred to the committee indicate 
that the majority prefers the house to the 
senate resolutions, but when the question 
comes before the house, unless it is by a 
special order which would cut off amend- 
ments, a motion probably will be made to 
substitute the senate resolutions. The 
latter action would have the advantage of 
ending the matter. Delay would. be a 
natural incident to the passage of a dif- 
ferent set of resolutions by each house, 
and the temper of members is enthu- 
siastically in favor of action, 


Dip!omats Can’t Settle, 

MANAGUA, March 2.—The German min- 
ister to Guatemala, Herr Von Bergen, has 
sent a cable dispatch to United States 
Minister Lewis Baker, urging that peace 
be declared in Nicaragua and the differ- 
ences which have led to the outbreaks 
settled. Mr. Baker has replied that dip- 
lomatic interference will not be accepted 
here, and that war alone can settle the 
differences that have arisen. 


Still Unsubdued. 

Kose, March 2.—The King of Korea is 
still at the Russian legation in Seoul. In- 
ternal uprisings continue. It is rumored 
that Japan is making advances to Russia 
with the view of arranging for dual con- 
trol in Korea. It is believed that the 
Marquis Yamagata, while in Russia for 
the ezar’s coronation, will negotiate a 
treaty of alliance. 


Elopement Suspected. 

SANDISFIELD, Mass., March 2.—Mrs. 
William White, 48, and Calvin Markham, 
18, both of this place, are missing. Mr. 
White went fishing on Friday. Upon re- 
turning to his home he found that his wife 
had left. The simultaneous disappearance 
of young Markham led to the belief that 
the two had gone together. 


Domestic Infelicity. 
PLAINFIELD, N. J.,° March 2.—John 
Richter, 54 years old, in a fit of anger, shot 
his wife, and sent three bullets into his 
own body, The shooting was the outcome 
of domestic quarrels. Richter will die, 
and his wife’s condition is very serious.

Quincy Police Make Three Raids and 
seize a quantity of liquors. 


The Quincy police put on their war 
paint Sunday and went in search of intoxi- 
cants which were kept in an illegal man- 
ner. They made three raids and were 
successful in each. 

It was buta little after 2 o'clock when 
Chief Hayden accompanied by Officers 
McKay, Ferguson, Bradley, Canavan, 
Nicol, Connelly and Murray left the police 
station armed with three search warrants 
authorizing them to search the within 
named premises and look for liquors. 

The first place at which they called was 
that of Cessare Tantardini, at 32 Columbia 
street. Here the officers found one-half 
barre] of beer, three pints of wine and a 
quantity of empty jugs and barrels that 
had contained liquors, all of which they 
seized. 

Tomaso Solito on Garfield street, also re- 
ceived a call, and here the officers carried 
away one keg of beer and some empties. 

The third and last place visited was that 
of Joseph Casna, at 11 Penn street, where 
they seized 13 gallons of wine, 6 gallons of 
beer, and a lot of empties. 

At the latter place they also found three 
men playing cards, whom theg arrested for 
playing cards on the Lord’s day. The 
three men gave their names as Giovvanni 
Salmero, Ambrogio Bianchi and Giovvanni 
Giacomeezzi. 


TOWN BROOK IN DISPUTE. 


Has Mr. Keating a Legal Right to 
Erect a Building over It. 


Who owns the right to the Town brook 
at the corner of Washington and Canal 
street is a question now in dispute between 
the City of Quincy and Mr, Albert Keat- 
ing. 

Last week Mr. Keating commenced the 
erection of a building over the brook at 
the corner, Friday Commissioner Knowl- 
ton called upon him and ordered him to 
stop work and not build over the brook. 
Mr. Keating thanked him but did not sus- 
p2nd operations. 

Mr. Keating’s claim is that part of Canal 
street bordering on the brook does not be- 
long to the town or city as it was originally 
laid out by the County Commissioners and 
that he has a right to build over it and that 
the city cannot claim half of the brook. 

On the other hand Commissioner 
Knowlton says even ‘if Mr. Keating’s 
claim be true that the retaining wall on the 
street belongs to the city and that Mr. 
Keating is using that wall for his founda- 
tion.’ Healso finds by the records of the 
selectman that some years ago Mr. Keat- 
ing made application to the selectmen for 
permission to build a temporary platform 
over the brook, which was granted. 

The matter is nowin the hands of the 
City Solicitor and meanwhile the work of 
erecting the building goes merrily on.

Manufacturers and Cutters, 


N. Non-discrimination Clause Elimin- 


ated, 


Full Text of Changes Agreed Upon 
at Saturday Night’s Meeting. 


It will be good news to the business men 
of Quincy to learn that a peaceable agree- 
ment has been reached between the 
Granite Manufacturers and employes and 
that an agreement has been entered into by 
these two organizations which is to remain 
in force for three years. 

The final agreement was reached Satur- 
day night it being nearly midnight when 
the settlement was firally agreed upon. 

During the early evening the Manufact- 
urer’s Association held a meeting to con- 
sider the non-discrimination clause which 
the men had demanded should be elimina- 
ted. 

This clause which has in reality been the 
point Of contention reads as follows: 

“It is hereby mutually agreed by and 
between the Granite Mapufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and the branches of the Granite 
Cutters’ Union of Quincy, Mass., that no 
distinction shall be made by manufacturers 
between union and non-union men, neither 
shall members of the branches of the 
Granite Cutters’ Unions make any dis- 
tinction against any of the employes of the 
members of the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association.” 

After some lengthy discussion the manu- 
facturers yoted to eliminate this clause, 
the Cutters’ Union baving agreed not to 
discriminate against any of the non-union 
men who had left the Union during the 
lockout of 1892, and returned to work and 
to whom tbe manufacturers had given a 
bond to protect against the Union. 

When this decision_was reached the two 
committees held a joint meeting and the 
balance of the matters under consideration 
were readily adjusted so that at midnight 
when the meeting adjourned every point 
had been considered and acted upon. 

The other changes and additions to the 
agreement and bill of prices in force last 
year are ag follows : 

Two new clauses have been inserted 
which will facilitate the business between 
the two associations more promptly, 
namely: ‘Any business referred to the 
Figuring Committees shall be decided 
within two weeks,”’ and ‘‘any business 
referred to the Executive committees shall 
be decided within twenty-one days.’’ 

Article 3, was amended so as to read: 
‘‘When a manufacturer fails to pay on the 
regular pay day he must give a satisfactory 
reason to the workmen’s committee, or the 
workmen may suspend work.”’ 

A new rule was also added, ‘*‘ That any 
workman discharged shall be paid at once 
and Article 3, shall apply to this matter.’’ 

A new clause was added tothe agree- 
ment reading as follows: 

‘* This bill is to remain in force for three 
years with a proviso that if the eight hour 
day becomes general, that clause may be 
taken up before the expiration of this bill. 

In relation to the prices paid for work in 
some cases a slight advance was made but 
the changes made as a whole are more par- 
ticularly to make the bill less complicated 
and better understood. 

Secretary McAdam when seen by a rep- 
resentative of the LEDGER expressed him- 
selfas very much pleased with the out- 
come of the conferences held, although at 
one time there looked as though there 
might be trouble. 

Speaking of the’ non-discrimination 
clause, Secretary McAdam said ‘ That 
during the lockout in 1892 there were 
certain cutters who had left the Union 
and returned to work and to these 
men the manufacturers had given a bond 
that they would protect them. Since that 
time many of these men had left town and 
others had died so that today there were 
but very few left so that the Union were 
willing to exempt them if the clause was 
eliminated. 

Asked as to what effect the elimina- 
tion of that clause would have Mr. 
McAdam said while it did not probibit 
the manufacturers from employing non- 
union men, it would tend to cause these 
non-union men to join the Union as they 
would be better protected and that the 
Union would grow materially in member- 
ship, thereby, and it would also enable 
the Union to deal more readily with scabs.

How it Will Effect Quincy, Milton 
and Other Places. 


Mayor Quincy gave a dinner on Satur- 
jday at the Parker House, which was at- 
| tended by nearly all the Mayors in Massa- 
| chusetts, together with the representatives 
of boards of trade in almost every city. 
From a political standpoint the gathering 
| was a mixed one, Democrats and Republi- 
|) cans mingling as if there were no political 
parties,

Mayor Quincy presided and delivered the 
opening address, introducing Hon. Jona- 
) than A, Lane, who in a few brief remarks 
explained the plan and principles of the 
new method of taxation. He said the 
scheme outlined in the bill embodies three 
| principles. The first is that hereafter in 
| this State the local assessor shall contine 
| himself entirely to real estate, and that the 
|cities and towns shall meet their expendi- 
tures from local taxation on real estate 
only. The second important feature is 
that the State itself, and the State alone, 
should tax personal property, thereby 
relieving the cities and towns of a large 


jexpenditure in which they are now in- 
i 


| volved, and helping them to carry the in- 


| creased burden which will at first fall upon 


|them in the matter of their real estate. 


The third important feature in the bill is 
that it proposes to exempt capital engaged 
in manufacturing and in trade, in corres- 
| pondence with the plans ani methods of 
| other Sates. 

Now, in regard to these three fea'ures, 
| which we must briefly discuss, it seems 
|to me that the first is one which will com 
| mend itself to everybody. The next im 
portant feature, and one which you may 
wish to consider more, is how shall we 
make good the deficit or the difference 
which will result from throwing the bur- 
den of taxation upon real estate only? 
We propuse to make up for it partly by 
taxing certain corporations as we tax 
them today; but the main source of rev- 
enue from this bill is expected to come 
from the Probate Court by means of an 
inheritance or succession tax. 

This may strike you as a novelty and 
something which will not yield a sufficient 
return to make up the difference. We 
wish you to realize that the wealth of this 
State is flowing through that channel con- 
stantly and unceasingly, and that the 
entire wealth of the State reaches that 
point ultimately—and when it does there 
is no shrinkage. The government of Great 
Britain gets £11,000,000 sterling from that 


source—one-eighth part of its entire 
budget. 

Hon. John D. Long said: “Iam 
heartily in favor of this scheme, and 


when I say that, I want it to be distine!ly 
understood that if you could carry out 
your scheme of fair, simple, straight- 
forward tax by placing it on personal 
estate, I would just as soon have you do it 
as to place it on realestate. Now, let us 
take some of the objections which will be 
urged. The farmer may say: ‘ My 
property is mainly in real estate, and it 
will work a hardship upon me.’’ To be 
sure, the tax upon his real estate will be 
enlarged somewhat, but he will be re- 
lieved from the tax upon his stock, upon 
his tools and upon all articles of personal 
property, and the practical result will be 
that the burden will be shifted—not in- 
creased to any considerable extent, 

Then, the owner of real estate on the 
seashore may say that real estate is valu- 
able for summer residences alone, and that 
the increased tax on that real estate will 
be a hardship upon him. On the other 
hand, it will not add one penny to his ex- 
penses, Why? Simply because he will 
charge his Boston friend who comes down 
and hires his cottage enough more to cover 


| 
But will he pay it? 


the increased tax. 


Certainly. 

But the farmer may claim that he has 
po summer residents to hire his property, 
and that it increases the burden of taxa- 
tiun on his real estate, while it really de- 
preciates its value. What is my answer to 
him? That the assessors of his town have 
common sense, and that if the shifting of 
this tax has had the effect of increasing the 
value of real estate on the seashore and 
diminishing his, the assessors will take 
note of that fact. In other words, gentle- 
men, if you will follow this matter out you 


will find that this change not only adds 
very little, even if things remain as they 
are to the taxes on real estate, but that 
whatever it does add is counterbalanced 
by some set-off in natural values. 


John C. Cobb, chairman of the mer- 
chants’ municipal committee, said: 
Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen: 

We find that every man who is thinking 
of building a factory takes the tax list 
and goes over it, and he finds he can go 
to my town, town of Milton, and pay $7 
a thousand, or he can move his place 100 
feet across the line into Mayor Adams’s 
city of Quincy and pay a very much 
larger rate of taxation. That is one of 
the results of the taxation upon personal 
property. We find also, that the taxes 
on corporations are divided throughout 
the State ina manner which seems to us 
manifestly unfair. We find Nahant and 
Milton getting 60 per cent. and upwards 
of personal property, and Somerville get- 
ting only 7 per cent. Now, that is the 
point at which we have directly aimed, 
namely, to equalize this personal property 
tax and spread it over the State, as it 
should be. There is no possible justice in 
a tax on the Boston & Albany railroad 
going tothe town of Nahant. That rail- 
road is chartered by the people of tbe 
Commonwealth, is supported by a very 
large proportion of the people of the Com- 
monwealth, but has no more to do with 
Nahant than it has to do with Chicago ; 
therefore we say that the tax on the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad should be divided 
throughout the towns and cities of the 
State. 

We have been making up some figures 
in regard to the cities and towns in the 
commonwealth, and intend to, classify the 
towns, so that every man can look at the 
schedule we are preparing, and see what 
class his town comes in, and what the 
meaning of that class is. I have those 
fizures-in regard to the cities of the com- 
monwealth, and I would like to give them 
to you. In the first class, we have two 
Now, the 
effect of our change on the cities of Everett 
and Somerville will be that they will be 
entirely relieved from all persoua! property 
tax, and that they will have their tax on 
real estate reduced. Now, that isa sur- 
prising statement, but it is true, on account 
of the very small percentage of personal 
property that these cities have, and on 
accountof their being relieved from the 
State and county taxes, which in these two 


cities—Everett and Somervilie. 


cases would undoubtedly exceed the tax on 
personal property. 

We next come to Class 2, which takes in 
the cities of Brockton, Chelsa, Malden, 
Marlboro, Medford, Quincy, Woburn and 
Worcester. They all come within a narrow 
range of percentage. These cities will 
practically arrive at the result of being re- 
lieved from any tax upon personal property 
and wili have little or no increase in the 
tax on real estate, for the same reason— 
because of their small percentage of per- 
sonal property. 

The next class, Class 3, is the large class. 
It takes in the cities of Nurth Adams, 
Pittsfield, Taunton, Beverly, Gloucester, 
Haverhill, Lawerenuce, Lynn, Newbury- 
port, Chicopee, Holyoke, Springfield, 
Northampton, Cambridge, Lowell, New- 
ton, Waltham, Boston, and Fitchburg. 
These cities present to us the real problem, 
which is so to adjust the tax as fairly to 
me t the needs of those cities, because the 
cities which I mentioned in the first and 
second classes are a small item, and those 
in the fifth and sixth classes are a very 
much smaller item. 

Now, we have made figures ip regard to 
Boston, which will substaatially apply to 
all those cities. We have figured it out, 
and find that the change will result in an 
increase of 17-1-2 per cent. in the real es- 
tate tax in Boston, or an increase of 2.26 
per $1,000, making the rate in Boston, $15, 
with the result that the citizens of Boston 
will be absolutely freed of the burdens of 
taxation and all other forms, except when 
a person dies and his estate goes through 
the Probate Court, at which time his 
property pays a succession tax, 

Now, gentlemen, the whole question is, 
are you willing to add acouple of dollars 
a thousand to your tax rate for the sake 
of deriving the advantages which this 
law is going to give to the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts ? If you are willing to 
do that, the problem is solved, and we can 
go ahead on the lines we have laid down. 

I am sorry to say that in the fifth class 
there is one city. That city is Salem 
There is very little to be said about that 
fifth class. Salem, gentlemen, comes right 
in with my native town of Milton, Salem 
collects 41 per cent. of her tax on personal 
property and Milton collects nearly 65 
All we have to say about those cities and 
towns is that they must look at this 


question for the good of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and not for their own 
personal aud private interests.

AN HISTORIC STREET. 


An Interesting and Valuable 
Paper by Edward H. Dawson, 


Hencock Street for Period Covering 
257 Years, 


Each Estate to be Taken up Separ- 
ately and History Given. 


(Continued from Feb 25.) 

We now come to the Burrill house 
(so called) on the south corner of 
Faxon avenue. It is owned by H. H. 
Faxon. [t has been modernized, but 
retains the distinctive features of 
houses of the first type. It was prob- 
ably built by Moses Belcher late in 
the seventeenth century, but we have 
no positive evidence of this. Interest 
attaches to it, because it denotes the 
Dorth-western bound of the training 
field of 1640. 

It will be remembered that in 1640 
John Dassitt, one of the signers of the 
covenant of ‘“ The First Church of 
Brantry’? was granted twenty-eight 
acres by the town of Boston, on which 
all the houses on the east side of 
Hancock street that we aye described 
stand. March 31st, 1685, Dassitt con- 
veyed to Moses Belcher four acres of 
land, bounded on the south by the 
Training Field. Noy. 30, 1699, heirs of 
Belcher, conveyed to John Beall, five 
acres, four of which were bought of 
Dassitt, as above. 

In 1793 Norfolk County was created 
andin that year the will of Moses 
Brackett was probated in which he 
bequeathes the above his 
daughter Joanna wife of Seth Burrell, 
and Mehitable, wife of Samuel Night- 
The partition was made Feb. 
*¢ Joanna Burrell haying four 
acres lying on the north-westerly part, 
together with the north-west half of 
the house, and half the cellar under 
the southwest part of gaid house, and 
bake house thereon standing, said land 
bounded south-west on the training 
field, thence running through the 
chimney on a straight line through the 
middle of the well, then turns north- 
west and runs to a stake near said 
Burrell’s common house.’ The rest 
to Mehitable, wife of Samuel Nightin- 
gale. 

Joanna’s property was subsequently 
conveyed to Seth Burrell. 

The Training Field, and 
adjacent to it will be treated later in 
this paper.

WEST SIDE OF STREET. 
Resuming our journey down Han- 
cock street on the west side, we 


find that the building next to the 
burying groundis the Town Hall, and 
schoolhouse of 1816, now occupied by 
stores, and the upper part until 
recently, by the district court. Pattee 
said that land was bought of John 
Briesler for six dollars per square rod. 
It contains fifty-five rods and five feet 
and cost three hundred and thirty-nine 
dollars. 

The resolutions provided for the 
erection of a wooden building, thirty 
by fifty-five feet, twenty feet high. It 
cost $2,127.19. 

Pattee further states, that in 1819, 
the town voted to add that portion of 
the land purchased of Briesler, not 
occupied by the new Town House, to 
the burying ground, reserving on the 
south-east side, and south-west end, 
eighteen feet, for the purpose of erect- 
ing tombs. The Town House remained 
here till 1841, when it was moved to 
near the site of the Coddington school 
house. After remaining there about 
fourteen years, it was moved again to 
nearly its former site, where it was 
remodeled and additions made. Mr. 
Marsh states that “it now stands on 
land formerly of Samuel Copeland.”’ 
It originally stood to the north of its 
present location, upon land bought of 
Briesler. 

In the spring of 1844 ‘“ the town 
voted to annex to the burial ground 
about one-half acre of land, being that 
on which the Town Hall had stood.” 

Mr. Horace B. Spear born in 1822, 
attended school here. He states that 
the school rooms were on the lower 
floor, the entrance being on the south 
side. The north side of the building 
was then close tothe cemetery. There 
was a yard on the south and west sides. 
The building is now owned by Henry 
II. Faxon. 

Next to it was the boot shop of 
Peter Turner, part of it occupied by 
Hayward asa paint shop. Next was 
the house of Samuel Copeland, now 
greatly changed, and owned by Mr. 
Faxon. Mr. Marsh says Copeland 
owned it sixty years ago and occupied 
it many years since. He kept a meat 
market in the north-east corner. 

The adjoining estate on the south, 
reaching to Granite street, was bought

SPANISH BLOOD AFIRE 


“Insolence” of United States Leads 
to Hostile Demonstrations, 


‘Consulate Attacked by Mob 


Led by Students. 


Government Making Preparations of Decidedly 
Warllke Nature. 


MADRID, March 2.—If one may judge by 
the things that were said and some of the 
things that were done yesterday, the 
Spanish people are enthusiastically deter- 
mined to go to war with the United States 
and to speedily avenge the insult which, 
it is fancied, has been offered to the 
haughty pride of Spain by the United 
States senate in determining to recognize 
the Cuban provisional government as a 
belligerent power and to ask the president 
to use his good offices with Spain to ob- 
tain recognition of Cuban independence. 

Some of the organs of public opinion de- 
clare that the bankruptcy of the Spanish 
government would not prevent the Span- 
ish people from taking up the quarrel on 
their own account and fitting out expedi- 
tions and maintaining them at their own 
expense while combatting the Insolence of 
the assertions of the United States. 

There seems to have been a notable in- 
crease of excitement and patriotic ardor 
among the people since Saturday, when 
the news of the senate’s action was first 
made known. How much this may be 
due tothe fact of its being Sunday, with 
its accompanying absence of occupation 
and gathering of the people in public 
places for what amusement, entertain- 
ment or excitement may be offered, can 
only be conjectured. Such a stress of feel- 
ing as existed throughout Spain yesterday, 
if itcontinues for any length of time, can- 
not but afford a serious menace to the 
peacefulness of the two countries, 

The Spantsh authorities seem to have 
felt apprehensions of the furm the people’s 
wrath might take, and provided special 
guards for the suppression of disorders, 
and especially for the protection of any 
official representative of the United States 
government. 

Warlike Preparations, 


The preparations of the government are 
not all of a peaceful character. In ts sig- 
nifleant that Minister of Marine Beranger 
has issued orders for the training squad- 
ron to be prepared to sail. It is regarded 
as probable that this squadron will pro- 
ceed shortly to Cuba. 

It has also been ordered that all other 
warships available be forthwith armed 
and equipped and put into condition for 
active service. In addition to «his, about 
50 merchant steamers, available for the 
government service, will be provided with 
naval armament, 

For the military branch of the service a 
fresh expedition of 20,000 infantry and 
5000 cavalry will be equipped and put ona 
war footing, and will be kept in readiness 
to leave on the shortest notice. In view of 
the excited state of the public mind, the 
United States legation in Madrid has 
been placed under a special surveillance of 
police, 

The student class seem to form a large 
proportion of the inflammatory element 
which is making sec much nolse. The 
students of Madrid are busily at work to 
organize a great demonstration of protest 
against the vote of the United States sen- 
ate. 

At Valencia all the students of the uni- 
versity paraded the streets and then 
gathered before the Untted States consul- 
ate, shouting: ‘Death to Uncle Sam! 
Viva Spain!” and ‘Long live the army!” 
Canovyas Del Castillo, the prime minister, 
has informed a journalist who interviewed 
him that the government now has suffi- 
cient resources for war purposes to last 
until the end of May, when they will ask 
the cortes for a fresh credit. The premier 
also said that he thought further re-en- 
forcements would not be required for the 
present. 

Saturday evening showed a high degree 
of popular excitement in this city in all 
public places. The bands at the numer- 
ous cafes made it a point to play only na- 
tional airs, and evidently they could have 
chosen nothing more to the taste of their 
usually gay and careless customers, for 
the patriotic music unfailingly aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm, all within hear- 
ing rising and standing uncovered while 
it played amid shouts of ‘Long live 
Spain!” and “Down with the United 
States!” 

If Hon. Hannis Taylor, the United States 
minister to Spain, had gone to the opera 
Saturday evening, he would certainly 
have had a very unpleasant time. Evi- 
dently some persons thought he had done 
e0, for they were waiting outside the opera 
house after the performance was over and 
had organized a hostile demonstration 
with which to greet Mr, Taylor. But 
whether he considered it unwise to in- 
flame the public mind by an appearance, 
or for some other reason, the minister did 
not attend the opera, as it was expected he 
would do, and so the hostile demonstra- 
tion came to nothing. Minister Taylor 
in fact spent the evening at home. 

The government has issued an order 
prohibiting the various demonstrations 
which have been planned by students. 
The order applies as well to all similar 
demonstrations, and is taken to mean 
that the government does not approve 
of the course the popular ardor has taken, 
aud sees in it danger of complications and 
embarrassments for itin its present deli- 
cate situation. 

It is understood that the Spanish min- 
ister at Washington, Dupuy de Lome, has 
been instructed to make diplomatic rep- 
resentations to the United States govern- 
ment regarding the action of the United 
States senate. 

Spanish Newspaper’s Threat, 

The Imparcial says on the crisis: “It 
things reach the goal which Americans 
desire, the whole of Spain will rise against 
the United States. Neither in the Medit- 
eranean, whose entrance we command, 
nor in the Atlantic, will an American 
merchantman be safe, for we shall organ- 
ize privateers on a great scale. We con- 
quered Napoleon by guerrilla warfare and 
we shall employ a system of privateers to 
overcome a trading nation. 

“Americans are wrong to judge Spain 
by her budget. There are things which 
are superior to revenue. Some merchant 
captains have offered already to arm their 
Steamers as privateers. A captain of 
Barcelona asks for letters of marque, of- 
fering toequip and maintain the fastest 
steamer at his own cost.”

The flood may and the elements 
of danger be dissipated, but it will require 
much time, energy and means to repair 
the terrible havoc to bridges and roadbeds, 
and travel by rail will suffer for several 
days. 

The loss of carriage factories, 
other business enterprises has 
thousands of men and women out of em- 
ployment, and itis safe to estimate that 
the flood damage in all quarters affected 
will pass the million mark.

NEW DEPOT WANTED. 


|The Pretty Village of Atlantic 
Needs Better Accommodations. 
Editors of the Quincy Daily Ledger : 

I notice by the press of recent date that 
the officials of the N. ¥., N. H. & H.R. R. 
have promised to the people of Rockland a 
new depot in the near future. 

Should Rockland have a new depot 
before Atlantic has one? I think not, 
decidedly not, Rockland is situated on a 
branch, whereas Atlantic is on the main 
line and is the termina) point of a number 
of trains from Boston. As Atlantic is the 
beginning of the Granite branch, many 
people change cars here and wait for a 
main line train to continue to their desti- 
nation, sometimes being compelled to wait 
a considerable length of time in such a 
building as is now used as a depot. 

The sanitary arrangements of the present 
building are very poor, the building is a 
low, dingy appearing one, badly settled 
and presenting a very unpleasant approach 
to such an attractive and rapidly growing 
place as Atlantic. 

Again, the building is very ancient, 
being originally bought by the citizens of 
Atlantic and given to the Old Colony Rail- 
road Co., the only expense the railroad 
going to, was that of moving the building 


to its present location and remodelling 
same from a dwelling into a depot. 
It is so situated between two such 


modern, capacious and handsome depots 
as Neponset and Norfolk Downs, that the 
disgraceful appearance of our depot is 
made more vivid. 

The proper location for a new depot of 
modern architecture I think is on the 
present site of the interlocking signal 
tower, at the fork of the main line and

Minister De Lome Not In a Very Pleasant | 


Frame of Mind. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Cuban 
hurricane passed over the house yesterday, 
and most of the members bowed to it, the 
resolution prepared by the house foreign 
affairs committee, omitting the clause 
pledging the president the support of con- 
gress in whatever he might do under it, 
passing, under suspension of the rules, by 
a vote of 263 to 17, the 17 
New England men, including the entire 
Massachusetts delegation present, who 
deprecated such hasty action. 

The resolution as passed, omitting the

“war snapper,” is not as satisfactory to 
the radicals in either house 
resolution, yet the senate may adopt it for 
the sake of obviating the delay which 
would result from the appointment ofa 
conference committee, which would be 
more likely in the end to adopt the house 
thaa the resolution anyway. As 
neither resolution is in the joint form, 
nothing practical will result. 

Owing to the brief time allotted for de- 
bate members were fortunate in securing 
two or three minutes in which to present 
their views. Mr. Hitt, chairman of the 
foreign affairs committee, in opening the 
debate, was very careful not to say that 
which might prove offensive. He referred 
to the consular reports as adequate proof 
thata state of war existed, and argued 
that Spain, which had recognizéd the Con- 
federacy before the battle of Bull Run, 
could not take offense at our recognition 
of the Cubans. 

Mr. Turner (Ga.), who led the opposi- 
tion, refused to crecit the storles of butch- 
ery by the Spaniards, characterizing the 
reports of our consuls asa “dreary record 
of mutual incendiarism and assassina- 
tion.” He said he was opposed to recog 
nizing belligerency for the same reasons 
that General Grant had given between 
1868 and 1878. He also sneered at the 
president of the Cuban republic, who was 
a citizen of the United States, and her 
instead of in Cuba, fighting for freedom. 

Mr. Smith (Mich.), a member of th 
committee, expressed the hope that the

present queen regent and emperor would 
be the last of the royal family consigned 
tothe tombs in the Escurial palace, and 
that Spain, like France, would soon be 
free. 


Mr. Adams (Pa.), who was minister to 
Brazil at the time of the establishment of 
the Brazilian republic, referred with pride 
to the fact that under Mr. Blaine’s direc- 
tion he had been the first to recognize the 
provision art, rovernment, 

Mr. Boutelle emphasized his position of 
last week against the adoption of resolu- 
tions that might lead to war. 

The tension was somewhat relieved by 
two humorous incidents. While Mr. 
Smith was dwelling on the horrors of the 
Spanish inquisition, Mr. Boutelle raised a 
laugh by jumping to his feet and asking 
unanimous consent to abolish the inquisi- 
tion. Mr. Bartholdt, a Missouri Republi- 
can, Whose accent clearly indicates his 
German descent, got a half minute to 
pledge the support of the naturalized citi- 
zens to the cause of freedom, for which, 
he said, ‘your ancestors fought.”

“For the | ++ hours I have been over- 
run with reporterss of all the prominent 
hewspapers, who seem to be under the im- 
pression that in some way I have been 
made the repository of a tremendous 
amount of sensational news, while in 
reality that is anything but the case. 
Moreover, the press of the United States 
has, throughout the whole affair, taken a 
radically unjust position on the C 
question. 

“The rebellion in Cuba never would have 
been a serious matter at all had it not 
been for the interference of the United 
States. It never would have passed the 
limits of a mere riot had it not been for 
the money supplies, arms and men that 
were sent from this country. Men have 
gone from this country with the assurance 
that the United States would extend 
belligerent rights to the Cubans and 
would in all probability send a fleet to 
Cuban waters to support the insurgents. 
At no time have the insurgents in this 
country given the situation in Cuba a fair 
investigation to ascertain what the facts 
actually are. 

“It has been said that all Cubans are 
actively interested in the rebellion, but the 
truth of the matter is that there are seven 
Cuban generals and several hundred 
Cuban officers fighting in the Spanish 
army in Cuba. In fact, Iam sure there 
are more Cuban officers in the Spanish 
army than there are white leaders among 
the insurgents, 

“All this lam telling you from what I 
know personally, and not in my official 
capacity, for Ido not wish to be quoted in 
the matter at all. As to the trouble in 
Barcelona I am not in a position to speak, 
for I know nothing about it now beyond 
what I have read in the papers. The peo- 
ple of Spain are on occasions an excitable 
people, but the Americans should remem- 
ber that on several occasions Spanish con- 
sulates have been attacked in this country. 

“This was done during the riots at Pitts- 
burg, once in Philadelphia and in New 
Orleans, where the building was looted, 
far worse than anything done at Barce- 
lona. Attacking consulates has never 
been regarded as an international crime, 
for it is usually the work of an irresponsi- 
ble crowd, crazed by the excitement of the 
occasion. Yet you will notice that far 
better police protection was given in Bar- 
celona than was ever done during a sim- 
ilar incident in this country. 

“Whenever a Spanish consulate has 
been attacked in the United States prompt 
reparation was made, not by way of indem- 
nity, but simply to make up to the consul 
personally for the furniture and windows 
that were broken. I am confident that 
Spain will without delay take similar 
action with reference to the Barcelona 
incident.”

The Mercenary. 

The mercevary fighting man is a per- 

son who seldom receives his due reward 
during his lifetime or his just meed of 
fame after his death. The character is 
one 60 alien to the age in which we live, 
it belongs so entirely to the days when 
fighting was the only occupation fora 
gentleman, that it has forfeited alike our 
study and our sympathy. Volunteers we 
understand, but mercenaries we do not. 
The world apparently has grown to 
think that fighting as a profession—the 
bare trade of arms unconsecrated by 
any sentiment of cause or country—is 
not a noble thing and should not, how- 
ever ably and gallantly followed, be ad- 
judged the highest praise. 
‘ Possibly the world is right, but we 
suspect that change of system in the 
training of fighting men has had far 
more influence than mere abstract hu- 
manity in creating this opinion. In 
these days of short service and swift 
wars the old type of professional fight- 
ing man has become extinct. In every 
country the recruit is forced through a 
soldier’s education at high pressure and 
returned to civil life as speedily as pos- 
sible that he may earn money to pay for 
the education of others. No man, unless 
he be an Officer, devotes his whole life- 
time to the military calling, and conse- 
quently the few mercenaries—the name 
is too ignoble for them—who are known 
to usin these later times are without 
exception officers—Gordon, for instance, 
Valentine Baker and Hobart. It was not 
so of old, when the rule was once a sol- 
dier always a soldier, and the only 
school was war. Then few men dreamed 
of rising to command except through 
the ranks, and many gentlemen preferred 
to stay all their lives in the ranks or at 
highest to carry the ensigns of their 
companies. Veteran soldiers were worth 
their weight in gold, and though by no 
means innocent of rapacity followed 
their calling from sheer devotion to it 
and thonght themselves unlucky if they 
died in their beds.

ANXIOUS FOR REVENGE 


Spaniards Still Boiling Over Because 


of Our Attitude, 


Germany and Austria Are 
Now Stirred Up 


Over Indications of United States Entering Into 
World’s Politics. 


MADRID, March 3.—The greatest activity 
is being displayed in the government dock 
yards and every preparation possible is be- 
ing made by the naval and military forces 
for the most serious eventualities. 

The cable dispatches which are being re- 
ceived here from the United States are 1n- 
creasing the feeling of indignation which 
was aroused among the masses when it 
became known that the United States 
senate favored the recognition of the 
Cuban insurgents as belligerents, and the 
newspapers here confirm the report that a 
Spanish naval squadron, consisting of 
four cruisers and adispatch boat, are to be 
sent to Cuba without delay. In addition, 
Spanish naval officers and marines are to 
be attached to the Spanish mailboats, 
which are to be armed and equipped as 
auxiliary cruisers. 

The Imparcial declares that the utter- 
ances of the United States senate consist 
in an “ungualified and unreasoning prov- 
ocation,’”’ adding: If the desire for war 
was in response to a fault committed by 
Spain, the senators would be accomplish- 
ing their duty. But no provocation has 
been given to the United States, and the 
Americans judge rashly of the results of a 
Spanish-American war. ‘The distasteful 
language of the senate ought not to sur- 
prise anyone. United States senators are 
accustomed to exchange gross insults 
without crossing swords or exchanging 
balls. These are the cowards who are 
seeking war, and one awaits death with 
more coolness with a conscience than 
with pockets filled with dollars. In con- 
clusion, The Imparcial counsels the Span- 
iards to reserve their strength and en- 
ergies for an opportune moment. 

El Liberal says it is impossible to com- 
pare the recognition of the secessionists 
with the Cubans, and in explaining this 
assertion, remarks: Then America 
warmly congratulated Spain as a noble 
and honest friend. Can we do the same 
to the senate and President Cleveland?” 

A number of Italian shipowners have 
offered, in the event of war, to provide 
Spain with steamships to be used as priva- 
teers. 

A number of students assembled in 
front of the university yesterday, with the 
intention of making a demonstration 
against the United States, as a result of the 
senate’s action in regard to Cuba, and the 
intention was to mob the United States 
legation. But the authorities got wind 
of the affair and a strong force of police 
were turned out, all the streets leading 
the legation were blocked, and the 
students were warned that rioting would 

Be Severely Punished. 

Madrid is now quiet, the prompt meas- 
ures taken by the authorities to suppress 
all disorders and prevent demonstrations 
and the large forces of police present every 
where having proved to the people that 
lawless acts would not be toleratgi. The 
large Sunday crowds of idlers were not 
factors in the situation yesterday, and 
most of the people have gone aboat their 
usual week-day avocations. 

The abortive attempt of disorderly stu- 
dents to make a demonstration before the 
United States legation has been the only 
overt act, though the excitement of the 
public mind over the Cuban question still 
runs high. 

Yesterday was not so quiet elsewhere in 
Spain, and attempts at noisy demonstra- 
tions of protest against the United States 
are reported from several points, 

Barcelona has maintained the reputation 
it made for fomenting unfriendly demon- 
strations against the United States, and 
the mounted gens d’armes have been kept 
busy patrolling the city and dispersing 
gatherings of persons plotting to wreak 
their wrath upon the representative of the 
United States government in this city. 

Renewed attempts were made by crowds 
yesterday to do violence to the United 
States consulate. They were repeatedly 
charged by the police and dispersed, only 
toforminsome other place with a per- 
sistent determination to do their will upon 
the consulate. Such tenacity of purpose 
indicates that mischief makers are at work 
in the crowd to make them follow up their 
hostile course against the consulate. 

The press is changing its attitude of con- 
ciliation, and the Liberal papers advocate 
an understanding with the European pow- 
ers to protect their common colonial in- 
terests against the United States. 

The authorities continue to take extraor- 
dinary precautions around the Ameri- 

can legation. The governors of several of 
the provinces, replying to orders to sup- 
press demonstrations, have telegraphed to 
the government that, in face of the excite- 
ment among all classes, it is inadvisable 
to stop them. 


STAND AMAZED, 


Germany and Austria Do Not Understand Our 
New Moves. 
(Copyrighted, 1896.] 

BERLIN, March 3.—The intentions of the 
American government toward the rebel- 
lion in Cuba, as indicated by the action o1 
the United States senate, awaken pro- 
found interest and widespread discussion 
here, not only in the press and official cir- 
cles, but in all classes of society. The 
questions involved are not regarded by 
any means as being confined in their ef- 
fects to Spain and the United States, 

The Cuban resolution ig coupled with 
President Cleveland’s Venezuelan message 
in the public mind, and there seems to be 
a deep-seated conviction in the European 
mind that these incidents mark a deter- 
mination on the part of the United States 
government to depart from its time- 
honored course of non-interyention in 
European affairs. 

The American action on the Cuban 
question is, therefore, regarded eg an 
event of importance to the European 
world. As tothe opinion held of it here 
it must be said that Germany and Austria 
stand amazed, and neither Statesmen nor 
the public know how to regard what they 
consider as recent frequent evidences that 
the United States has formed a new de- 
termination to take an active part here- 
after in the world’s politics. 

More or less speculation is given, also, 
to the manner in which the United States 
expects to reap profit by intervention in 
Cuba, and much of the argument on the 
question proceeds on the presumption that 
it is sought t take Cuba from Spain for 
the purpose of adding it to the United

Haverhill Fears Further Trouble. 
HAVERHILL, Mass., March 4.—The water 
and Little rivers has be- 
gun to recede, but almost imperceptibly 
The cold is very severe, and ice has formed 
on the overflowed district outside the main 
current. Yesterday was an enforced holi- 
day, as only one power plant could run 
The flooding of the pressroom of a local 
paper necessitated the telegraphing of the 
entire copy of the day's edition to Boston, 
where the paper was issued, sent up by 


j rail and distributed throughout the city in 


advance of the usual time at which the 
paper is ordinarily published. The entire 
contents of the city greenhouses have been 
destroyed by water and the cold. The oc- 
cupants of Brickett block, a six-story 
structure, have been ordered out, as it is 
feared water has undermined the founda- 
tions. By many it is feared that a large 
portion of Washington square, which is 
builton an arch over Little river, will 
cave in. Several small cave-ins have oc- 
curred, and the sidewalks have settled in 
many places. The water reached its high- 
est point for 34 a The loss is esti- 
mated at $414,000 


Along the Saco. 

Saco, Me., March 4.—The Sac 
rapidiy receding, 
dropped it 32 inches in 18 hours. 
tavern at Salmon Falls is afloat. Just be- 
low the village the jam of ice, trees and 
wreckage is piled up 20 feet, making the 
water back up 26 feet above normal. At 
Bar Mills, Thomas H. Perry's grist mill 
was carried away, and when the building 
reached Salmon Falls it struck the new 
jron bridge and carried that structure 
down stream. ‘Tuis bridge was substituted 
for one carried away in last spring's 
freshet, and had just been completed. The 
York cotton mills and Saco power ma- 
chine shops, employing 4000 hands, closed 
since Monday, will start up tomorrow. 


Took All In Sight. 


PorRTLAND, Me., March 4.—The Pre- 
sumscot river, although it has fallcn, is 
still a raging torrent, but no further dam- 
age is expected from it, as it has carried 
away all in sight. This is true of other 
rivers in this vicinity, and they are ex- 
pected to assume their normal size by to- 
morrow. At Mechanics’ Falls four bridges 
that spanned the riverare gone. Thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of damage has 
been done in this place alone, and people 
are navigating the streets in boats. Mil- 
lions of feet of logs have gone to sea, and 
captains of arriving vessels report that 
they are a serious menace to navigation. 

Seven Bridges Gone. 

LIVERMORE FALLS, Me., March 4.—At 
Brettun’s mills, three dams, a grist mill 
and two bridges are gone. The North 
Turner saw, carding and grist mill dam 
was swept away. ‘Turner village saw and 
grist mills andthe large carriage factory 
were destroyed. The East Livermore 
mills’ dam was washed out, and Canton 
village was partly flooded, owing to a big 
dam of ice. Every bridge on the river— 
seven in number--was swept away.

ON BEACON HILL. 


Tribute to Ex-Governor Robinson — Against 
Shoulder-Hitting—Retaliatory Insurance. 


Boston, March 4.— The legislature 
adopted resolutions of condolence on the 
death of ex-Governor Robinson and of 
eulogy on his services in public life and 
his uprightness as a citizen in private life. 

Among the reports submitted to the 
legislature the most important was one 
giving the Old Colony Railroad company 
permission to tuke land on Federal and 
Kneeland streets, Boston, for additional 
terminal facilities, to discontinue and oc- 
eupy streets, and to issue $1,000,000 in stock 
to pay for the same. This is the South 
Union station bill. 

The house received a remonstrance 
against the erection in the state house 
yard of the statue of the late Benjamin F.

Committee's reports were received deny- 
ing the petition of the Boston Emergency 
hospital for astate appropriation of $50,- 
000, and in favor of a billto prohibit em- 
ployers’ liability insurance in the com- 
monwealth.

NEW ENGLAND'S STAND 


to Tee Been the Right One 
on Cuban Resolutions, 


Objections to Undue Haste 
Now Applauded. 


Cleveland Thinks Interference Just Now 


Would Be Indiscreet. 


W£ASHINGTON, March 4.— Washington ts 
cooling off from the Cuban excitement, 
and calmer counsels are finding expres- 
sion. The 4!4 minutes of speeches al- 
lowed to New Englanders, three to Bou- 
telle, one minute to McCall and 30 sec- 
onds to Moody, with the vote that fol- 
lowed, is attracting great attention and 
is asubject of much congratulation. 

Scores of representatives have applauded 
in private conversation the stand taken 
by the New Englanders, and have ex- 
pressed regrets that the jingoistic temper 
of their constituents prevented their follow- 
Ing what was bound to be an unpopular 
and misunderstood course. It is generally 
felt that it would have beenyyiuch better 
for the executive to have issued a mildly 
drawn proclamation of belligerency and 
neutrality and for congress to have let the 
matter rest with its constitutional guard- 
fans. 

Of the nine Republicans who voted 
against the Cuban resolutions, six were 
from Massachusetts, and all but one, 
Walker (Va.), from New England. ‘The 
objection raised by the Massachusetts 
men was to the hasty and ill-considered 
way in which the resolutions were passed, 
rather than to the resolutions themselves. 
That two-thirds of the house arose to sec- 
ond the call for the yea and nay vote 
when but 17 questioned the willof the 
great majority is convincing proof of an 
overwhelming desire on the part of the 
mem bers of congress to gointo The Record 
as favoring the resolution. 

No Massachusetts member is recorded 
in the affirmative, all not voting the nega- 
tive being absent at rolicall, and this in 
spite of the fact that at least two of the 
delegation have expressed themselves in 
favor of adopting the house resolutions 
and all have declared their sympathy for 
the Cuban cause. 

Chairman Walker obtained unanimous 
consent to be entered on The Record 
with his Massachusetts colleagues as dep- 
recating haste. He goes a step farther 
than some of them, and opposes at this 
juncture any recognition of belligerency. 
Mr. Morse, formerly against recognition, 
has changed his mind, and were he in the 
city would have voted for the resolutions. 

The President's Attitude, - 


The administration stands with the mi- 
nority in congress in opposition to the 
Cuban resolutions. The president very 
much depreeates the action which has 
been taken by the senate and the house of 
representatives, and if the resolutions 
should be jointin their character, as was 
at one time centemplated, they would be 
vetoed. 

Itissome relief to the administration 
that the house abandoned the plan of some 
ofthe Republican leaders for passing a 
joint resolution. It cannot be said with 
certainty just what form the measure will 
finally take, but it is now certain that it 
will be concurrent, and the president will 
thus be left to act under it or not, as he 
sees fit. 

As concurrent resolutions, they are 
merely an expression of the opinion of 
congress, and the president has no sym- 
pathy with what he believes to be prema- 
ture interference in the Cuban affair. He 
is just as much opposed to recognizing the 
belligerency of the insurgents today as he 
was three months ago. 

Mr. Cleveland is opposed to the recogni- 
tion of the insurgents as belligerents for 
the reason that he does not believe they 
have yet made such headway toward the 
establishment of a de facto government 
and complying with the requisite condi- 
tions as would properly entitle them to 
recognition. The president is also opposed 
to such action for the reason that he does 
not see what the Cubans are to gain by it. 

The United States would be required to 
maintain a position of neutrality just as 
strict, or even stricter, than under the 
present conditions, and this would oper- 
ate against the Cubans, who would desire 
to obtain arms and manitions of war in 
this country; while Spain, not depending 
upon the United States in any way, would 
not be interferred with. 

The president is in full sympathy with 
those features of each set of resolutions 
recommending the use of the good offices 
of the United States to bring about a 
termination of the war, and at the proper 
time he will offer to use his good offices for 
that purpose. 

Again Down to Business, 

The senate gave most of yesterday to 
the agricultural appropriation bill, and 
passed that measure, carrying $3,262,000, 
without material amendment. Another 
bill passed during the day changes the 
Mmitations of fourth-class mail matter 
soasto free the postal service from bulky 
articles heretofore sent forth by the gov- 
ernment departments. In its corrected 
form, the house resolution is an amend- 
ment to@hat passed by the senate. As 
thus reported back, the subject was re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. 

The house spent the entire day in de- 
bating the amendment to the legislative 
appropriation to abolish the fee system in 
the case of United States district attorneys 
and marshals. The salaries fixed by the 
amendment range from §2000 to §5000. 
The amendment was endorsed by almost 
every member of the judiciary committee. 
It was argued the amendment would re- 
duce the expenses of United States courts, 
which have doubled since 1878, at least 
$500,000 for the first year, and result in 
stopping the pernicious padding of the 
business of the federal courts.

The Average Daily Consumption in

The Water Commissioners made their 
arnual report to the City Council this 
week, and it contains much of interest to 
taxpayers and citizens. It will be seen 
from the figures that the income will more 
than meet the maintenance and interest, 
but that an appropriation is still reguired 
for the annual payments of debt. 

During the year six miles of pipe have 
been laid and 54 hydrants set. 

The unexpended balance on hand Jan. 1, | 
1895, for maintenance was $1,322 06; 
amount appropriated, $45,000; balance on 
hand Dee. 31, 1895, $14,075.69. 

With this amount 306 new services were 
added, water mains were extended to} 
Houghs Neck, also through West, Willard, | 


avenue and several other minor extensions, 

The total amount received from the sale 
of water for the year ending Dec. 31, 1895, 
was $45,480.67. The estimated gross 
receipts for the year 1806 are $49,500; and 
the amount required for maintenance, 
$15,500. 

The amount of water bills uncollected 
Jan. 1, 1895, was $9,008.63. On Jan. 1, 
1806, the most of this amount had been 
collected or the water turned off except in 
some few cases where this was impossible 
on account of more than one house being 
supplied by the same service. 

The board say that they are of the 
opinion that it would be a saving to the 
city if the ordinances were amended, so 
that regular bills may be paid annually and 
| meter bills quarterly, and that the use of 
| the receipts may be applied to the extend- 
| ing of service pipes, also that the depart- 
|ment should have credit for the new 
| hydrants set each year and that premiums 
/received from the\sale of water bonds 

should be credited to the department. 

| The water in the reservoir reached its 
| lowest point, Oct. 12, being 9 66 feet below 
| the overflow, which was .28 feet below the! 
lowest point in 1894. 

The average daily consumption during 
| the year was 904,152 yallons, an increase 
of 105,153 gallons over the average of 1804. 
The total consumption during the year was 
330,015,439 gallons, The maximum quan- 
tity used was 1,668,482 gallons on June 24, 
and the minimum quantity used was 625,- 


Several conferences have been had with 
the Metropolitan Commissioners, and the 
board believe the present system can be 
reinforced if the consumption requircs it 
and that the full benefit of the Metropoli-| 
tan supply will be received within three 
years. With this assurance they feel it un- 
wise to spend any great amount of money 
on the present basin or pumping station.

He had filled many positions of honor and 
trust, and never having been found want- 
ing in humbler offices, he was called to 
accept congressional honors in 1888, and 
was elected to the national house of rep- 
resentatives from the Eighth congres- 
sional district, 

Among the more important offices that 
he held are the following: President of 
the Lowell Humane society, president of 
the History club, president of the People’s 
club, special justice of police court, Low- 
ell; member of Lowell common council, 
1868-69; member of Lowell school board, 
1871-73; mayor of Lowell, 1880-81; flele- 
gate to national Republican convention, 
1884; city solicitor of Lowell, 18838; Repre- 
sentative to the legislature, 1885; trustee 
of City Institution for Savings of Lowell, 
from 1876 to the present time. 

He was married in Lowell, Oct. 1, 1872, 
to Isabel, daughter of John Nesmith 
(lieutenant governor with Governor An- 
drew). Of this union were four children— 
Nesmith (deceased), Frederic Brandle- 
Harriet Nesmith and Richard 
Spalding Greenhalge,

President Cleveland Pleads For God, Humanity 


and Good Citizenship. 


New York, March 4.—At Carnegie hall | 
last night President Cleveland presided at | 
a meeting held by the Presbyterians of 
New York in aid of the Board of Home | 
Missions. | 

Lasf night’s meeting was the first of a} 
series of great meetings to be held through- 
out the country. 

The doors of Music hall were opened at 
7:15 o'clock. The hall was jammed to 
the doors and there was a large overflow 
meeting in the Central Presbyterian 
church on Fifty-seventh street. Mr. Cleve- 
land was introduced shortly after 8) 
o'clock and was enthusiastically greeted. 
He said: 

“I desire to express my appreciation of | 
the privilege of participating in this con- | 
ference and for the opportunity thus af- | 
forded me of testifying to the value and | 
usefulness of the work undertaken by the | 
Board of Home Missiof of the Presby- 
terian church. 

“My interest in this subject and my fa- 
miliarity with home missionary effort are | 
not newly acquired. They early came to 
me in the surroundings of a Christian 
Presbyterian home and were stimulated | 
by a father’s faithful labors in the cause. 

“My early impressions are not, however, 
the only basis of the testimony I give to- 
night in favor of home missions. Asyour i 
fellow citizen, interested, I hope, in all 
things that deepen the religious sentiment 
of our people and enlarge Christian in- 
fluence, I fully realize the transcendent 
importance of this agency in its operation 
upon the hearts of men for the salvation | 
of their souls. The long roster of those 
who have been led into the way of right- 
eousness through the instrumentality of 
our home missions are rich trophies of 
successful endeavor. 

“Butitis not only as your fellow citi- 
zen, but us the chief executive of your 
government, that I desire to speak, for I 
certainly serve well our entire people, 
whose servant I am, when I hereby testify 
to the benefit our country has received 
through home missionary effort and when 
I join you in an attempt to extend and 

Strengthen That Effort, 

“No one charged with the duties and 
responsibilities which necessarily weigh 
upon your chief executive can fail to ap- 
preciate the importance of religious teach- 
ing and Christian endeavor in the newly” 
settled portions of our vast domain. It is 
there where hot and stubborn warfare be- | 
tween the forces of good and eyil is con- 
stantly invited. In these days the van- 
guard of occupation in a new settlement 
is never withoutits vicious and criminal 
element. Gumbling houses and dram 
shops are frequently among the first es- 
tablishments in a new community. 

“It must also be confessed that removal 
from old homes and associations to a new 
and more primitive home has a tendency 
among honest and respectable settlers to | 
smother scruples, and to breed toleration 
of evil and indifference to Christianizing 
and elevating agencies. These conditions, | 
if unchecked and uncorrected, fix upon 
the new community by their growth and 
expansion a character and disposition | 
which, while dangerous to peace and or- 
der in the early stages of settlement, de- 
velop into badly regulated municipali- | 
ties, corrupt and unsafe territories and 
undesirable states. 

“These are serious considerations ina 
country where the people, good or bad, are 
its rulers, because the conditions to which 
I have referred would certainly menace, 
within a circle constantly enlarging, the | 
safety and welfare of the entire body 
politic if we could not hope that churches 
and religious teaching would from the 
first be on the ground to oppose the evil 
influences that are apt to pervade the be- | 
ginning of organized communities, | 

“These eéhurches and this religious teach- 
ing were never more needed than now on 
our distant frontiers, where the process of 
forming new states is going on so rapidly, | 
and where new comers who are to be the 
citizens of new states are sorapidly gather- 
ing together. 

“For these instrumentalities at the out- 
posts of our population, so vitally import- | 
antin the view of Christian men, as well | 
as patriotic citizens, we must depend, to a | 
very great extent, on home missionary ex- | 
ertion. How can we excuse ourselves if | 
we permit this cxertion to languish for 

Lack of Proper Support, 

“If we turn from the objects of home 
missionary labors to the situation of those 
toiling in distant flelds for God and hu-!| 
manity, and a purer, better citizenship, | 
our sympathy with their work must be 
further quickened and our sense of duty | 
to them and their cause actively stimu-| 
lated. 

“These are the men and women who 
have left home and the association of | 
friends, under the direction of organized | 
mission boards, to teach Christianity in 
sparsely settled sections and to organize 
churches where none exist, and enduring 
discomfort, hardship, poverty and danger | 
for the sake of a cause to which, in a very 
comfortable and inexpensive way, we pro- 
fess to be attached, These are our soldiers 
at the front, fighting our battles, and we 
who stay at home cannot escape the duty | 
of providing for them and re-enforcing | 
them in every way if we are to continue 
them in our service. 

“Our hearts have recently been pro- 
foundly stirred by the dangers that 
threaten the devoted men and women who | 
have gone from among us to preach and | 
teach Christianity in a foreign land. Our/ 
sympathy with them and those with whom 
they Labor and suffer is made more pain- 
ful because the arm of complete relief has | 
not thus far been able to reach them. 
Our missionary impulse should be large 
enough and strong enough for both. 

“While we will not turn away from 
them nor allow discouragement to destroy 
activity in their behalf, let us not from 
the missionaries in our own land, who! 
need our aid, to whom we owe a duty, | 
and who can be reached. 

“It seems to me thatif the Christian | 
people of our land estimate at its real | 
value the work which the board of home|

The cabinet ministers held meetings 
throughout yesterday; but, 80 far as 
known, the king has not yet accepted 
Premier Crispi’s resignation. 

The whole country appeara to be as ex- 
cited as the inhabitants of the capital, and 
rioting occurred during the day in several 
cities. ‘The press censor, however, 1s hold- 
fing back all dispatches liable to increase 
the state of alarm prevailing, and some 
time must elapse before the real truth ts 
known. 

The government is being urged by some 
ef the most prominent men in the coun- 
try to give to the press all the news in its 
possession, as it is still believed that the 
worst has not been told and that the war 
office is in possession of facts still more 
startling than those which have already 
leaked out. One rumor has it that the 
entire Italian army was practically wiped 
out, and that only a battalion or two suc- 
ceeded in reaching Asmara. At the war 
office, however, it was stated that this is 
ap exaggeration. 

Later details of the fighting in Abys- 
sinia indicate that General Dabortida’s 
column of the Italian forces sustained a 
hot attack from the enemy and fought 
desperately for 40 minutes, when they were 
compelled to retreat. The Italians did 
their best to cover their retreat by a rifle 
and artillery fire, but they were hampered 
in this course by the fear of hitting their 


own men. ‘Their infantry made repeated | 


bayonet charges to check the pursulng 
Shoans, but they were finally compelled 
to abandon their guns. 

Toward evening, while still retreating, 
thecolumn divided into two parts. One 
of these arrived in fair condition, under 
Colonel Ragnia, at Addicage. No news 
has been received of the second section 

General Baratieri has also sent dis 
patches to the government regarding the 
battle, but it is impossible yetto get a 
connected account of the event. Itis re 
ported that of 280 officers engaged, 200 are 
missing, but the government will publish 
no list until exact details are received. 


Cruel Silence, 


The truth of the matter seems to be that 
the ministers are anxiously awaiting the 
report of General Baldissera, and that, ip 
the meanwhile, they are suppressing the 
facts which reached them previous to his 
arrival at Massowah. This, at any rate, 
is the most charitable construction to place 
upon the apparently cruel silence of the 
government. 

Tothose having relatives serving with 
the Italian army in Africa the failure of 
the war office to issue an official report is 
little less than torture. But no amount 
of pressure seems strong enough to obtain 
the anxiously awaited news from the 
minister of war. 

The war office has been besleged during 
the day by crowds of people, and is sur- 
rounded by troops. The offices and resi- 
dences of all the ministers are guarded, 
and the guards at the palace have been 
doubled. 

In the main thoroughfares, shouting 
crowds assemble every now and then, 
calling for the downfall of the ministry, 
only to be dispersed by the police. Nu- 
merous arrests have been made, and the 
police escorting the prisoners to the differ- 
ent depots have, in several cases, been 
roughly handled by the mob. 

Itis stated that the resignation of the 
ministry will be formally announced to 
parliament today. After this has been 
done, both houses will adjourn and awalt 
the decision of King Humbert upon what 
action he will take. The king has in- 
formed Sig. Crispi that he must have time 
to consider whether he will accept the re- 
signations of the ministers, and he con- 
ferred with the presidents of the senate 
and the chamber of deputies on the sub- 
ject. 

Two hundred deputies have arrived in 
Rome since yesterday, and the greatest 
animation is manifested in the lobbies of 
parliament, where the disastrous defeat to 
the Italian armies and the resulting acute 
phase in the political situation are food 
for unending discussion. 


Time For a Halt. 


MADRID, March 5.—There were renewed 
disturbances here yesterday and demon- 
strations of popular anger against the 
United States government. The students 
of the university seem to have been the 
offenders or the leaders in the demonstra- 
tions. They assembicd before the Madrid 
university and there publicly burned the 
American flag. The police dispersed the 
meeting after making several arrests. As 
a result the cabinet council last night de- 
cided to temporarily close the universities.

No Pablic Faneral. 

The late Governor Greenhalge will not 
be committed to his last resting place with 
military pomp and civie ceremonies. Mrs 
Greenhalge has decided that the body of 
her husband shall not lie in state either at 
the state house in Boston orin Memorial 
hall in this city. This decision was influ- 
enced not only by her own feelings, but 
particularly by the expressed objection of 
the late governor to any such arrange- 
ments. 

The funeral will be as simple as possi- 
ble. The service witl take place at 2:30 
o'clock Monday afternoon at the Uni- 
tarian church, where the late governor at- 
tended. Arrangements in detail have not 
yet been perfected. The church at present 
is without a pastor, and the pulpit on this 


occasion may be supplied by Rey. George 


Batchelor, secretary of the Unitarian as- 
sociation. The interment will be in the 
family lot in Lowell’s most beautiful 
cemetery. 


The city council and the school board, 
respectively, took notice of the death of 
Governor Greenhalge by passing appro- 
priate resolutions, accompanied with feel- 
ing sentiments, expressing the love and 
respect entertained for him by his neigh- 
bors and fellow citizens. The school 
board voted to close the schools on Mon- 
day, and to set apart Friday of next week 
as the Greenhalge Memorial day. 

What Caused Death. 

The following statement was issued last 
night by the attending physicians: 

Governor Greenhalge suffered with gen- 
eral weakness, loss of appetite and short- 
ness of breath for several months before 
he sought medical assistance. He con- 
sulted Dr. Nickerson Feb. 5, 1896, who, on 
examination, found evidences of nephritis, 
or inflammation of the kidneys, and ad- 
vised him to remain at home and rest 
from work. The question to be decided 
was whether the governor was afflicted 
with chronic nephritis, an exceptionally 
gravemalady, or with a milder form of 
inflammation of his kidneys, which might 
be expected to yield to treatment, 

The subsequent progress of the case 
showed that the disease was of chronic 
character. Previous to Thursday, Feb. 27, 
he had several marked attacks of dyspneea. 
These attacks, though somewhat severe, 
were mild in comparison with those which 
occurred at a later date. 

In the absence of any evidence of disease 
of the heart, and with the knowledge of 
existence of nephritis, it was decided that 
this dyspnoea was of urmmiec origin—i. e., 
the urm, which is a constituent of the 
urine, was more or less imperfectly elim- 
inated from the system, owing to the dis- 
abled condition of the kidneys. 

The presence of ure in the blood exerted 
a toxic influence upon the pneumogastrio 
nerve, which nerve controls the functions 
of respiration. 

On the evening of Feb. 27 Governor 
Greepbalge bad an attack of paralysis on

served in the course of chronic nephritis. 
On the afternoon of the 29th the patient 
had a paroxysm of dyspnoea of alarming | 
violence, which was with great difficulty | 
relieved. This seizure was followed by 
others of less violent character, which oc- 
curred more frequently, and was the chief 
cause of the patient’s suffering during the 
remainder of his life. 

On Wednesday, the 4th inst., 
toms of ur..mic poisoning became more 
profound, stupor, uramic fever and con- 
vulsions being present. A second stroke 
of paralysis occurred at 5:30 p. m.,, from 
which he never rallied, his death taking 
place seven hours later. Governor Green- 
halge died at 12:25, March 5. 

Greenhalge’s Successor. 

Bostoy, March 6.—Lieutenant Governor 
Wolcott, aliaough acting governor for 
nearly a fortnight, became acting governor 
officially for the rest of the year yesterday, 
and his first day in office was a busy one. 
He arrived at the state house at 9 o’clock, 
and with the exception of an hour taken 
for luncheon he remained at the capitol 
until shortly after 4 o'clock. 

The executive council met at 11 o'clock. 
The lieutenant governor feelingly an- | 
nounced the death of Governor Green- 
halge, and then read the proclamation 
making public announcement of the 
death and of the existence of a vacancy in 
the office of governor, 

This proclamation was unanimously 
ratified by the councillors, and Mr. Wol- 
cott, in addition to being lieutenant gov- 
ernor, became official acting governor and | 
commander-in-chief of the commonwealth. | 

And this means that he shall exercise all 
the rights conferred in the chief executive, 
but that he shall continue with the salary 
of lieutenant governor unless the legisla- 
ture passes a resolve voting to him the 
salary paid the chief executive. 

Both branches of the state legislature 
received yesterday afternoon from the 
lieutenant governor the official announce- 
ment of the death of Governor Green- 
halge, and each branch adjourned as soon 
as possible after the receipt of this com- 
munication. 

Of Colonial Stock, 

Hon. Roger Wolcott, now acting gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, was born in Bos- 
ton July 13, 1847. He was a son of J. 
Huntington Wolcott and a descendant of 
the Roger Wolcott who, in 1745, com- 
manded the New England forces that at- 
tacked Canada. Another ancestor, Oliver 
Wolcott, was one of the siguers of the 
declaration of independence. 

The acting governor received. his pre- 
liminary education in the public schools. 
Entered Harvard college, from which he 
graduated with degrees of A.B. and LL.B 
In 1871-2 he was a tutor in the institution. 
He studied law and was kept busy 
trustee of various large estates. 

Mr. Wolcott began his public career in 
the Boston common council in 1877, 1573 
and 1879. In 1882 he was elected to the 
lower house. In 1884 he voted for Grover 
Cleveland. In 1891 he was elected to the 
presidency of the new Republican club, 

He was married Miss Prescott, a 
geeat-granddaughter cf Colonel Prescott, 
who commanded the provincial troops at 
the battle of Bunker Hill, and a grand- 
daughter of W. H. Prescott, the historian. 

In November, 1893, Mr. Wolcott was 
elected lieutenant governor on the Repub- 
lican ticket, and re-elected in 1894 and 
1895. He has served on the committees on 
pardons, finance, charitable institutions, 
prisons, military affairs, railroads and 
state house extension. He is an overseer 
of Harvard college and trustee of Massa- 
chusetts general hospital. He is also 
prominent in Unitarian church affairs.

‘Burden of Proof on Affirmative for 
the Radical Charge.

The debate on the question,—Resolved, 
That Massachusetts should hold her 
| elections biennially—was held at the rooms 
jof the Y. M. C. A., Thursday night. 
Owing to the absence of one of the dis- 
putants, Mr, Craig had to support his side 
| alone which he did very ably. In fact, all 
of the principal disputants showed careful 
preparation. 

Mr. Harold Faxon in opening the debate 
said that the question was one which had 

| been much discussed even as far back as 
Alexander Hamilton’s day. The tendency 
towards biennials is a tendency to a more 
business like regime aad is favored by 
business men. If elections are held less 
often they will be more important and that 
is what we greatly need. It is a fact that 
in those states where the elections are held 
biennially there is alarger vote. And not 
only do men thus take more interest at the 
polls but they take more interest in the 
caucuses, and this means a better chance 
for purer politics, In closing Mr. Faxon, 
after urging the importance of biennials to 
Massachusetts said solemnly, ‘*God save 
our Commonwealth.” 

Mr. Alex Craig believed that our com- 
monwealth should be saved but in propos- 
ing so radical a change as this amendment 
to our constitution we should be very sure 
that we are adding a saving clause. In 
some miraculous way those who will not 
vote yearly are largely going tothe polls 
once in two years. It is like saying thata 
man who will take no notice of monthly 
| bills will gladly pay bills which are rendered 
once in two months. The affirmative also 
say a year is not time for our representa- 
ltives to become acquainted with their 
| duties, but if they have done well they can 
be reelected, and surely if they have done 
ill the quicker they take their exit the 
better. The burden of proof is on the 
affirmative and they must show by the 
intrinsi@ merits of their side that we should 
adopt biennials. Merely giving us state- 
ments of the men who agree with them 
and of the states who have abandoned 
annual elections is not enough. 

The geutleman has asked us for proof, 

said Mr. E. 8. Litebfield, not statements 
but what quicker, more conclusive proof 
can one really have, than the fact that 18 
of our states have biennial elections, 3 
triennial and 21 quadrennial elections. 
Ouly 2 states, Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts cling to the annual elections. 
Such a fact could not be without strong 
reasons to back it up, and it merely proves 
that the arguments which are advanced by 
the atlirmative are arguments which in 42 
out of our 44 states have successfully stood 
the test of experience. Mr. Litchfield then 
showed by statistics how much larger the 
percentage of voters was when the annual 
election had been abolished. This un- 
doubtedly means better politics as the 
politicians, the wire pullers and the worst 
elements in the voting class are to be 
found at the polls anyway, and unless this 
is counterbalanced by a large per cent. of 
| the total vote, these elements will get the 
upper hand. 

The debate was then thrown open to the 
house and Mr. Sampson, Mr. Southworth, 
Mr. Sargent, Mr. King and others spoke,

AN HISTORIC. STREET

An Interesting and Valuable

Hencock Street for Period Covering 
257 Years. 


Each Estate to be Taken up Separ- 
ately and History Given. 


(Continued from March 2.) 

We come to Granite street, formerly 
Woods road, no record of its laying 
out. On this street, southwest from 
the Briesler house, is the house of 
Elisha Marsh now owned by Henry H. 
Faxon. 

Col. A. B. Packard says it is not 
changed in anpearance, and looks the 
same as when he was a small boy, and 
went to school to Mrs. Hunt opposite. 

Before us stands the town pump. 
The well was dug about 1840 for 
protection. 

On the corner Hancock and 
Granite streets, where the Greenleaf 
house now stands, there was about the

shop of Joseph Burrell. The lower 
floor front was occupied by Mrs. John 
Hunt, fora school-room, the rear was 
Mr. Burrell’s shop. About 1525, Mr.

He was the father of 
Mrs. George L. Gill. Another daugh- 


ter, Mrs. C. B. Richardson, contributes 
some interesting facts. that 
her father when a boy resolved that he 
would have that beautiful corner for 
his house, and by working early and 
late, he earned enough during his ap- 
prenticeship, to pay, unaided any 
the goodly sum required for it, on 
in 1811.

Later, this estate was sold to Lloyd 
Goodnough a botanic doctor who 


built a wooden block on the corner 
where the shop had stood. Aug. 25, 
1875, the block together with the dwell- 
ing-house then known as the Central 
house, was burned. 


The Greenleaf house, now stand- 
ing on this site, was built by Joseph 
W. Robertson, in 1876. During his 


ownership it was called the Robertson 


house. The estate adjoining the 
above, occupied by the Durgin & 
Merrill block, was as late as 1582, 
owned by Josiah Adams. His grand- 
son J. A. Fenno, contributes the fol- 
lowing interesting paper: 

“Josiah Adams was the son of 
Deacon Josiah and Esther (Wesson) 
Adams. He was born Oct. 18, 1792 
At the age of fourteen, he was ap- 
prenticed to Abel Whitney of Cam- 
bridge to learn cabinet making. 
Whitney, was brother of Rev. Peter 


Whitney, also of the second wife of 
Deacon Josiah, and of the wife of 
Deacon Ebenezer Adams. After 
seven years of semi-starvation, he 
turned to Quincy, with a few old tools 
and a freedom suit of clothes, which 
small though he was, hardly served to 
covered him. In 1814 he was with the 
Quincy Light Infantry at Dorchester 
Heights, serving about thirty days for 
which he received a pension in 1881, 
which he lived only one year to enjoy. 
He was married to Sarah P. Hardwick 
in 1818. He built the house near 1816. 
His father and grandfather owned in 
common, the land extending to 
the corner of Granite street, part of 
which was sold to Burrell and the re- 
mainder given to Adams, there was 
also givento him an old house that 
stood on the Adams farm near Pine 
Hill. 

‘“‘ This he carefully took down. It was 
then a very old house, but the timbers 
were sound. Between the frames was 
filled in with seaweed that had 
crumbled to dust. By swapping 
labor, he was enabled to get his cellar, 
and wih seventeen dollars, and the 
remains of the old house he began to 
make for himself a home. 

‘* He raised the height of the lower 
rooms so that the chambers were very 
low. Being short in stature they were 
all right for him, but inconvenient for 
those who came after. 

‘“‘ As originally finished, it had two 
front rooms with door and entry 
between, and a small room back of the 
entry. The second story was the 
same. Asmall room beyond on the 
lower floor, served for kitchen. 

‘“* As the years went by he changed 
and added to his house to suit his con- 
venience, and it was a frequent re-

Italy has several times threatened to 
withdraw from the triple alliance, and 
now she may be forced out by a decision 
of her own parliament, or at the request 
of the other members—Germany and Aus- 
tria. Itis an open question as to whether 
the alliance is gf any benefit 
whatever it may have been in years past. 
Under its terms she has been compelled to 
keep up a costly military and naval estab- 
lishment, which have drawn jiarder on 
her than on any of the other powers. 

In March, 1883, the Italian minister of 
war announced in parliament the ex- 
istence of a triple alliance 
Germany and Austria, 
made in the interests of European peace 
and the maintaining of the status quo 
One of the main points of the agreement 
was that each of the powers named should 
not only refrain from hostile action, but 
avoid causes which would be 
awaken distrust.

Almost everywhere excited 
crowds paraded the streets, and the police 
had great difficulty in dispersing them, as 
is shown by the reports of many conflicts

The public apprehension of trouble is 
indicated by the number of shops that 
have been closed for fear of the damage 
i that would result to them from an out- 

break of disturbances. ‘The troops are also 
still confined to the barracks. 

The utmost efforts of the police and 
soldiers to disperse the mob which had 
held possession all day of the Piazza Co- 
| lonnain front of the chamber of deputies 
| proved futile, and cries of derision and dis- 
approval of the government, of Premier 
| Crisp! and of the commanders in Africa 
are still being pertinaciously kept up by 
the parading crowds. 

Excited Deputies, 

Long before the hour of opening the 
chamber of deputies yesterday enormous 
crowds of people practically surrounded 
the building. The streets in the vicinity 
| were patrolled by troops. 

The sitting of the chamber was of the 
wildest character. Sig. Crispi announced 
the resignation of the cabinet, which an- 
| nouncement was received with passionate 
applause. 
| Many members shouted insults at Crispi, 
but when the premier was enabled to ob- 
tain a hearing he grimly declared that the 
ministry, until the nomination of their 
successors, would retain office and main- 
tain public order. 

The uproar continued throughout the 
sitting, and the scenes of extreme dis- 
order were renewed when the president 
declared the sitting ended. 

During the uproar, the premier was as 
cool as if nothing was happening and 
bowed ironically on all sides while the 
Leftists were hooting him. Eventually 
the people in the gallery became so excited 
| and took such an active part in the demon- 
stration that the police closed that part of 
the house. But this was only accom- 
plished with a great deal of difficulty. 
There were several arrests made and a 
number of encounters by the people in the 
| gallery and the police, the public hooting 
and yelling as they were driven out. 

Later, several thousand people met on 
the Piazza Colonna, and after listening to 
a number of flery oratiqns, during which 
the African policy of th®government was 
strongly denounced, the police and troops 
intervened, and the meeting was dispersed. 

After the adjournment of the chamber 
| a majority of the deputies remained inside 
the lobbies quarrelling violently, and in 
| several cases almost coming to blows. 

Many members of the chamber of depu- 
ties were prepared to make inflammatory 
speeches, and there is much complaint 
among them, growing out of their disiup- 
pointment on this score, at the abrupt 
and summary manner in which an ad- 
journment was had. The government 
seems to have taken the chamber by sur- 
prise with this movement. Even the 
Marquis di Rudini, the leader of the Op- 
position, and who it is generally believed 
has been asked by King Humbert to form 
a new cabinet, desired to be heard by the 
chamber, and was unceremoniously cut 
off. 

The party of the Left had even given 
notice of a motion to impeach the cabinet, 
and are ina high state of indignation at 
leaving the present ministry in undis- 
puted control, pending the formation of 
the new government. The president of 
the chamber of deputies afterward ex- 
plained that they were actuated in thus 
adjourning and cutting off debate by a 
| desire to ayert untoward incidents which 
might further imperil the welfare of the 
country. As the deputies had expressed 
the indignation of the country with the 
policy of the government, and as assur- 
; ances were given of a change of ministry, 

this was thought sufficient.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning March 8. 
Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Heroes of missions.—II Cor. xi, 23- 
28. (Let each Endeavorer give an instance of 
missionary heroism.) 

The heroes of missions haye been 
those who have been willing to sacrifice 
and suffer, many of them even death it- 
self, for the great cause of missions. 

Paul is the great Scriptural example 
of a hero of missions. His historic 
sketch of his extraordinary trials for 
Christianity, found in our Scriptural 
reference, makes it evident that he 
stands among the first of those who 
may claim the title of missionary heroes. 
What a wonderful record! He was 
scourged ‘‘five times,’’ in ‘‘prisons fre- 
quont,’’ in ‘‘deaths oft,’’ ‘‘thrice beat- 
en with rods,’’ once ‘‘stoned,’’ *‘thrice 
suffered shipwreck,’’ in ‘‘perils in the 
sea,’’ and on land midst foes and friends, 
in the wilderness and in cities, tried by 
‘weariness and painfulness, in watch- 
ings often, in hunger and thirst, in cold 
and vakedness,’’ and besides all this | 
there was daily upon him the care of | 
all the churches. 

This is a wonderful record, and yet 
the annals of miszious will tell us of 
many just such heroes. In many places 
even today the lives of the missionaries | 
of the cross are jeopardized. In the past 
year many have been cruelly murdered, 
their mission stations burned and many 
indignities and outrages have been heap- 
ed upon them. 

What a contrast are our Christian 
lives in this particular. Weoften speak | 
of the trials and hardships that we are 
called upon to endure for Christ, but 
what are they in comparison to these 
heroes upon our foreign mission fields? 

But what should be the effect of the 
sufferings of our missionaries upon us? 
It should fill our hearts with gratitude | 
and thankfulness to God that our lives | 
are not endangered and that we live in 
a land where it is an honor to bea! 
Christian if we are only true to our 
Christian profession. It should also | 
arouse # deeper interest in missions and | 
missionaries in our hearts. F'ow can we 
see our fellow Christians suffering and 
enduring hardships in places where we | 
ought to be perbaps and not be most | 
deeply interested in them and their 
work? We should sympathize with | 
them, pray for them and encourage | 
them by liberal gifts. The hardships of 
the mission field cannot but be lessened 
when these heroes of missions realize | 
that they have the united sympathy, | 
prayers and support of Christendom 
back of them. Will we do our part in} 
giving them to realize that this is the |

HAMMER AND A RAZOR 


Used by a Vermont Farmer to Kill 
Mother and Himself. 


Probably Crazed by Sickness 
of a Daughter. 


Murderer and His Victim Lying Side by Side 
When Found. 


Sr. ALPANS, Vt., March 7.—Chester H. 
Collins, a farmer living in Swanton, 
killed his mother and then cut his throat 
yesterday morning. Insanity was un- 
doubtedly the cause. 

A few days ago Collins moved to his 
father-in-law’s farm and rented his place. 
He took with him his mother, aged 73, 
and his son, Leon, aged 18, besides a hired 
man and girl, leaving his wife at the old 
home to care for his 16-year-old daughter, 
who was sick. He worried and talked a 
great deal about the change, and it seemed 
to weigh on his mind, 

Yesterday morning he held family pray- 
ers and read a portion of Scriptures. After 
attending to a few duties, he returned to 
the house. Noone saw the deed, but the 
story is best told in the words of his son, 
who escaped the slaughter. Said he: 

“Just as # came in the door I heard 
papa say: ‘If Father Corliss should come 
here today I don't know what I should do 
to him.’ He was then in the dining room 
and had grandma by the hand and his 
head in her lap. ee had a hammer in his 
other hand. He looked awful wild and I 
was scared. Ella and grandma and I 
tried to get him into the sitting room, 
where he could lie on the lounge. 

“We tried to get the hammer away, but 
couldn't. Finally we induced him to go 
into the sitting room. He still kept hold 
of grandma’s hand, and when he sat down 
on the lounge, made her sit in a rocking 
chair beside him. Then he called me to 
come in and sit down beside him, but I 
didn’t dareto. He said to me: 

**You and grandma and I are all going 
home together this morning.’ When I 
didn't come he struck the table with the 
hammer and then struck his leg. He kept 
trying to get me into the room, but I was 
so afraid I 

Did Not Lare Go Near Him. 

“Finally, Ll went to the barn, and left 
papa and grandma in the sitting-room. 
He was lying on the lounge, but still had 
hold of grandma’s hand. While I was 
out to the barn, Ella, the hired girl, came 
to the barn and called me. She said papa 
wanted me to come right into the house. 
While she was speaking, we heard a blow 
and heard grandmascream. I knew some- 
thing had happened and started for a 
beighbor’s.” 

When the neighbors entered the house 
they found Collings and his mother lying 
in a pool of blood in front of the stove in 
the sitting room. Both had their throats 
cut from ear to ear, and Mrs. Collins’ 
skull was crushed. ‘Tightly clenched in 
Collins’ right hand was arazor. Overin 
the corner was the hammer, the handle 
broken off close to the head. 

There were evidences of only aslight 
struggle. Collins had evidently struck his 
mother a savage blow on the head with 
the hammer while the old lady was s‘tting 
in the chair. Thatpart of the room was 
splashed with blood. 

He evidently cut her throat there and 
laid her down in front of the stove. His 
body was found so close to his mother’s 
that their faces almost touched, and it ap- 
parent that he had lain dowm beside her 
and cut his throat. 

Mr. Collins was a church member and 
known as an honest, industrious man. 
His father had fits of insanity, and there 
is ataint of insanity running back through 
the family. 


THE GREENHALGE FUNERAL. 


Arrangements Will Not Permit Attendance of 
Genera! Public. 


LowWELL, Mass., March 7.—The arrange- 
ments for the funeral of Governor Green- 
halge were officially announced by 
Colonel Winslow of the committee hay- 
ing the arrangements in charge. A _ priv- 
ate service will take place at 10:30 o’clock 
Monday morning at the Greenhalge resi- 
dence. 

The public funeral will be held in the 
First Congregational ohurch at 2:20 
o'clock in the afternoon. Only executive 
officers of the bodies who wish to be rep- 
resented will be admitted. Each delega- 
tion must choose one of its number to 
whom a ticket will be issued, and in no 
case will tickets be given to individual 
members of a delegation. 

The service will be conducted by Rev. 
George Batchelor of Cambridge, formerly 
pastor of the Unitarian church where the 
late governor attended. Rev. J. L. Sew- 
ard of Allston will assist. The music will 
be provided by the Unitarian church 
quartet, Girected by B. F. Lang of Boston. 
The burial will be at the Lowell cemetery, 
and will be private. 

The police arrangements will be in 
charge of Superintendent Davis of the 
local force, assisted by Chief Wade anda 
delegation of the state police and a large 
detail of the Boston force. The bearers 
will be eight sergeants from the Lowell 
militia companies.

It consists of a review 
of the history of Venezuela, and declares 
that Great Britain, while maintaining 
her just rights, has consistently shown a 
desire to make fair arrangements in re- 
gard to the boundary. The claim of Ven- 
ezuela that her territory extends to the 
Essequibo is based on contentions in no 
wise supported by facts, and cannot be 
justified on any reasonable ground. 


A Busy Day.

Most of the time, how- 
tver, Was consumed in the consideration 
of an amendment to abolish the fee sys- 
tem of United States attorneys and mar- 
shals. ‘This amendment was perfected 
and adopted. The house entered upon the 
consideration of the postoffice appropria- 
tion, the largest of the regular supply 
bills, which carries $91,943,757. A bill was 
passed to abolish the cash payments of 
pensions, the purpose of which was to pro- 
tect old veterans who sagendered or were 
swindled ont of their pensions on quarterly 


paydays. 
Rebels Give It Up. 
MANAGUA, March 7.—Word received 


last night indicates that the Leon rebels 
have given up their cause. Rafael A. 
Guitierrez, President of Salvador, has tele- 
graphed to President Zelaya, informing 
him thatthe Leon rebels want to make 
terms of peace. President Zelaya is de- 
termined that the only terms of peace he 
will give are that the Leonists shall pay 
all the expenses of the war preparations 
which have been necessitated by their re- 
volt, shall give up all their arms and that 
their leaders shall be tried by court-mar- 
tial. 


But Three In It 

OMAHA, March 7.—General Manderson 
has returned from Washington. He says: 
“Those who keep their fingers on the 
pulse of the politigal public say it is 
growing more and nfore certain every day 
that neither Reed nor McKinley can be 
nominated by the next convention of the 
Republican party. In that event, it is 
felt that the nomination will go to a west- 
ern man. Athong the western men the 
contest will doubtless be between Al‘ 
lison, Davis and myself.” 


One Vote Short. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 7.—The Re- 
publican members of the legislature feel 
confident that St. John Boyle of Louis- 
ville will be elected United States senator. 
They propose to force a vote in the house 
this afternoon on the Kaufman-Dunlap 
contest. After unseating Kaufman and 
swearing in Dunlap, the senate will not 
have time to retalitate before the legal 
hour arrives for the joint ballot. Boyle 
now lacks only one vote. 


On His Death Bed. 

New York, March 7.—Rear Admiral 
Henry Walker, U.S.N., retired, is dying 
at his home in Brooklyn. Admiral 
Walker is 87 years old. He served effee- 
tively during the civil war, and to him 
was due much of the success of the Union | 
army in the lower Mississippi. He retired | 
in 1871, being the first officer of his rank 
to voluntarily retire from the active list 
for the benefit of his junior officers, 


The Bayard Resolutions. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The_ resolu- 
tions censuring Ambassador Bayard for 
his Boston and Edinburgh speeches will 
not, itis said, be allowed to slumber in- 
definitely on the house calendar. Speaker 
Reed is understood to have given assur- 
ances that they shall be called up after 
several other appropriation bills have 
been passed. They are expected to pro- 
voke a spirited debate. 


An Avowed Candidate. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Senator Cullom 
of Illinois says: “After due consideration 
and careful investigation of the situation, 
I have said to the people of Illinois that I 
should deem ita high honor to have the 
support of my state delegation at the St. 
Louis convention. I am a candidate to 
that extent, and I may add. that I now see 
no reason why I should not continue to be 
& candidate.” 


No Let-Up. 

MADRID, March 7.—There were renewed 
demonstrations of hostility to the United 
States yesterday at Valencia, Dolores and 
Alicante. There was also a demonstra- 
tion made before the French eonsulate at 
Valencia. The French consul appeared 
upon the balcony in response to the ac- 
clamations of the crowd and saluted them. 


Control of Boston Gas Interests. 

WILMINGTON, Del., March 7.—It is stated 
here that J. E. Addicks, the gas magnate, 
made a deal w h Boston parties yester- 
day by which he secured control of the 
Standard Qil company’s interests in the 
gas lighting business in Boston. The 
deal, it is said, gives Addicks a monopoly 
of the gas business in Boston. 


The Obstructive Sultan. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 7. — The sul- 
tan’s minister of foreign affairs has re- 
newed his promise to Miss Clara Barton 
to permit the distributors of rellef to go 
to Anatolia, but the sultan has ordered 
the stay of the execution of his trade allow- 
ing Miss Barton to send aid to the; suffer- 


ers. 


Old Publisher Gone. 

HempstEap, NY Y., March 7.—Philip J. 
A. Harper, the retired senior member of 
the publishing firm of Harper Bros., of 
New York city, died here yesterday ofa 
complication of heart and kidney troubles. 
Mr. Harper had been sick for the past two 
years, and was constantly attended by a 
physician. Mr. Harper was 72 years old.

House of Savoy Tottering. 


“Crispi will be the last minister of the 
house of Savoy,"’ said Mazzini, bitterly, 
when the man who was the inspiration of 
the Sicilian insurrection of 1548, and in 
the revolution of 1859-60 had been the 
fellow-soldier of Garibaldi, turned his 
coat and became a Monarchist, pleading 
that United Italy was impossible under a 
republic, 

Francesco Crispi has been three times 
the mentor of the house of Savoy, and for 
more than 85 years he has been a brilliant 
and aggressive figure in the stormy poli- 
tics of Italy, the most execrated and the 
best loved man inthe kingdom. The ful- 
fillment of Mazzini’s prophecy, for he 
seemed to speak as one inspired, may now 
be at hand, although in a different sense 
from that which inspired it. 

The Republicans, always terribly in 
earnest, are now wrought up to frenzy by 
the disgrace that has befallen the national 
arms in Abyssinia, for which they hold 
Crispi responsible, because they remember 
that he has always been identifled with 
the wretched Abyssinian policy, and that 
{t was Crispi who, after the reverse at 
Dogali in January, 1887, asked for fresh 
credits to prosecute the war against King 
John, as recently he begged for money to 
subdue King Menelek. 

It is not the first time that Crispi has 
been burned in effigy, as he was by the 
students of the University of Naples. 
Twice, indeed, there have been attempts 
to assassinate him. But never has discon- 
tent against his government manifested 
itself with greater fury and with such 
marked revolutionary animus. 

When soldiers bound for the seat of war 
are dragged from trains and angry Re- 
publicans mob the police in Rome, when 
anti-African demonstrations sweep the 
kingdom from Milan to Palermo, a crisis 
has arrived in the national affairs which 
may portend a reconstructive change, not- 
withstanding the hold which Humbert 
has on the affections of his subjects. 

A Bit of History. 


The three kingdoms of Shoa, Tigre and 
Amhara, together with their outlying de- 
pendencies, were, in 1889, reunited under 
one sovereign. Practically, Abyssinia is 
now an Italian protectorate. The coun- 
try consists largely of an elevated table- 
land, on which are groups of mountains, 
rising to great elevations, while between 
them are valleys of great fertility and 
many picturesque ravines. The forests 
furnish many valuable trees. The amount 
of land under cultivation is very small, 
the majority of the people being engaged 
in pastoral pursuits. Sugar cane, cotton, 
coffee, the date-palm, grapes and other 
fruits thrive in many localities. Iron ore 
and salt are found; the latter is still used 
as a currency. Principal exports are 
skins, ivory and guins. 

The population of Abyssinia is composed 
of various tribes, a well-formed Caucasian 
type predominating, in general character 
resembling the Bedouin Arabs. ‘The peo- 
ple are essentially a warlike, courageous 
race, skillful horsemen, and in the field 
have proved formidable assailants. Their 
treatment of prisoners is said to be merci- 
less, and in their domegtic lives there is 
little tocommend. The curiouscustom of 
frequently smearing the hatr with butter 
is explained as a safeguard against sun- 
stroke, and is almost universal among the

THE LAST OF EARTH, 


Governor G:eenhilge Laid to Rest 
Wshout Ostentatious Display, 


Burden Falls Heavily on 
Hearts of All Citizens. 


True Merit Made Him Beloved by All Classes 
and Creeds. 


| 

LOWELL, Mass., March 9.—The funeral | 
of Governor Greenhalge occurred today. | 
The ceremonies in all respects had the es- | 
sential characteristics of the man, the im- 
pressiveness that goes with simplicity and 
quiet dignity. It was private, but notin | 
the sense of exclusiveness. 

The opportunity of the public to evince 
their respect and sympathy was limited 
only by the capacity of the church where 
the public ceremonies were held, and the 
necessity of selection based upon the govy- 
ernor’s social and official relations in life. 

Words of sympathy and spiritual com- 
fort were spoken to the family within 
their own home, surrounded only by rela- 
tives, intimate friends and neighbors, and 
the broader expression of condolence was 
made in the presence of representatives of 
the numerous relations into which the de- 
velopment of the had carried 
him. 

There were no music, no display of mili- | 
tary, ho conventionality, and while many 
in this community who could not would 
like to hive been present at the services, 
or viewed the remains of the departed 
lying in state, there was a general acqui- 
escence to the wishes of the family and 
the necessities of the case. 

At 100’clock this morning there was a 
private service in the home on Wyman 
street, for members of the family and im- 
mediate friends only. Rev. George Batch- 
elor, pastor of the Unitarian church, 
spoke words of consolation to the be- 
reaved family. The ceremonies were sim- 
ple. 

The procession from the late governor's 
house consisted of a platoon of police, 
three carriages containing the pall-bear- 
ers, the hearse, followed by a platoon of 
nine sergeants, with 10 carriages for the 
family of the deceased and the lieutenant 
governor and staff. 

The same order was observed in the pro- 
cession from the church to the cemetery, 


| 
but in asdition to the above carriages 
were provided for the members of the 


deceased 


executive council, the president of the 
board of aldermen, the president of the 
common council, the president of the 
school board and the superintendent of the 
public schools of Lowell. 

The public service occurred at 2:30 p. m. 
in the First Congregational church, to 
which admission was by ticket, owing to 
the limited capacity of the house. The 
music was under the direction of B. J. 
Lang, and was furnished by the King’s 
Chapel choir.

Fitting Praise, 

The homes of the commonwealth are the 
sources of its greatness and glory. Out of 
home life and home love come the virtues 
which make the loyal citizen, the steadfast 
patriot and maznanimous statesman. It was 
in the homes of Lowell, in which our beloved 
governor spens his youth and hig manhood, 
that he acquired the virtues and cultivated 
the powers which fitted him for the great serv- 
ice which he has rendered tO the common- 
wealth and the nation. He gave himself freely 
to the public service which he loved. Those 
who were ne st to him and they who loved 
him best rejoiced in that service, were proud 
of his achievements and grateful for all the 
honors bestowed upon him by his admiring 
fellow citizens 

But today the home interposes its claim. 
We know that if the people and the represen- 
tatives of the people in this commonwealth 
could have their way these simple services 
would be magnifiei a hundred times. But 
now, in this solemn hour, those whom he 
loved, cherished and protected would fain be 
alone with the solemn and tender thoughts 
which fill their minds. They believe, also, that 
the people will understand that it was out of 
his very love for them and the simplicity of 
his character that their late gcevernor wished 
to be buried as one of the people, without the 
pageantry which might mark the passing of a 
conqueror or the death of a king. They will 
understand why he is buried with the simple 
rites customary in the church to which he be- 
longed. 

This simplicity of character and his un- 
feigned love of the people were among the 
secrets of his power. He understood as few 
public men do the meaning of the “three rey- | 
erences,” of which Goethe speaks. He rev- | 
erenced those who were above him, and 
sought to learn the secret of their greatness. 
He saw and reverenced all that was good and 
greatin those who were his companions and 
competitors. But that which, to some extent, | 
set him apart from others as he rose, were his | 
abidiag love and reverence for the great | 
qualities which make the life of the common 
people, above which he was rising, steadfast, 
faithful and trustworthy. He shared Abraham 
Lincoln's simple faith in the virtue and honor 
of the common people. 

In a time when it is freely asserted that good 
men are crowded out of office, and thatin po- | 
litical life men succeed by the suppression of 
their good qualities and their pandering to the | 
baser passions of the multitude, it is only jus- 
tice to our late governor and the common- 
wealth that honored him tosay that he sought 
no office and held none which was gained by 
subserviency.

“What now is right Often his public acts 
excited criticism, and men foretold the loss of 
popularity; and yetin every such case his ac- 
tion was approved by the people, and he grew 
in favor even with those whose purposes he de- 
feated. So strong was the belief of the people 
that his rule of action was the rule of simple 
integrity that love for him grew, and with in- 
creasing apordach to unanimity the people of 
this commonwealth agreed to pay him honor. 
Within the itmits of the constitution there 
was no pubue station that he might not have 
won. The nation expected from him more 
and greater things than he had yet achieved. 

No estimate of Governor Greenhalge’s char- 
acter nor any interpretation of his acts would 
be complete without some account of his re- 
ligious sentiments, which he loved and honored 
nis church forthe freedom ol its thought, the 
absence of conventionalit -, and the great at- 
tention it pays to the humanities, whether in 
culture or in practical tife. 

His motto was: “Huve no more religion than 
is necessary, but use every bit you have.” 
In the maze of modern thought he insisted 
that the clew might always be found by the 
resolute soul intent ufon doing its duty. He 
was versed in the philosophic literature of the 
day. He knew the effect of modern discovery 
upon religious belief, but ne cared for no 
certainty of belief which did not in some way 
assist him in the performance of his duty. 
That is to say, for the common daily needs of 
life he asked just so much religious conviction 
as would furnish strength, comfort and in- 
struction. 

The evident effect of this practical applica- 
tion of religion in his life was to be seen in the 
Way in which he regarded and treated the 
churehes of every fi While he would not 
admit thatany chureh had absolute and ex- 
clusive claims to authority, he insisted, also, 
onevery proper occasion, that every church 
was better than it was believed to be by its 
He was willing to take the ad- 


nize with them in all possible ways for the 
common good. 

Here our simple tribute mustend. Other 
voices will take up the strain and the praises 
of our late chief magistrate will be heard 
throughout the land. With dignified ceremo- 
nial the commonwealth will choose its time to 
pay its tribute to its loyal son and devoted serv- 
ant. But inno place will there be tributes 
of loving sorrow and admiration more fervent 
and more sincere than those which are now 
paid to our friend by his neighbors and fellow 
citizens in Lowell. 

Knowing him, they loved him; considering 
his walk and conversation day by day, they 
trusted him. Taking note of his success, they 
rejoiced in his propriety. Seeing how each 
duty done prepared him for nobler achieve- 
ments, they watched his career with glowing 
hope, and took pride in his illustrious example. 

Popular fame and national repute, however 
attained, will quickly pass if they be not 
founded upon the integrity of him who is thus 
honored. But fame which rests upon the good 
opinion of those who know the secrets of the 
inner life, that will endure. Such fame we 
invoke for him whose high character and good 
deeds we, this day, ec iebrate. 

At the conclusion“of the church services, 
the modest funeral cortege took its solemn 
way to the Lowell cemetery, and in the 
family plot at the junction of Oak avenue 
and Hawthorne path the body was in- 
terred, while bells of churches tolled and 
minute gun were flred.

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PACKED IN A BARREL. 


Murdered Bodies of a Man and a Babe 
Found at Chicago, 


Will Undoubtedly Prove to Be 
a Double Murder. 


Unknown Woman Hinted at Tragedy Before the 
Discovery. 


CHICAGO, March 9.—Carefully concealed 
in a barrel, and covered with amass of 
old rags and ‘cotton, the dead bodies of a 
gray-haired man and a new born babe 
were found in an alley in Hyde Park yes- 
terday. Onthe discovery of the identity 
of a woman, as yet unknown to the police, 
depends the possible solution of the mys- 
tery. 

Early yesterday forenoon the Hyde Park 
morgue was rung up on the telephone, 
and a woman, who declined to give either 
her name or address, asked if the body of 
& man had been found in Hyde Park. 
The attendant replied in the negative and 
then questioned the woman, but his best 
efforts failed to get any information of a 
decided character, although she told the 
clerks she was looking for a man who 
was missing. She was finally prevailed 
upon to give his description, which she 
didin minute detail. She astonished the 
morgue attendant by saying, in coneln- 
sion, he would certainly learn more about 
the case later on. 

The Discovery. 

Four hours later J. A. Nurse, residing 
on Prairie avenue, while emptying a pan 
of ashes in the alley at the rear of his 
home, discovered a barrel which aroused 
his curiosity. Breaking open the head of 
the receptacle, he was horrified upon see- 
ing the hacked body of an old man inside. 
It was entirely nude and was frightfully 
mutilated. Covering the corpse was a 
thick layer of cotton. 

The police were at once notifled and the 
barrel was removed to the morgue. The 
head and trunk gave every evidence of 
foul play, the skull showing several deep 
wounds. On the left forearm were tat- 
tooed five spots close together. There was 
nothing else to give any clew to the man’s 
identity. After the severed pieces of the 
body had been lifted from the barrel, the 
body of a baby boy not over 10 days old 
was found. It was nude save for a thin 
flannel shirt, and there were two marks on 
the side of the head apparently made with 
a blunt instrument. ‘The body of the 
elder male was that of a man between 65 
and 70 years of age. 

This Week In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The house will 
continue work on the appropriation bills 
and dispose of one and possibly two of the 
pending election cases. The postoffice 
appropriation bill it is thought will be 
passed today. The naval appropriation 
bill is the next supply bill in order. 
During the week two contested election 
cases will be acted upon. The Cuban 
question comes up today in the senate 
on the proposition to accept the report 
of the conference committee agreeing to 
the house resolutions. There is little 
doubt that the house resolutions will be 
agreed to. The Dapont Delaware election 
case also will continue to receive attention 
during the weck. The bill to prevent the 
extermination of the Alaskan seals has 
been made the special ord@y for Thursday, 
but whether it will be taken up at. that 
time will probably depend upon whether 
an amicable agreement can be made con- 
cerning the Dupont case. Senator Butler 
has given notice of a speech on Wednes- 
day on his billto prevent the further is- 
suance of government bonds. If the com- 
mittee on publiclands gets in its report 
onthe Arizona land bill, recommending 
its passage over the president’s veto, it 
may be taken up and may arouse con- 
siderable discussion. 


A Youthful Murderer. 

HoLiiIpaAyspunrG, Pa., March 9.—Minnie 
Swanger, the 12-year-old Altoona girl who 
placed a dose of Rough on Rats in a coffee 
pot, thus causing the death of her uncle, 
William McGregor, and the serious sick- 
ness of her grandmother and two other 
members of the family, was brought here 
for a habeas corpus hearing. Her at- 
torney invoked the legal presumption that 
a child under 14 years of age is not crim- 
inally responsible for its acts. Judge Bell 
ruled that the commonwealth had made 
out a prima facie case, and ordered that 
the girl be tried for the crime of murder in 
the first degree. 

Battle With Outlaws. 

Joutet, Ills. March 9.—A daring at- 
tempt to hold up & west-bound Rock 
Isiand express train was made about 1 
o'clock yesterday at a coal chute two 
miles below this city. The train stopped 
there to get coal, and three men boarded a 
car and ordered the passengers to hold up 
their hands. They succeeded in going 
throuzh one car and entered a second. 
Here they meta lively reception, and sev- 
eral shots were exchanged between the 
passengers and the burglars, and they 
jumped from the train and escaped. 


Nervy Train Robbers. 

CLoup CuikF, O. T., March 9.—A fight 
occurred between Outlaws James Harbolt 
and George Miller and officers on Oak 
creek. Harbolt and Miller are the bandits 
who killed W. W. Glover, near Arapahoe, 
on Feb. 14. Miller was killed and Har- 
bolt had each arm broken and surrendered 
to the officers without further resistance. 
Harbolt is also wanted at Canaan, Tex., 
for the murder of Sheriff McGee. 


The Bryant Murder Case. 


CINCINNATI, March 9.—Judge Buch- 
walter overruled all objections to the de- 
livery of Jackson and Walling to the 
Kentucky authorities and remanded them 
to the custody of Sheriff Plummer, but 
stayed proceedings under the order until 
next Saturday in order to allow time for 
a hearing on a writ of habeas corpus if 
desired by the prisoners, 


Mrs. Davidson Out. 

San FRANcisco, March 9.—Mrs. Mary 
A. Davidson, now awaiting trial in the 
superior court, charged with extorting 
€500 from Rev. C. O. Brown, has been re- 
leased on bail of $3000. “Mrs. Davidson 
says she will be one of the witnesses in 
rebuttal against Dr. Brown, and will prof- 
fer her testimony to the Congregational 
council.

THE CUBAN AMAZONS 


Show a Remarkable Degree of En- 
durance and Fighting Skill. 


Further Proclamations Put 
Forth by Weyler. 


Certain Classes of Insurgents Given an Oppor- 
tunity to Cry Quits. 


HABANA, March 9.—Qhe Cuban Ama- 
sons, recently, have beell playing quite a 
prominent partin the fights between the 
insurgents and the Spanish troops. These 
woman, many of whom have their hus- 
bands in the ranks of the army of Cuba, 
have exhibited upon frequent occasions 
courage, endurance and fighting skill toa 
greater extent than very many of the men. 

The Amazons of Cuba are not, as a rule, 
remarkable for personal beauty or clean- 
liness. Anythingin the shape of a dress 
contents them, and they can dispense 
with shoes and hosiery. As a rule, they 
are colored and not young, strong of limb 
and quick of tongue, smart at repartee, 
and able to use a machete, rifle, revolver 
or knife with the best of the men. 

They are to be foundin nearly all the 
insurgent camps and are increasing in 
number. When not otherwise engaged, 
they tend the sick and wounded, mend 
aud wash clothes or cook the meals, when 
fires are permitted and food is procurable. 
When regular supplies are inadequate to 
the demand, which is not infrequent, the 
Amazons chew sugarcane, are thankful 
at getting it and ride or tramp pluckily 
along with the regular Cuban troops. 
When there is fighting todo they go into 
the thick of it with energy and dash. 

There is, or was, one woman at least 
among them who may deserve more than 
passing notice. She came to the front in 
& recent engagement between the Spanish 
troops and a number of insurgents at 
Olayita. The fighting began with the 
usual wild firing at long range, but grad- 
ually the combatants, few in number on 
either side, by force of circumstances got 
nearer to each other, and then when they 
began tosee the whites of each other’s 
eyes, the insurgents went to cover and the 
soldiers pushed onward in pursuit. 

But all the insurgents did not melt 
away. One of them, a tall, fine-looking 
woman, bright of eye, well built and look- 
ing a heroine from the top of her bare 
head to the soles of her naked feet, stood 
her ground bravely, calling, first taunt- 
ingly and then in grand despair, upon her 
fleeing companions to fight like men. 
They paid no heed to her, and the Span- 
iards crept closer and closer—from bush 
and bush they pressed forward. 

Then this woman determined to show 
men how Cuban Amazons can die. With 
her back against a tree, she steadily loaded 
and fired her carbine, taking the cartridges 
from the bosom of her cotton dress, al- 
most the only garment she wore. So long 
as that gun worked she pwmped lead at 
the Spaniards, keeping them well at bay. 
But the old carbine finally got out of 
order, and she threw it away with angry 
contempt, drew a revolver and shouted 
“Long live free Cuba!” 

The Spaniards, seeing the gun thrown 
to the ground, made a simultaneous dash 
forward, firing repeatedly as they did so. 
The Cuban woman calmly awaited the 
approach of the enemies of her country, 
and whenthey were well within range of 
her pistol, the Amazon gave another cheer 
for Cuba, and again opened fire until she 
fell, pierced by four mauser bullets. 

Then there was ancther rush forward of 
the Spaniards, and the dying woman, half 
rising with difficulty on her elbow, fired

Spain, killed him instantly and sank te 
rise no more, witha faint cheer for free 
Cuba on her lips. This is only one of a 
number of instances of how the Cuban 
Amazons can fight and die. 

A Warning. 


Captain General Weyler has issued the 
following circulars: 

“I have promulgated an order that the 
teachers of divinity of the provinces of 
Matanzas, Santa Clara, Puerto Principe 
and Santiago de Cuba, who confessedly 
have taken part in the movements of the 
rebels, shall be pardoned on making their 
submission, surrendering their arms and 
placing themselves under the surveillance 
of the lawful authority, provided they 
have not committed other crimes since the 
issuance of my last proclamation. It wili 
be a commendable circumstance that these 
submissions may be made by bodies of 
those affected. 

“The teachers of divinity, who, without 
arms, shall come in under the same cir- 
cumstances, will be immediately trans- 
ferred to the encampments, forts, towns 
and in general where they may be under 
the immediate vigilance of the troops, and 
all the teachers shall be under the control 
of the commandants in whatever jurisdic- 
tion they may be assigned. A record of 
those so attached to each column, encamp- 
ment or fort will be kept, and their su- 
periors will make a report every 15 days 
concerning the conduct of the teachers 
and will determine the time at which 
they will be permitted to reside in what- 
ever place it may be deemed advisable to 
conduct them, placing them under the 
supervision of tha local authorities or 
making any other disposition of them 
which may be considered proper. 

“In the meantime, they will become 
permanently attached to the military 
forces and will give attention to the dying 
and will be entitled to such rations as 
troops in the field or traveling. 

“These declarations will not go effect in 
the provinces of Pinardel Rio and Ha- 
bana until these provinces have extended 
to them the prevailing law in the case of 
those who deliver themselves up to the 
authorities.” 

The following proclamation has also 
been issued: 

“I make 'nown to our harassed troops 
and tothose who attempt to demoralize 
them as they pursue eastward rebel par-

“4 —'Those who are in possession of arms 
must be placed in a state of complete de- 
fense and enabled to avoid a surprise. 

“5.—The military governors of Habana 
and Pinar del Rio will present reports to 
the captain general for the guidance of 
the commander-in-chief of the third army 
corps, and will send to the governor gen- 
eral proposals for the nominations of 
mayors or magistrates in the places where 
guardia civil exists, or, if they deem it ex- 
pedient to recall those officials, retired 
persons or authorized persons who possess 
the necessary qualifications, 

“6.—The authorities of the villages who 
| will show themselves friendly within a 
| term of 10 days, and those in the vicinity 
| of the same, and all those within its limits 
| that are engaged in the insurrection, are 
warned to surrender themselves within 
the space of 15 days from the publication 
of this proclamation, otherwise they will 
be subject to arrest. 

“7.—If in the case of insurgent parties 
| who have robbed, sacked or burned and 
committed other outrages during the re- 
| bellion will give information as to the 

participation that such persons may have 
in them, not only those who may have 
| been in the rebel ranks, but also those 
who have succored them or who have not 
remained in their homes, they will be 
fittingly punished; and, moreover, if any 
town or other place where robberies have 
been effected is known to them, they will 
be required to make identification, that 
proper responsibility may be fixed. 

“3.—Rebels who may not be responsible 
| for any other crime, who, within the term 

of 16 days, present themselves to the 
nearest military authorities in both prov- 
inces, and who will assist in the appre- 
| hension of anyone guilty of the foregoing 


| offenses, will not be molested, but will be 
| placed at my disposal. Those who have

While one car, 
heavily laden, was waiting for another to 
pass, the switch became turned in some 
manner, throwing both together. Both 
cars were badly smashed, and 86 passen- 
gers received injuries more or less serious.

At Her Bridgeport Home, 

Great was the surprise of her Bridge- 
port acquaintances when it was an- 
nounced that on Aug. 8, 1895, a quiet wed- 
ding had taken place in New York at the 
Greek church. Previously there was a 
civil ceremony performed by an alderman 
in the office of Attorney George P. Inger- 
soll. 

The day before an ante-nuptial agree- 
ment had been executed by Judge Inger- 
soll of New Haven, by which Mrs. Bar- 
num reserved her legal rights to her own 
estate.

AN HISTORIC STREET 


An Interesting and Valuable 
Paper by Edward 4. Dewson, 


Hancock Street for Period Covering 
257 Years, 


Each Estate to be Taken up Separ- 
ately and History Given. 


(Continued from March 6.) 

Next isthe cottage house built by 
Charles Hall in the twenties, later 
owned and occupied by the late G. F. 
Wilson, who built the store beyond, 
for groceries and meat. 

About the year 1840, Charles P. 
Tirrell bought a building used for a 
tavern then standing on the Packard 
lot on the opposite side ef the road. 
It was a cottage house. He moved it 
over and made considerable additions 
to it in the rear. It is being torn down 
at the date of this writing, to be re- 
placed by a large building tor bowling 
alleys. Mr. Tirrell’s wheelwright shop 
stood next toward the south, where is 
now a handsome wooden building, 
occupied in part by his grandson, who 
is engaged in the same business. 

Next, was a drive way to a stable in 
the rear, then a low two-story build- 
ing, the first floor of which was used 
by Edward Hall, fora hat manufactory, 
and the second floor by Charles Hall, 
who manufactured boots. This has 
long since been removed. Next there 
was as late as 1860 an old building, 
built in the forties by John Maulford, 
fora bark house. Later Wm. Panton’s 
currying shop stood here, still later it 
was converted into a store. Mulford 
also built the tan yard by the brook, 
now abandoned, the dwelling- 
house beyond, for many years occupied 
by Wm. Panton. 

Close to the Mulford or Panton 
house, on the North, there still stands 
an old building. The curb roof indi- 
cates that it was built many years ago. 
In the thirties it was used by Jonathan 
and Elisha Marsh, for coloring yarns 
for their factory. The Marsh’s were 
partners in the manufacture of coach 
lace, in a one story building, that 
stood in the forties on the corner of 
Marsh and School street. 

The next house was fo:merly John 
A. Newcomb’s. Mr. Marsh says it 
was built by Micajah Adams, but the 
date of its erection is unknown. One 
Micajah Adams died in 1769 aged 
seventy-seven years. Another of the 
same name was a member of the 
Quincy Light Infantry in 1790. It was 
originally of the first type, previously 
mentioned. It has been remodeted; 
and the old house can no longer be 
recognized. The builder of the house 
was great grandfather of Mrs. W. A. 
Hodges. Mr. Newcomb’s shoe shop 
stood close to the sidewalk a little 
toward the south. It has been re- 
moved to near the head of Granite 
street, where it still stands, a diminu- 
tive model of the first type of colonial 
houses. It is occupied by Nathan- 
iel Nightingale and a fruit dealer. 

The house of Abner Willett is next. 
It is old, but the date of its erection is 
unknown. 

The house of the late Thomas M. 
Marsh stands next. This was built at 
an early date. 

Beyond this toward the south, there 
was asmall red building, long ago re- 
moved. It was used by Willett and 
Marsh for wool pulling. 

The baker shop, occupied by Wim. A. 
Hodges, and the store just beyond, 
were early in the fifties kept by John 
and Henry H. Faxon. 

Heirs of Thomas H. Plumer own 
the two buildings and dwelling-house 
now siandingtoward the south of the 
above named. Next are the house and 
tin shop of the late Ensign 8. Fellows. 

All these buildings south of the 
Marsh house are of comparatively 
recent date. 

On the site of the Plumer buildings 
Pattee states that “1658, John Mills 
received authority to establish a house 
of entertainment in Braintree.” 

This was the second public house 
in the town. In later times it was 
known as the “Ben Faxon house.” 
Col. Packard describes it as a long two 
story building. It was burned in 1843. 

As late as 1860 the estate south of 
Fellows’ shop made one lot on the 
corner of School street. 

Mr. Marsh contributes the following 
in regard to it. ‘As early as the 
middle of the last century, there stood 
near the spot now occupied by the 
residence of Mr. Pattee, on School 
street, a peculiar house known as the 
Apthorp place. It stood a little back 
from the street fronting the south, and 
from the two ends curved one story 
wings extended to the street with a door 
in each, directly from the sidewalk.

This enclosed a front garden protected 
from all the cold winds.

Edwards,) to what was lately the 
Fellows place. I think the house was 
built by Mr. Apthorp and was standing 
until about 1860. 

The family were always of the 
church of England and in revolu- 
tionary times, were suspected of being 
faithfulto the crown. There has been 
but one member of the family there in 
my time, an old maiden lady, known as 
Aunt Betsy, who came out on Sundays 
to attend the Episcopal church. <An- 
other William Apthorp though not 
then a resident of Quincy, gave to the 
Episcopal Society the lot on which 
their present church stands.” 

Quincy avenue is the continuation of 
Hancock street, south from Elm and 
School streets. It was built by the 
Braintree and Weymouth Turnpike Co. 
incorporated in 1803. The road was 
made free in 1857 or 58. 

Elm street was in early times called 
“the road to Capt. Richard Brackett’s 
landing” on Town river. 

From the corner of this street we 
will begin our journey northward,

We might govern 
her by a captain general, as Spain does, 
and would probably give her a better gov- 
ernment than she has now. We would 
sell her some goods also. But there is no 
warrant in diplomacy for our course, but 
if we mean war—which would ruin Spain 
and bring the United States to a silver 
basis—we would be wise to make prepara- 
tions for it.”

District of Columbia consumed the ma 
jor portion of the day in the house 
Among the bills passed was one to de 
crease the cost of gas from $1.50 to $1 
thousand. ‘This was the outcome of a 
long fight against the gas company. The 
consideration of the postoftice appropria 
tion bill was continued, but no important 
amendments were adopted. 


Defense, Not Defiance. 

LonpoN, March 10.—The daily papers 
all comment upon the overwhelming ma- 
jority—216 votes—by which the house of 
commons, last evening, adopted the vote 
for additional men for the navy, thus rati- 
fying the government’s naval program. 
The Daily News (Lib.) thinks that Mr. 
Goschen’s statement to the efteot that the 
naval program had been agreed upon last 
November, and was not a menace to the 
United States, thus showing that the es 
timates were framed for defense and not 
for defiance, largely influenced the house. 
The Times, commenting upon Mr. Gos 
chen’s statement, is inclined to think that 
recentevents ought to have modifled the 
estimates. Nobody has a right to com- 
plain, says The Times, if the nation takes 
measures for her own security when mani 
fest dangers spring up around her. 


His Temper Ruffled. 

CLEVELAND, March 10.—M. A. Hanna, 
McKinley’s manager, is much ruffled in 
temper over the charges that he had so 
licited money for campaign purposes from 
Pennsylvania manufacturers. ‘Such rep 
resentations were never made by me,’ 
said Mr. Hanna. “I believe that the 
masses will discern that they are a tissue 
of lies, manufactured for political pur- 


poses.”’

LIVELY PROCEEDINGS, 


Cuban Debate Gets a Fresh Warming 
Up In the Senate, 


Lodge and Teller Pay Respects 
to De Lome. 


Hoar, Sherman and Moraan Contribute to 
Day’s Excitement. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The prevailing 
feeling yesterday that the Cuban debate 
would give place to something else was 
destined to prove incorrect. Everything 
is proceeding under unanimous consent, 
and hardly had the senate been in session 
10 minutes before the introductions of 
bills and resolutions gave way to remarks 
by Senator Lodge on Minister Dupuy de 
Lome'’s interviéw. 

Mr. Lodge rose to a question of personal 
privilege, in relation to the statement of 
the Spanish minister through the news- 
paper press. ‘That statement accused him 
(Mr. Lodge) of having read to the senate a 
report which had been imposed upon him, 
and which he said was a malicious and 
fraudulent misrepresentation. 

He held tn his hand a copy of El Liberal 
of Madrid, in which the interview with 
General Weyler was published; and he 
would have the article printed in The 
Record in Spanish, so that it might be 
seen that the translation which he had 
made of it was correct. The Spanish word 
“limplar’ meant to clean, to clean out, 
and he had given it the translation of “ex- 
terminate.” 

That was what the Spanish minister 
complained of. He (Mr. Lodge) could 
understand the sensitiveness of the Span- 
ish people—a people who had in 800 years 
dissipated a great empire. But he did not 
think there was any excuse for the diplo- 
matic representative of Spain taking the 
course which he had taken. That min- 
ister had been referred to in the debate 
Monday as a historian; but his state- 
ments were ex-parte, 

Mr. Teller added his opinion that a rep- 
etition of the minister’s action should be 
followed by his dismissal, Senators Gray 
and Hale maintained that senatorial priv- 
ilege and prerogative should not be 
strained to close the mouth of the Spanish 
minister. Mr. Lodge did not press for 
any definite action, 

The incident was hardly closed when 
the subject came up in another form. 
Mr. Hoar had asked that his resolution 
postponing the entire Cuban question un- 
til April 6 go over until today. This 
aroused Mr. Sherman to an energetic and 
feeling protest. He declared that Mr. 
Hoar’s resolution was a reflection on the 
committee on foreign relations and was 
cn effort to shelve the Cuban resolutions 
after weeks of discussion and 


Overwhelming Votes In Both Houses, 

Mr. Hoar tinally waved Mr. Sherman 
aside with emphasis, to the great amuse- 
ment of senators and the orowded galler- 
fes. Mr. Hour insisted on making his ex- 
planation, without interruption, to the 
suggestion of the Ohio senator that an at- 
tack had been made on the committee on 
foreign relations. A very grave question 
was before the senate. It was a question 
so grave thatg@the senator (Morgan) who 
reported the Cuban resolutions said he 
would lay his sword before the senate and 
Spain was at liberty to take it up. 

Mr. Hoar said he would, of course, yield 
for a correction. 

Mr. Morgan pointed out that his state- 
ment as to laying down his sword was the 
conclusion of a previous statement that if 
it became necessary, if war came, then he 
would place his sword on the table of the 
committee, and if Spain wished to take it 
up she could do so, 

Senator Hoar continued: ‘We have no 
findings of fact brought before the senate 
in any authentic way. We have a mes- 
sage of the president to the house of rep- 
resentatives containing the diplomatic cor- 
respondence and consular reports, but 
nothing else. Now the senator from Ohio 
for the first trme brings before the senate 
what he says was before the committee.” 

Here Mr. Sherman interrupted to say 
that he had read pages and pages to the 
senate, and that Mr. Hoar had been absent 
for a week or two and did not know what 
had been going on. Mr. Hoar was unable 
to show that the document in question 
had never been printed for the senate and 
that his original contention was correct, 

Senator Morgan inquired whether the 
senate must wait till it was sure it had all 
the facts before it could act. 

Mr. Hoar answered with a counter ques- 
tion: “Would you have-the senate take 
action without knowledge of facts?’ Mr. 
Hoar went on to explain that he objected 
to the mixing up of things between the 
executive and the senate. Someone in- 
quired how that tallied with Hoar’s posi- 
tion in favor of aid to Armenia, 

Mr. Hoar answered that the two matters 
were not at all parallel. 

Mr. Chandler then read the full text of 
Mr. Hosar’s message to the president 
pledging his support to the most vigorous 
measures the administration might take 
in the Armenian matter, 

Mr. Hoar said that this was in the inter- 
est of humangity and patriotism, and he 
would willingly vote -tomorrow for any 
measure for the protection of the lives of 
American citizens in Cuba, but that is a 
different thing from recognizing the bel- 
ligerency of an insurgent party on the 
island. 

Mr. Sherman finally withdrew his ob- 
jection and Mr. Hoar’s resolution went 
over until today, but not before Mr. Hoar 
had made a brief but telling speech 
against what he termed the meddling pol- 
icy of congress in foreign questions. 

‘The latter part of the day was given to 
acontinuance of Mr. Turpie’s speech in 
opposition to the claim of Mr. Dupont.

‘Opposition Developed at the 


‘State House Hearing, 


Counsel for County Commissioners 
_ Presents Exhaustive Statement. 


(Claimed Estimates Were Too Small— 
Many 1895 Bills Paid This Year, 


| 


The Committee on Counties of the 
Legislature had some difficulty Tuesday in 
| Securing a quorum at the hearing at the 
| State House on the estimates for Norfolk 
;County. Then the attendance of in- 
| terested citizens of the county was so 
| large that objection was made to the siz2 
of the room, that an effort was made to 
|secure proper accommodations. An ad- 
journment was finally made from the room 
formerly ovcupied by tbe Governor’s 
secretary to Room 151. 

Judge Grover appeared as counsel 
;the County Commissioners. He was 
anxious at the outset to learn whether 
there were any remonstrants, when City 
Solicitor Blackmur of Quincy, Judge 
French as counsel for Braintree, and the 
Selectmen of Franklin their 
appearance. 

Judge Grover then proceeded to take up 
each item of the estimates, as already 
printed in the LepGrr, and explain the 
needs, 

The item of $7,300 for interest was less 
than the expenditure in 1895, and the 
$10,000 for debt was the amount maturing. 

To the expenditures for salaries of county 
officers should be added salaries due and 
uppaid amounting to $4{9.50, and the tota’ 
of $12,411.41 compared favorably with the 
average for five years, $12,13451. The 
estimate wes $13,000.

The estimate for judges and clerks was 
$6,000 and the average expendiiure was 
$5,722 72° Salaries amounting to $416 64 
were unpaid last year. The judges were 
purchase supplies by the 
Statutes, 

For support of prisoners and salaries and 
expenses of house of correction $16,000 was 
wanted in excess of receipts. The averace 
expenses, had been $2006.16, and average 
Fuel, 
lights ete., had been transferred to this 
account requiring $3,000 more. 

A total of $20,500 and receipts was 
wanted for criminal costs, including supe- 
rior and district courts and trial justices. 
The average receipts had been $2,727.14 
and average of expenditure above receipts 
$21,015.86. In 1895 they were $21,255 85, 
plus $3,142 46 of 1595 bills paid in 1896 
Amount required largely a guess. 

For civil expenses $11,000 was asked and 
$10,507 69 had been the average expense, 

For medical examiners, inquests, etc., 
$2,700 was asked. The expense of 1895 
was $2,559 45 plus unpaid bill of $860.20, 
and the average for five years had been 
$2,056 26. 

The item for auditors was $2,500 and 
was spent entirely by the courts. Average 
expense for five years $2,061.81. The 
total for 1595 was $2,358.66 plus $1,021.25 

From the care, fuel and light item the 
expense of $3,000 for jails, etc., had been 
taken and the estimate was $5,700 where 
the total average expense had been 
$8,897.33. . 

For highways $15,000 and receipts were 
wanted because decrees of 1805 amounting 
to $15,321.80 must be paid. $5,000 should 
have been added to this item. 

For copying, indexing, stationery, etc., 
$10,500 was asked. The average had been 
$4,908.33. 

For truant school $3,000 was asked. 
The average expenses had been $4,408:94; 
average receipts $2,560.10. Expenses 
above receipts $2,048.84. $432 was re- 
quired for plumbing and painting. 

Only $2,500 and receipts were asked for 
miscellaneous where the average expense 
had heen $3,652 57. 

Sum marized. 

Summarizing the estimates Judge Grover 
said: ‘* Leaving out the two items—high- 
ways and indexing—the estimates for 1896 
are $82,900; the average of total expenses 
for five years for the same items is $80,- 
131.10, an average difference of $2,768.90, 


| From this sum there is to be deducted 


$499.95, salaries of County officers, $416.64 
due Justices and Clerks of Police and 
District Courts, $3,142 46 criminal expenses 
in Superior Courts, $843 77 support of 
prisoners, and $860.20 paid medical 
examiners, a!l of which was incurred last 
year, but is to come out of this year’s 
appropriation, together amounting to $5,- 
767.02, leaving a deficit of $2,998.12, based 
on the average for the five preceding years. 
To this sum must be added the receipts 
which include interest on deposits, money 
received from the Clerk of Courts, and 
from District Court’s sale of old materials, 
and all sources, not inclading, however, 
fines, etc., received from the sheriff, labor 
of prisoners, receipts from the truant 
schools, as these items are deducted from 
the estimates given in accordance with 
the suggestion of the Comptroller, the 
average of which for five years has been 
$4,482 49, leaving a balance of $1,484 37. 
From this must be deducted $390 for 
travelling expenses for Commissioners, 
$500 for law library, making $800, and the 
amount the County is now liable for above 
its estimates for 1896 upon its decrees for 
highways, $321.80, making $1,121.80, 


which, taken from the balance of $1,484 37, 
leaves $362 57. 

The foregoing statement will account 
for $109,200 of the estimates, including 
highways, indexes, travel for Commis- 
sioners and law library. The total amount 
asked for is $132,500, being $23,300 more 
than above accounted for, to which is to 
be added the balance in the treasury Jan- 
uary 1, 1896, $8,255.04, and the balance of 
$362.57, together amounting to $31,917.61. 

This sum is accounted for as follows: 

On paged ofthe Comptroller’s Report, 
it will be seen that $10,000 of the County 
debts due in 1896. The interest last year 
on permanent and temporary loans was 
$7,973.67; the estimate of the Commis- 
sioners for 1896 is $7,300. 

The estimate $6,000 for repairing County 
buildings has been exhausted. The bills 
paid since the year came in, but which be- 


longed to last year’s account, are as 
follows:

The smallest balance shown on the books 
of Norfolk County on the first day of 
January since 1867, was in 1890, $8,198.81; 
the largest January 1, 1875, $78,889.22; 
the next largest January 1, 1880, $48,941.41. 

January 1, 1885, there was a balance of 
337,360 30. In 1875, with a balance $78,- 
889.22, the Commissioners’ estimate of ex- 
penses was $67,500.00, providing for an 
expenditure of $146,389 23, a sum over 
$14,000 greater than the estimates of 1896 
In that year the Commissioners built an 
extension to the jail, costing over $62,000, 
paid entirely out of unexpeuded balance of 
previous over-estimates. 

The average balance on the first of 
January for 20 years before 1891 is over 
$28,000° The period before 1891 is taken 
because the rebuildiag of the Court House 
was begun in 1892, and from that time, 
while the building was in progress, the 
balance would be expected to be more than 
before the building was commenced. 

The average from 1891 to 1895 inclusive 
was $57,552.95, 

The estimates of the Commissioners 
upon the several items but little exceed the 
average for five years past. Some are less. 
In those five years there have been particu- 
lar years when the expenses uader all the 
items, except highways and indexes, have 
been greater than the estimate called for in 
1806. For instance, the average of crim- 
inal costs for five years past is $20,387.96. 
In 1893, those costs were $23,785.98 above 
receipts. Theestimate for 1805 is $20,500 
For the same year, 1893, the salaries for 
County officers and assistants were 
$13,389.29; the estimate is $13,000. In 
1804, the salaries of judges, etc., of Dis- 
trict and Police courts were $6,073 63; the 
estimate is $6,000. 

In 1895, the expenses for medical ex- 
aminers, etc., were $2,859,93; the estimate 
is $2,700. For 1891, the expenses for 
auditors etc., were $3,364.62; the estimate 
is $2,500. In the same year 1891, the ex- 
penses in the Supreme and Superior Courts 
were $12,187,209; the estimate is $11,000. 
In 1891, the salaries of jailers, etc., less 
expenses, were $14,426 16; the estimate is 
$15,000. In 1894, the expenses for care, 
fuel, ete., in County buildings were 
$18,272 39; the estimate is $8,700; and the 
average for five years back is $8,897 33 
There has been but one year out of the 
five, 1801, when the miscellaneous expenses 
have been less than the estimate $2,500, 
and only one year out of the five, 1894, 
when the expenses of the truant school 
have been less than the estimate, $3,000. 

If the needed repairs are made at the tru- 
ant schoo), the County will have to expend 
upon the estimate given, above $452, and 
if the average of the past five years is ex- 
pended for highways, $5,000 more will be 
wanted; and to meet these or any contin- 
gency that may arise, there is a deficit of 
$983.45; and yet the County must pay its 
bills. 

The estimates are too low; they should 
have been increased $10,000 at least. 

There has been a good deal said concern- 
ing the County Commissioners, It is a 
significant fact, hdwever, that the com- 
missioners with whom the chief fault is 
found are those of Norfolk and Middlesex, 
the two counties, outside of Suffolk, that 
are to provide the greater portion of the 
wealth and population of the proposed new 
Metropolitan County. The chairman of 
the Metropolitan Commission is said to 
have remarked at one of the hearings this 
year that the people must be educated to 
realize the importance of having the new 
county. The means of education seems to 
be flings and insinuations agaiust the com- 
missioners of those two counties, hence 


the editorial articles in a prominent paper, 


and the charges published in a paper of less 
prominence. / 

The facts, however, show a different 
state of affairs. The estimates of the ex- 
penses of both of those counties are less 
than the average reckoned by population, 
and the debt of both, per capita, is much 
less than the average. 

The average cost, pe? capita, is $1.004, 
that of Norfolk County is .982, and that of 
Middlesex .993. The average debt is 
$1.086; that of Norfolk County is .89 and 
that of Middlesex is .981, Berkshire is 
$1.809,-Bristol $1.492, Dukes $1.888, Hamp- 
den is $1.321, Hampsbire $150 and Ply- 
mouth $1.084. Oo valuation, the estimate 
of Norfolk County is the lowest in the 
State, .73 op $1,000, the average being 
$125. Compare Norfolk with, Hampden 
County, tbe nearest to it in population and 
exceeding it by about 18,000, and the re- 
sult is:

Cross Questioned, 


The hearing was very informal and many 
questioned were asked Judge Grover as he 
proceeded and in a report of reasonable 
length all could notbe told. Judge French 
did not succeed in getting any satisfactory 
answer to his question why balances of 
1895 could not be used for unpaid bills 
of 1895, It was elicited that large trans- 
fers were made from the highway ac- 
count a month or two after the appropria- 
tion passed. That appropriatious generally 
were above average expenditures, and that 
usually there was a large unexpended 
balance, except when acourt house was 
being built. That about $15,000 was ex- 
pended on court house in January although 
the estimate for this yearis but 6,000, 
That the Registrar of Deed was getting a 
salary of $3,000 and in addition a sum for 
indexing and also fees. He denied how- 
ever that the office was worth $6,000 to 
bim. 

The Commissioners closed their side 
at one o’clock, and remonstrants will be 
heard March 16.

CoLumbus, O., March 11.—At yesterday’s 
session of the Republican state conven- 
tion Serator-elect Foraker made a speech, 
tn which he warmly proclaimed his al- 
legiance to McKinley. The mention of 
McKinley’s name gave the convention a 
chance to show that enthusiasm for Mc- 
Kinley was pent up at high pressure. 

The Grand Opera House could not hold 
half of the people wanting admission to 
the convention, and the bands entertained 
the crowd in front of the building until | 
the convention was called to order at 4 
p.m.

After prayer by Kev. J. C. Watt, Chair- 
man Ickes reviewed the McKinley cam- 
paigns in Ohio and the two campaigns 
succeeding his administration, and stated 
that at the state convention at Zanesville 
fast year the party entered into a pledge 
aus sacred as the trinity. 

That pledge marked an important epoch 
in the history of Ohio Republicanism.

On the north corner of Canal street 


the few relics of the past, that are left 
for us. Probably built between 1650 
and 1660, it was sold to Benjamin 
Tompson in 1679, and by him sold to 
Benjamin Webb in 1700. The angle 
at which it stands to the present street, 
indicates that it fronted on the divi- 
sion of the road that passed by the 
east end of the meeting-house. 

Benjamin Webb built a tan yard in 
the bend of the brook just below and 
carried on the business there for 
many years. In 1816 the tannery was 
owned by Anthony Baxter. From 
1823 to 1860 it was owned by Francis 
Williams, who sold it to Joseph Adams, 
who operated it a few years. It was 
afterwards sold to J. Q. A. Wild, who 
dismantled it. 

The old hide mill hewn out of a 
block of granite, the inside polished 
by constant friction in its use, served 
for atime as a watering trough at the 
corner of Hancock and Washington 
streets, and has lately been placed at 
the corner of Squantum street.

NEW FIRE APPARATUS. 


A Description of the Combination 
Engine Which Arrived Yesterday. 


The new combination engine, which is 
to take the place of Hose 1, arrived on 
Wednesday and is now at the Central 
station, although it will probably not go 
into commission until open weather. 

The new piece of apparatus, which was 
built by Charles T. Holloway of Baltimore, 
has two thirty-five gallon chemical tanks 
and is designed to carry about 1590 feet of 
hose. The tanks are placed crossways of 
the wagon and are placed uuder the 
driver’s seat with the agitators proj:cting 
through the panel on the left side. The 
seat is so arranged that it can be raised in 
sections, and the tanks can thus be oper- 
ated by the driver without leaving his 
seat, 

Connected with the tanks is about 200 
feet of three-inch hose, which is coiled ina 
wire basket suspended over the hose wagon 
and so arranged that it can be carried in 
any direction. 

A brass rail extends about the 
the hose wagon part of the apparatus, and 
on the rear is a step for the men, two 
hand chemicals and a box in: which are 
carried supplies for the chemical! tanks. 

There is also a box under the driver's 
seat for small tools. 

Under the dasher is a large twelve inch 
gong, which gives a revolving b'ow. 

The apparatus carries a crowbar, two 
axes, two plastering hooks and a twenty 
foot extension ladder. 

The running part of the apparatus is 
painted vermillion with gold stripes and the 
body chocolate with vermillion panels. 

The lettering on these panels reads as 
follows “Q. F. D. Combination No. 1,” 
while on the chemical box in the rear are 
the words ‘* Quincy Fire Department.” 

The new piece of apparatus differs some- 
what from that at Atlantic as the load on 
the new apparatus is evenly divided while 
that at Atlantic is on the rear. 

The combination wagon is very hand- 
some and will prove a valuable addition to 
the fire department.

A SCARCITY OF FACTS 


Based Upon Hearsay, 


Another Notable Speech by 
Senator Hoar. 


His Resolution For Postponement Finally Goes 
to the Calendar. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The Cuban de- 
bate in the senate has advanced to the 
stage of one of the greatest debates of the 
American congress, and the speech yes- 
terday of Mr. Hoar, the venerable senator 
from Massachusetts, was another feature 
of the discussion. 
crowded galleries are kept at high ten- 
sion by stirring themes—as war and pa- 
triotism and liberty. 

The promise of a speech by Mr. Hoar. 
on his submitted resolutions served not 
only to fillthe galleries, but to draw to 
the floor of the senate all of the house 
leaders who have participated in the dis- 
cussion there. 

Mr. Hoar’s speech was notable in setting 
forth the conservative view of the subject 
and urging a postponement of action 
until April 6. This developed many 
sharp controversies with Mr. Sherman 
and other In the main, the 
speech was a zalm, dignified and judicial 
action. 

Mr. Hoar said there was an old judge in 
Cambridge, Mass., near the Charlestown 
navy yard, that once gave a definition of 
circumstantial evidence applicable to this 
affair. Acase was on trialin which the 
mysteries of circumstantial evidence 
played a considerable part in the discus- 
sion of the attorneys on both sides. Said 
the old judge: 

“There is nothing extraordinary about 
circumstantial evidence. When certain 
facts are known toexist, our human ex- 
perience warrants us in supposing that 
certain other facts exist also. When you 
prove one you have circumstantial evi- 
dence of the other. For instance, if you 
should see great activity in the navy yard 
over there tomorrow, that would be 
cumstantial evidence, not that a war was 
near, but thatan election was approach- 
ing.” 

In drawing the comparison, Mr. Hom 
said: “Now when we see great activity 
among the grave, reverend and serene 
members of our foreign affairs committee 
know that there is no 
trouble in our foreign relations, but that 
t presidential election is approaching.” 
On commenting on the meaninglessness 
of the concurrent resolutions, Senator 
Hoar referred to them as Pickwickian, and 
signifying nothing but the opinion of 
some estimable gentlemen in @ very ex- 
cited frame of mind. 

Senator Hoar is decidedly opposed to the 
wholesale meddling in foreign relations 
which has characterized this congress. In 
the Venezuelan affair, he believes the part

The other speech, that 
of Mr. Sherman, contained quotations 
from a work that was repudiated. 
these statements, and without any presen- 
tation of facts, congress was asked to act. 

Mr. Morgan interrupted Mr. Hoar to say 
that he was entitled to his own opinion as 
to the authority to grant belligerent 
rights, and would express them whenever 
he saw fit. Asa matter of fact, Mr. Mor- 
gan said, the committee on the judiciary,

LETTER MADE PUBLIC. 


What Rey, Dr. Hill Said to the Goy- 
ernor of New Hampshire, 


Had Been Hinted That Bribery 
Was Attempted. 


Decision Rendered In the Manchester Police 
Commission Case. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., March 18.—Rev. C. 
D. Hills, D.D., last night gave out the 
letter which he wrote to Governor Busiel 
while the charges against the Manchester 
police commissioners were pending, and 
which was referred to in the testimony as 
an attempt to bribe the governor by mak- 
ing a promise of support in his senatorial 
candidacy if he would decide against the 
commissioners. 

In introducing the letter, which is dated 
Feb. 24, Dr. Hills said: ‘The following 
is the letter whose publication has been 
demanded, and which some who cannot 
appreciate what I have tried to do for the 
good of our beloved state, godly city and 
humanity “during almost five years in 
Manchester, have hoped would blast my 
reputation and injure the cause of pro- 
hibition: 

“His excellency, Governor Charles A. 
Busiel: Dear Sir—Permit me to lay aside 
formality, and talk with you ns one per- 
sonally interested in your future. I have 
quizzed all classes, and the verdict is that 
the police commissioners of Manchester 
are not doing their duty, and that the 
only consistent thing for Governor Busiel 
to do 

Is to Remove Them, 

“The feeling is that if the governor does 
not remove them, this General Bartlett 
movement will win, but if the governor 
takes asquare stand the majority power 
throughout the state will be with him and 
a furor of enthusiasm will set in in his 
favor. If the commission, if found de- 
linquent, will promise to close saloons, if 
so directed by you, or resign, we have no 
objection to those men remaining—no, 
not if they will enforce the law. It is not 
a matter of prosecution, but of fixing re- 
sponsibility, 

“Governor Campbell of Kansas removed 
three license commissioners and substi- 
tuted three men in hearty sympathy with 
prohibition in Wichita. They removed 
their chief of police, and, with the assist- 
ance of a good attorney, closed all the 100 
saloons in the city.

The committee on insurance reported a 
bill relative to mutual flre insurance com- 
panies of other states, and providing that 
such companies in order to transact busi- 
ness in this state must have at least $50,- 
000 cash surplus, $100,000 of invested as- 
sets and $390,000 contingent assets, 

The house judiciary committee con- 
tinued its consideration of the bill for the 
suppression of vivisection, and further 
testimony was taken by the committee 
on education relative to the charges which 
have been preferred against some of the 

agents of the state board of education of 
being financially interested in the publica- 
tion of textbooks used in the public 
schools. The committee on metropolitan 
affairs gave a hearing for the proposed 
separation of the correctional and charita- 
ble institutions in the city of Boston.

Negative Said Strikes were Absurd 
and Disastrous. 


The Quincy Debating Club held a very 
interesting meeting Thursday evening, the 
| question being:—‘t Resolved, That Trade 
Unions are beneficial to the working man.” 
Mr. Bates in opening the debate gave a 
brief sketch of the history of trade union- 
ism from the first trade union formed in 
England after the black death in 1348. He 
showed how the laborers were forced to 
unite to overcome the crushing strength of 
their masters and to shorten the terrible 
length of their hours, and how by so uniting 
wages had been increased and hours short- 
lened. Itisa fact that more work can be 
done in a day of ten hours than in a twelve 
hour day. ‘Today the trade unions do not 
desire to fight but to arbitrate. They 
realize that strikes are ruinous to both 
sides. In some half doz2n states there are 
regular law appointed boards of arbitration 
and these are being largely resorted to. 
E. C, Sargent objected to this historical 
| treatment of the question. We are here 
to discuss not what the unions have done; 
not what they will do but whether what 
| they are at present doing is beneficial to the 
| working man. And how absurd many of 
the strikes are. Strikes brought about for a 
difference of a few cents or for some other 
| matter, trivial when compared with the 
| consequences. Then too there are the sym- 
pathetic strikes where the causes are even 
|more remote and the results often even 
more disastrous. Uuions too are often 
against progress. They oppose in many 
cases the introduction of new machinery, 
and they prevent the good workman from 
| getting as much pay as he might get, while 
forcing the employer to pay the poor 
workman more than he deserves. 

In continuing the debate on the aftirma- 
tive, Mr. Scammell said that unions do not 
fix an arbitrary wage but a maxJmum and 
minimum wage, so that sufficient latitude 
is given. It is constantly asserted that 

| Strikes are mainly failures but facts do not 
bear this out, for of the 24,567 strikes 
recorded in the last 9 years, 17,000 have 
been successful; 1860 partly successful, and 
5707 unsuccessful. Labor is a commodity 
but one which necessity will prevent the 
|laborer from witkholding if alone. The 
|unions make him able to withhold his 
commodity, and soin a measure conform 
| to the law of demand and supply. The 
| unions are devolping too, along insurance 
| lines, a form evidently beneficial. 

S. E. Wilson closed the debate of the 
principal disputants, saying that in Quincy, 
for example, the unions are at the bottom 

| of strikes and lockou's. Business men 
fiad it necessary to put into contracts a 
strike clause, as they cannot tell when the 
eratic unions will issu2strike orders, Many 
of the so-called workingmen’s friends are 
on large salaries and directly interested. 
You can never figure up the loss ofa strike, 
the amount of trade lost, never to return, 
and the bad influences, Better for men to 
deal direct with employers. 

Theophilus King, Secretary McAdam of 
the Granite Cutters’ Union, W. W. Parry 
and Alex Craig spoke interestingly from 
the floor, as all had had intimate expe- 
rience with trade unions.

But Mr. Cavanagh is Superintendent 


instead of Acting Superintendent, 


John T. Cavanagh, acting ,superintend- 
ent of the Water Department, has resigned 
as a member of the board of Water Com- 
missioners, and has been elected superin- 
tendent. 

Mr. Cavanagh was a member of the first 
board of Water Commissioners, being 
appointed by Mayor Fairbanks in 1892, 
having as his associates on the board, 
Herbert T. Whitman and James H. Stet- 
son. He was the practical member of the 
original board, and bis knowledge of con- 
struction was of great value when the city 
assumed the piant of the Quincy Water 
company. 

The work of this board has been success- 
ful in carrying out the many duties of the 
department, and in no department kas 
there been so many improvements made, 
When the city took the plant in 1892, there 
were about 35 miles of street mains, and 
since that time it has nearly doubled its 
pipe, as there is now 60 miles of mains. 

The number of services has also grown, 
from 1450 in 1892 to 2650, and the income 
from $28,000 to $48,000 annually. 

In 1804 Mr. Cavanagh was reappointed 
for three years by Mayor Hodges, and at 
the annaal meeting of the board in 1895 he 
was elected chairman. He succeeded 
Frank E. Hall that year as superinten- 
dent, resigning as chairman. So satis- 
factory have been his services in that 
capacity that the board has prevailed upon 
him to accept the office of superintendent 
for the year. 

Mr. Cavanagh was the only remaining 
member of the original board of com- 
missioners appointed in 1892 by Mayor

But Simple Change Necessary, 

Joseph P. Warren, in replying for Har- 
vard, said in substance: “My colleague 
pointed out that we of the negative stand 
for the maintenance of a limited yolume 
of government notes always convertible 
into gold, and he showed that we have the 
sanction of the highest authorities, and 
can pointto the daily experience of three 
of the soundest financial systems in the 
world, He then showed that the gentle- 
men of the affirmative propose an indis- 
criminate treatment for our financial ills 
that do not square with the system. 

“The facts that he quotes point unmis- 
takably to the simple change that i 
necessary to render the retention of a lim 
ited quantity of convertible government 
notes not only safe but possibly advan- 
tageous. This plan is to establish an ade- 
quate gold reserve; to separate the rev- 
enue departinent from the issue depart- 
ment, and to withhold the redeemed legal 
tender from reissue except in exchange 
for gold. This reform will restore the 
convertible legal tender permanently to 
the conditions that they enjoyed by acci- 
dent between 1879 and 1890. As soon as 
we grasp clearly the idea that convertible 
legal tenders are just like specie, we see 
that the arguments against them are de- 
prived of their effects.”’ 

In closing, he asked his opponents to 
find some flaw in the workings of the pro- 
posed system, or to show some way in 
which the convertible legal tenders differ 
from specie, except that they are more 
convenient, and closed by saying that un- 
less this is done it cannot be proved that 
all the legal tender notes should be re- 
tired. 

Public Confidence Ondermined. 

Frederick William Loetscher, Princeton, 
96, of Iowa, opened his remarks by point- 
ing out that the negative has mistaken 
the nature of the question, as it was not 
the question of the amount of money the 
treasury has, but is fundamentally one of 
the kind of money. Our present credit 
currency has been excessively inflated 
without a corresponding change in the 
credit basis.

If 
these notes were retired, the contraction 
would at most be slight and of no disas- 
trous effect. The example of Russia, 
Italy, Ausiria, Egypt and France prove 
the wisdom of such a course. Moreover, 
our currency Was virtually contracted to 
the extent of $60,000,0”) after the recent 
bond sale, and there was no monetary 
disturbance. 

The affirmative proposes a gradual re- 
tirement of $39,000,000 a year, to avoid 
sudden change. ‘This vacuum would be 
adequately filled by inflowing gold after 
the restoration of confidence, and our 
financial system would thus obtain stabil- 
ity. Moreover, the national banks would 
come to our aid and add elasticity to the 
currency 

Advantages of Leyai Tenders, 

Fletcher Dobyns, Harvard's third 
speaker, after briefly reviewing the points 
alrendy advanced by his colleagues, pro- 
ceeded to point out what he considered 
fatal objections to the substitutes for 
legal tenders, which have been proposed. 
The speaker argued that if the legal ten- 
ders are retired and the banks issue the en 
tire volume of paper money as proposed, 
the system would be inadequate, since 
the volume of notes would always vary 
with the premium on government bunds 
rather than with the demands of business. 
But if it were satisfactory it must soon 
come to an end, as the bonds will mature 
in ashort time and its retention would 
necessitate a permauent national debt, 
which in this country is impossible. 

Mr. Dobyns also argued that the legal 
tender system possesses great positive ad- 
Vantages that demand its retention, and, 
finally, that the principal objection urged 
against it is without foundation. Among 
the advantages of the system, the speaker 
cited the fact that it constitutes a great 
saving tothe people and serves to relieve 
the strain upon the world’s gold supply, 
and said that to abandon the legal tenders 
would be nothing short of financial mad- 
hess, as such a step would contract the 
basis of credit, alter existing contracts 
and prove disastrously injurious to the 
business interests of the country,

cost of fuel used by the quarries, and by 
| manufacturing establishments which may 
| be located along the line, a most important 
| faetor in aiding our industries; 
| Mesolced—That the Board of Trade of 
| the City of Quincy in meeting assembled 
| gives to the proposed enterprise its most 
unqualified approval, and hereby urges the 
| City Council to approve the location asked 
| for by the Quincy Quarry Co. speedily, in 
| order that the work of construction may be 
| entered upon with the least possible delay. 
Resolved—That the committee on trans- 


| portation be requested to appear before the 
| City Council, and use their utmost en- 

deavors to aid the proposed undertaking in 
| every possible way.

IN HANDS OF TROOPS, 


Extraordinary Precautions Taken to 
Protect Kentucky’s State House, 


Blackburn Men Intended to 
Take Possession. 


Matters Have Reached a Climax In the Sena- 
torial Squabble. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., March 16.—Governor 
Bradley made the most sensational move 
of the senatoria’ contest last night, and 
troops are in possession of the capitol at 
Frankfort. 

The order to the troops was received 
here at 10 o'clock last night. Messengers 
were at once dispatched to call the com- 
panies together, and a special train was 
made ready. It started shortly after mid- 
night. 

The announcement that the militia had 
been ordered out caused the most intense 
excitement here, and there is a general 
fear of the result. 


W. O. BRADLEY, 


The McCreary Guards, 52 strong, Cap- 
tain Noel Gaines, are in possession of the 
state house, and martial law has been pro- 
claimed. Until yesterday Governor Brad- 
ley had persistently refused to call out the 
militia, though urged to do so by citizens, 
irrespective of party. 

The Blackburn leaders, he was in- 
formed, had been prepared all day to take 
forcible possession of the state house to- 
day. Threats were made that the senate 
would arrest the governor for usurpa- 
tion of authority in giving the instruc- 
tions he gave Saturday night to the sheriff 
of Franklin county to clear the corridors 
and cloakrooms. 

Alltrains yesterday brought in re-en- 
forcements for the men bent on mischief 
today. It was only at the last moment, 
when the presence of these crowds pre- 
saged serious danger, that the governor 
yielded to repeated requests of orderly 
citizens of both parties, and called out the 
militia. 

The sergeant-at-arms, Somers, had 
sworn Jack Chinn, Jim Williams, Eph 
jllard and others as his deputies. It was 
also reported to the governor, by numer- 
ous affidavits, that armed men had been 
collecting in the capital for twoor three 
days, witha view to take charge of the 
joint assembly today. 

A company of the Lexington and the 
Louisville legion, 300 strong, arrived this 
morning. General Collier is in command. 
Guards surround the state house and per- 
mit no one but state officers, senators and 
representatives and others having a con- 
stitutional right to pass. 

Senator Brownston came into the gov- 
ernor’s office and asked why he was de- 
barred from the state house, who was the 
peace officer of the state and why the mili- 
tia had been ordered out? He then told 
the governor that he would see that affi- 
davits would be filed in the senate. This 
evidently referred to an effort to impeach 
Governor Bradley by the senate, which 
has been threatened. 

The excitement in the city is great, and 
the streets are full of people. No little ap- 
prehension is felt. Six hundred armed 
soldiers are here, and it is hoped they will 
be able to preserve peace. 

The Governor's Attitude, 


Governor Bradley, in an interview at 
midnight, said in explanation of his action 
that the presiding officers of both houses 
had called on him for protection, and that 
he had called on the mayor to give it. He 
learned afterward from the sheriff that 
the mayor's police had been insufficient 
and had done nothing to remove the dis- 
turbing element. 

On Saturday the presiding officers of the 
two honses, along with others, had made 
affidavit that armed desperadoes had in- 
timidated members of the legislature, and 
some of them had assaulted a senator and 
refused to let him leave the chamber; that 
4 portion of them, claiming to be deputies 
of the sergeant-at-arms of the joint as- 
sembly, forcibly prevented, on March 14, 
the doorkeeper of the house of representa- 
tives from doing his duty. 

They interfered with the proceedings of 
the joint assembly, and permitted out- 
siders to continue their intimidation, and 
also permitted numerous other persons, 
who were armed, to occupy the senate 
chamber and cloakrooms of the two 
houses during the joint session of the 
aforesaid, and that said authorities were 
powerless, overawed or unwilling to act. 

“Unless I interfere to protect the gen- 
eral assembly,” said Governor Bradley, 
“legislative action will be prevented and 
riot and bloodshed would follow, and the 
security of the lives of citizens of the com- 
monwealth required action on my part. 
Under these circumstances I felt that I 
could not allow such a state of things to 
continue and called out the State Guard,” 
said the governor in conclusion.

Obstreperous Miners. 

AMHERST, N. S., March 16.—Matters at 
the Joggins mines are assuming a serious 
state of affairs. Since a riot last Thurs 
day, about 150 of the strikers have been 
barricaded in a hall, where they are sup- 
plied with eatables and liquors. They 
also, it is said, have a good supply of 
brickbats, clubs and firearms, and the au- 
thorities are so far unable to execute over 
20 warrants for their arrests. It is said 
the municipal authorities will apply for 
the militia to assist in dislodging the ‘strik- 
ers. 


Worst on Record. 

MELBOURNE, March 16.—A terrible hail- 
storm occurred here, and hailstones were 
the largest on record. Windows were 
smashed and buildings unroofed and 
wrecked by the storm. Shipping also was 
damaged and sunk, and trees were up- 
rooted. One woman is reported killed.

“SPLENDID ISOLATION” 


Has Become a Matter of Deep Concern 
to British Statesmen. 


France Opposes Proposed Sou- 
dan Campaign. 


England May Stick to Driebund and Lose 
Friendship of France and Russia. 


——_— 
LonpoN, March 16.—Dispatches 
Berlin state that the proposed Soudan ex- 
pedition of the British government excites 
avast deal of attention and comment in 
political circles and in the press there. 

The German newspapers, in comment: 
ing upon the proposed Egyptian advance 
to Dongola, still show an intense hatred 
for England. The National Zvitung, for 
instance, scorns the idea that she will do 
anything to help Italy in the straits into 
which that unfortunate power has come 
in Africa, and hints that England will 
acquire Kassala as a result of the cam- 
paign. 

Most of the newspapers here regard the 
Dongolu movement as a clever move on 
England’s part to silence clamor on the 
Egyptian question and to offer an answer 
to France and all those who press her for 
the evacuation of Egypt for years to come. 

The Vossische Zeitugg thinks that no- 
body is better fitted an the task of the 
conquest of the Soudan than England. 

The Kolnische Zeitung, speaking 
through the inspiration of the foreign 
office, thinks that England had delayed 
the proposed expedition too long, and that 
she will find great difficulty now in crush- 
ing the dervishes. 

England Moved Cuatiously.

MUST BE SHUT OUT. 


Certain Classes of Immigrants En- 
danger Quality of Citizenship. 


Illiteracy the Chief Grounds 
For Exclusion. 


Would Deeply Affect Poles, Hungarians, Ital- 
ians and Asiatics 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—In the senate, 
yesterday, Mr. Lodge delivered his speech 
on the proposed amendment to the immi- 
gration law. In part, he said: By this 
bill it is proposed to make a new class of 
excluded immigrants and add to those 
which have just been pamed the totally 
ignorant. 

The bill is of the simplest kind. The 
first section excludes from the country all 
immigrants who cannot read and write 
their own or some other language. The 
second section merely provides a simple 
test for determining whether the immi- 
grant can read or write, and is added to 
the bill so as to define the duties of the 
immigrant inspectors and to assure to all 
immigrants alike perfect justice and a fair 
test of their knowledge. 

There Jean be no doubt that there isa 
very earnest desire on the part of the 
American people to restrict, further and 
much more extensively than has yet been 
“done, foreign immigration to the United 
States. ‘The question before the commit- 
tee was how this could best be done; that 
is, by what method the largest number of 
undesirable immigrants and the smallest 
possible number of desirable immigrants 
could be shut out 

Three methods of obtaining this further 
restriction have been widely discussed of 
late yeara and in various forms have been 
brought to the attention of congress. 

The first was the imposition of a capita- 
tion tax on all immigration. But al- 
though exclusion by a tax would be 
thorough, it would be undiscriminating, 
and your committee did not feel that the 
time had yet come for its application. 

The seco! scheme was to restrict im- 
migration by requiring consular certifica- 
tion of immigration, but the committea 

was satisfled that consular certification 
was impractical; that the necessary ma 
chinery could not be provided; that it 
Would lead to many serious questions with 
foreign governments, and that it could 
not be properly and justly enforced. 

The third method was to exzlude all 
immigrants who could neither read nor 
write, and this is 

The Pian Which Was Adopted 

by the committee and which is embodied 
in this bill. In their report the commit 
tee have shown by statistics, which have 
been collected and tabulated with great 
eare, the immigrants who would be affected 
wy cuis illiteracy test. 

It is not necessary for me here to d 
more than summarize the results of the 
committee’s investigation, which have 
been set forth fully in their report. Ic is 
found, in the first place, that the illiteracy 
test will bear more heavily upon the Ital 
jais, Russians, Poles, Hungarians, Greeks 
and Asiatics 

I now come tothe aspect of this ques 
tion which is graver and more serious 
than any other. The injury of unre 
stricted immigration to American wages 
and American standards of living is suffi 
ciently plain and is bad enough, but the 
danger which this immigration threatens 
to the quality of our citizenship is far 
worse. 

When we speak of a race we do not 
mean its expressions in art or in lan 
guage, or its achievements in knowledge 
We mean the moral and intellectual char- 
acters, Which in their association make 
the soul of a race, and which represent 
the product of all its past, the inheritance 
of all its ancestors and the motives of all 
its conduct 

The men of each race possess an inde- 
structible stock of ideas, traditions, senti- 
ments, modes of thought, an unconscious 
inheritance from their ancestors, upon 
which argument has no effect. What 
makes arace are their mental and their 
moral characteristics, the slow growth 
and accumulation of centuries of toil and 
conflict. 

These are the qualities which deter- 
mine their social efficiency as a people, 
which make one race rise and another fall, 
which we draw out of a dim past through 
many generations of ancestors, about 
which we cannot argue, but in which we 
blindly believe, and which guide us in our 
short-lived generation as they have guided 
the race itself across the centuries, 

Cuba Again. 

The senate had an hour of spirited Cu- 
ban debate late yesterday after the early 
part of the day had been given to set 
speeches by Mr. Lodge on immigration 
and Mr. Pugh on silver. 

The Cuban discussion was mainly im- 
portant in bringing out the full reading of 
a statement of the Spanish side of the case 
by Minister de Lome. This had been re- 
ferred to some days ago, but could not be 
made public. Yesterday, however, Mr. 
Morgan read a letter from Secretary Ul- 
ney saying the Spanish minister gave his 
permission for the public use of the state- 
ment. 

It claimed to detail the insurgents’ 
methods of guerrilla warfare, the burning 
of canefields and the disorganized charac- 
ter of the insurgent bands. Mr. Morgan 
commented severely on the minister's 
statement. The senator had several sharp 
controversies with Mr. Hale over various 
phases of the Cuban question. 

During the day Mr. Elkins offered a 
resolution directing the committee on for- 
eign affairs to report as to the status of 
the war in Cuba, before a vote was taken 
in the senate. 

In the House,

the report of Secretary Smith, this bill 
will relieve the settlers of the payment of 
about $15,000,010. 

The concessions of these lands from the 
Indians cost the goverument €18,000,000, 
Asthe supreme court yesterday decided 
that the territory known as Greer county, 
Texas, was public domain, and therefore 
part of Oklahoma territory, an amend- 
ment was added to the bill suspending 
the public land laws over this territory, 
pending legislative action. 


ROUGH EXPERIENCE. 


Crew of Disabled Schooner Worked Twelve 
Days at the Pumps. 

Boston, March 17.—The Furness line 
steamship Georgian, from London, towed 
into this port yesterday the three-masted 
schooner Van Name and King of New 
Haven, Captain Brown, which she picked 
up in acrippled condition, leaking, with 
decks swept and otherwise damaged. 

Captain Brown said last night: “We 
left Baltimore on Feb. 25, bound for New 
York, with a cargo of 1154 tons of coal, 
consigned to the Consolidated Gas com- 
pany of that city, but anchored in Hamp 
ton roads through stress of weather. We 
got under way on March 1, and had fair 
weather until reaching Fenwick’s island, 
When a north-northwest gale broke and 
continued for four days, heavy waves con 
tinually sweeping the decks until every- 
thing movable was gong and forecastle, 
galley and cabin houses flooded. 

“The vessel began to make water, and 
for 12 days the crew of eight men worked 
incessantly at the pumps. ‘The schooner 
drifted to the vicinity of Sable island, 
Where, last Saturday, she was picked up 
by the Georgian. In attempting to launch 
the boat the Georgian’s second officer fell 
overboard, but was quickly rescued.” 


Dorchesters Are Champions. 

MELROSE, Mass., March 17.—The Massa 
chusetts Amateur Bowling league tourna 
ment came to an end last night by the 
Dorchester Centrals defeating Les Miser 
ables of Lowell on the Melrose Highland 
club alleys in the triangular champion- 
ship series. The championship was un- 
decided previous to this game, as the three 
winners of the three divisions were 
obliged to play off the champions! p 
series. Dorchester Centrals are the cham- 
pions, Melrose Highland second, and Les 
Miserables third. 


Death of “Kid” Madden. 

PORTLAND, Me., March 17.—Michael J. 
Madden, a few years ago one of the famons 
baseball pitchers of the country, died at 
his home in this city last night, aged 2s 
years. After playing with Portland in 
1885-86, he was secured by the Boston Na- 
tional League club, where he played for 
nearly five seasons, being with the Broth 
erhood in 1800 and the American Associa 
tion in 1891. Afterward he was with In- 
dianapolis, Providence, Haverhill and 
Portiand. Madden leaves a wife and two 
children. 

Looking Forward.

THE MVKINLEY FIGURES 


Not Accepted as Accurate by Every- 
body In Washington. 


Probable Anti-McKinley Set- 
tlement of Contests 


Will Throw Many Southern Votes In the Direc- 
tion of Reed or“Allison. 


WéaASHINGTON, March 17.—The New York 
World’s prediction that McKinley wiil 
have 564 of the 909 votes at St. Louis is 
taken here witha grain of salt. It is pre- 
dicted that more than J00 votes will go 
into convention contested, and that the 
organization will have to determine be- 
tween McKinley and anti-McKinley dele- 
gations 

Before this vote can be counted, it is 
highly improbable that McKinley will 
control the convention, and so a good part 
of the contested delegations will scatter to 
the various candidates. Any attempt to 
ferret out the justice of the several claim- 
antsin this contested case, itis believed, 
would be a hop less task. 

The counting in The World’s summary 
of Lilinois, as ultimately for McKinley, is 
not justified by the facts, since Reed and 
Allison will divide evenly with him the 
vote of that state when Cullom gets off 
the track. Indiana’# vote is alse placed 
in the McKinley coluian, but will never 
go to him in fall. 

Allison will have to the last the old 
Harrison strength. Louisiana has been 
practically carried for Reed. The World's 
table bases its calculations on the notion 
that when all western favorites drop out, 
McKinley will be the legatee of their for- 
tur this is unwarranted. Reed and 
Allison are respectively the second choices 
of more of these delegations than McKin- 
ley. 

That the fight at the start will be be- 
tween McKinley and the field now seems 
probable, and the first contest will be over 
the southern states, which will practically 
allsend double delegations; the outlook 
favors an anti-McKinley settlement of 
these claims, and then the fight will pro- 
ceed. 

More than any other candidate, McKin- 
ley will enter the contest with about his 
maximum strength. To Reed or Allison 
itis likely that the anti-McKinley senti- 
ment will go with arush and with unani- 
mity long before the Ohio man reaches the 
564 votes necessary to nominate, 

Between now and June the business in- 
terests of the country will get to work in 
favor of a sound-money man who can be 
trusted. Every day the prospects of Reed’s 
nomination brighten, despite the tremen- 
dous clamor which the McKinleyites are 
making. 

So far, Reed has 38 uncontested votes to 
McKinley's 63 contested, although the lat- 
ter claims a first mortgage on the 28 con- 
tested delegates already chosen, and itis 
by counting this, as stated, that General 
Grosvenor is able to issue his bulletins as- 
serting that McKinley is carrying a ma- 
jority with him. 

Straddle Won't Go. 

It is the conviction of every well-in- 
formed man here that the McKinley man- 
agers in Ohio have shown a fatuous mis- 
conception of the temper of both sides on 
the money question throughout the land. 

Sound-money men insist upon regard- 
ing the platform laid down in the state 
convention which put him in formal nom- 
ination for the presideney last week as 
more than a mere concession to the silver 
element—as a declaration in favor even of 
flat money. 

Silver men s& in it an open bid for their 
votes in the approaching convention, but 
it is not with concessions that they pro- 
pose to be trapped this time. ‘There is no 
doubt they are prepared to insist upon a 
straight-out declaration for 16 to 1 coinage 
without reservation or qualification—this 
or nothing. 

The annoyance and aggressiveness of 
Iver men have made the sound- 
money men equally determined, and they 
are quite as little Cisposed to consent toa 
compromise 

The situation is one that makes a 
straddle a new offense to both sides, and 
so McKinley's declaration of principles is 
as likely to handicap his canvass in the 
white metal states of the west and north- 
west as in the gold centers of the east. 


Carlisle Out For Presidency, 

Secretary Carlisle is a candidate for the 
presidential nomination at Chicago, anda 
public announcement to that effect will 
soon be made by one of the secretary's 
close friends 4n the senate. ‘This an- 
nouncement, however, will not be made 
until President Cleveland has formally 
stated his purpose not to permit his name 
to be used in the convention in connection 
withathird term. It is learned on excel- 
lent authority that the president has fully 
decided upon this course, and it is ex- 
pected that he will make known his de- 
termination within a short time. 

Although Secretary Olney’s name has 
been considered with favor by Democratic 
leaders, itis known that he does not de- 
the nomination. It is undoubtedly 
true that Mr. Carlisle’s candidacy will 
have the support of Mr. Clevelan? and the 
members of the cabinet. He will go be- 
fore the convention as the representative 
of “sound-inoney” views of the adminis- 
tration.

New York, March 17. — Republican

Shipping In Danger. 

LONDON, March 17.—Terrible gales oc- 
curred yesterday in the west of England 
andin Ireland. The piers at Liverpool 
were washed over and flooded. Several 
derelicts and disabled vessels have been 
towed into the Mersey. The ship canal 
was made unnavigable by the storm. 
The flying squadron had to make for 
Queenstown fora harbor in some distress, 
the vessels of the squadron having shipped 
large quantities of water.

HARVARD'S RED PAINT 


Once More Brought Into Use In an 
Attempt to Be Funny, 


“Norton’s Pride’ Daubed on 
Fogg Art Museum. 


Live Rats In a Class Room Added to a Day’s 
“Entertainment.” 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 18.—The _ col- 
lege yard at Harvard has again been the 
scene of-a midnight visitation of practical 
jokers. Students yesterday morning dis- 
covered on the rear of the Fogg Art mu- 
seum, daubed on the sandstone wall with 
red paint, the words: ‘‘Norton’s Pride.” 
The red paint has been readily soaked up 
by the soft stone, and the oil, and even the 
color, have sunk in so deep that acutting of 
the stone will be necessary. Professor 
Norton's outspoken criticism of the build- 
ing was the reason for the words ‘‘Nor- 
ton’s Pride.” 

The college authorities have no more of 
aciew in the present case than formerly, 
when the Louisburg cross was torn down, 
old Massachusetts fired with red light 
and bombs exploded in the class room and 
dormitory. ‘The present attempt at a 
joke is more purposeless than any which 
preceded, and, if the guilty ones are dis- 
covered, they will find the quality of 
mercy strained. 

Not since the time when the much- 
revered statue of John Harvard was 
daubed with crimson to cef€brate the base- 
ball victory of 1891 has the student com- 
munity been guilty of such an act as the 
present disfiguring of the museum. On 
the former occasion, too, the excess of 
spirits manifested itself in the frank, if 
not commendable, sentiment, ‘“l’o h—— 
with Yale,” which was carefully spelled 
out on the steps of Memorial hall. 

In the present instance, however, the 
sentiment strikes no such responsive chord 
in the student breast as did that previous 
inscription, and the work is done at a time 
when no great victory serves to palliate 
the act. 

The Fogg Art museum has never been a 
popular favorite since its unsightly pro- 
portions first jarred upon the artistic 
sense of Professor Norton and his class in 
free arts. The low semi-circular rear 
section has been ridiculed in the college 
periodicals, and the building was dubbed 
the 

“College Gas Factory” 
intheivy oration of last June. Iris on 
this circular wall that the inscription was 
painted. 

Professor Norton has been particu!arly 
outspoken in his criticism of the building, 
and this is the reason for the words ‘‘Nor- 
ton’s pride.’’ The students are a unit in 
condemning the act, and this gives ground 
for the belief that the perpetrators may be 
discovered. 

The theory that this is another adven 
ture of the old ‘‘Med Fac society” revived 
is strengthened by the fact that this—as 
several previous efforts—was achieved on 
Monday night, the evening when the med- 
ical faculty in early tines used to hold its 
meeting and when the original Med Ftc 
society used to hold its midnight orgies. 

Rats! 


The disfiguring of the exterior of the 
museum was accompanied by a demon 
stration in recitation in fine arts yesterday 
morning. 

A bag containing live rats was placed in 
one of the seats and was opened by one of 
the students when the recitation began. 
Another rat was discovered in the magic 
lantern used in illustrating the lectures. 

The recitation developed into a farce 
until the innocent cause of the trouble had 
been captured and quiet thus restored. 


ON BEACON HILL 


Testimony Against Whitney Gas Schems—Inter- 
esting Liquor Report. 

Boston, March 18.—The hearing on the 
Whitney gas bill was resumed before the 
committee on manufactures, and Mr. 
Kittredge, for the Brookline Gas company, 
declared the Whitney charter to be worth- 
less for business purposes, but as being 
worth a good deal as a means for levying 
blackmail, and the coal which Mr. Whit- 
ney desires to use was given a character 
distinctly bad. One expert said, among 
other things, that the coke made from the 
Dominion coal—upon which so much 
stress has been laid—is worthless. 

A large number of committee reports 
were received in the senate and house. 
Perhaps the most startling one in the lot 
was a bill from the committee on liquor 
law, requiring all liquor license fees to be 
paid into the state treasury. The bill is 
mainly directed against the city of Bos- 
ton, where the revenue for 
amounts to $1,000,000. 

The senate refused to suspend the rule 
to admit the resolve relative to the promo- 
tion of General Miles to the rank of lieu- 
tenant general. 

The house amendments to the Spring- 
fleld police bill were non-concurred in. 

Adverse reports were received from the 
committee on public health, which re- 
ported against the petition for legislation 
to regulate the sale of patent medicines, 
and to determine the amount of alcohol 
in each bottle; also to prohibit the sale of 
face bleaches and similar preparations 
containing puisonous ingredients. 

In the house no legislation necessary 
was reported on a communication from 
William E. Barrett, suggesting action by 
the legislature in the matter of labor leg- 
islation by the national congress.

Believed to Have Been Wrecked. 

PORTLAND, Me., March 18.—The four- 
masted schooner John B. Manning of 
New York, laden with 1800 tons of ice, 
left here on March 2, the same day that 
the schooner Jonathan Bourne sailed. 
The Manning has never been heard from, 
and it is feared that she went to the bot- 
tom about the same time as the other 
schooner. The Manning was commanded 
by Captain F. C. Sprague, and her crew 
consisted of nine men. 


All Dixon’s Way. 

Beston, March 18.—George Dixon of 
Boston defeated Jerry Marshall of Aus- 
tralia in seven rounds at Music Hall last 
night. Marshall hurt his legin the fifth 
round, and felt unable to continue the 
bout any longer. More than 4000 people 
were present, and hundreds were unable 
to gain admission. Marshall stood a great 
deal of punishment, but it was evident 
from the first round that Dixon was much 
the better man.

MR. FAXON’S BILL. 


Reported Favorably bv Committee of 
Legislature. 


The Committee on Liquor Laws of the 
Legislature has reported Tuesday a bill 
calling for the payment into the state 
treasury of all li,uor license fees of the 
commonwealth. Although the bill, as_re- 
ported, is buta step, they consider it a 
long stepin the right direction, and are 
hoping that it may become a law. 

One clause of the bill provides that the 
license money shall be paid into the state 
treasury, and another that the state tax 


now levied on al! cities and towns be, 


abolished, 

Mr. Faxon advocated this bill because 
he believes that if such a law is enacted 
it will benefit temperance local option 
in obtaining the votes of those who, al- 
though favoring temperance, are fre- 
quently led into voting for license by the 
consideration of the effect the license fees 
will have on the revenues of the city or 
town, as the case may be. 

He claims that if the state tax is abated 


and the license fees paid into the treasury 


matters will be very nearly equalized; for, 
although he does not hope to get Boston 
and some of the other large places on the 
no-license idea, be does think it will effect 
the situation in some of the smaller places. 
He thinks such a law would be a brace to 


some of the weak spinal columns of voters | 
who believe in no-license, but still continue 


to vote against it out of consideration for 
the license fees.

THE WISHES OF EGYPT

France and Russia Have Serious Objections 
4 to Moves Made by England. 


Lonpon, March 18. — The Marquis of 
Salisbury, in the house of lords yesterday, 
replying to a question from Lord Rose- 
bery, the Liberal leader and former pre- 
mier, said that the advance of British- 
Egyptian troops up the Nile was under- 
taken after communication had been re- 
ceived on the subject from the Egyptian 
and Italian governments. 

The Eyptian government, the premier 
added, had represented to the government 
of her majesty the dangers with which 
Egypt was threatened through the advance 
of the dervishes, and the orders given co- 
inciged with the wishes of Egypt. 

Mr. Curzon announced in the house of 
commons that Italy had expressed her 
pleasure at the proposed advance of Brit- 
ish-Egyptian troops up the Nile, 

Italy's Attitude. 

A dispatch from Rome states that Pre- 
mier Di Rudini presented the new cabi- 
net to the chamber of deputies yesterday. 
In his speech announcing their accept- 
ance of office and his own, he denied the 
truth of the rumors of the government’s 
acceptance of proposals for peace with 
Abyssinia, and announced that the gov- 
ernment would ask for a credit of 140,000,- 
000 lire for the purpose of continuing the 
campaign until Italy had obtained an 
honorable situation. 

He rejected the policy of colonial ex- 
pansion, but, he said, it would be danger- 
ous to Italian interests to renounce the 
territory of the Tigre. Still, the govern- 
ment did not wish to impose an Italian 
protectorate upon Abyssinia. The gov- 
ernment, he declared, sought order inter- 
nally, and fidelity to the triple alliance 
externally. 

The credit asked for by Premier Rudini 
was voted unanimously, and this called 
forth a prolonged scene of enthusiasm. 

Slatin Pasha Will Give Counsel, 

Sir H. H. Kitchener, the brigadier gen- 
eral in command of the Egyptian forces, 
has been definitely appointed to command 
the British-Ezyptian expedition which 
will advance on April 1 from Wady Halfa 
up the Nile toward Dongola, 

Slatin Pasha, formerly an officer of the 
Austrian and Egyptian armies, and who 
recently escaped from Omdurman, after 
having been nearly 17 years in captivity 

in the Soudan, will take part in the ex- 
pedition, 

There are few men, if any, who are _bet- 
ter caiculated to assist the British expe- 
ditionary force than Slatin Pasha. He 
went to the Soudan in 1876-77 asa _ trav- 
eler, and at the end of the latter yegr was 
appointed inspector general of the forces 
by General Gordon, an old friend of his. 

Later he was appointed governor of 
western Darfoor by the then khedive, 
Tewfik Pasha, and while occupying that 
|} post he fought 27 battles against the 
Mahdists and lost the greater part of his 
troops and almost all his ammunition. 
He was cut off from communication with 
Khartoum and E! Obeid, and was eventu- 
ally forced to surrender. 

In one battle he went out against the 
forces of the mahdi with 10,000 nen, and 
being suddenly attacked, in lesg than half 
an hour he had oply 900 left. Yes with 
these few men he managed to retreat with 
his wounded 

After the fall of Khartoum, having been 
eight months in chains and nearly starved, 
he was released by the Khalifa, on condi- 
tion that he would never leave his pres 
ence,and was lodged in a house next to 
the khahfa. But he eventually succeede 
in escaping, as already told. 

He says that the khalifa, in spite of re- 
verses during recent years, ts still very 
powerful, and that at Omdurman, whare 
the khalifa’s court and principal garrison 
are housed, there are about 400,000 persons. 
Strong garrisons are also maintained at 
other places, especially at Dongola, where 
it is possible that the dervishes may mus- 
ter over 20,000 men. 

The khalifa manufactures his own am- 
munition, and hasa quantity of machine 
guns and plenty of modern rifles, similar 
to those used by the Egyptian troops. In 
fact, thousands of them have been cap- 
tured in battle. 


FRANCE OBJECTS. 


Feeling of Indignation at the Course Adopted 
by Great Britain. 


Paris, March 18.—The French govern- 
ment up to this time das not defined its 
position toward the proposal to dispatch 
an Egyptian expedition up the Nile. There 
is reason to believe that the proposal came 
asasurprise to the French government. 
French statesmen had been entertaining 
the hope that an opening of negotiations 
was near at hand looking to the evacua- 
tion of Egypt by the British troops. 

The first intimation now comes of the 
probable course which France will take in 
view of the new conditions in Egypt. A 
sensation has been caused by the an- 
nouncement made by M. Berthelot, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, to the cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday, that he had asked the Brit- 
ish ambassador, the Marquis of Dufferin, 
for information regarding the_proposed 
advance of British-Egyptian troops up the 
Nile, and had pointed out to him the seri- 
ous consequences of such an advance. 
This warning note may be a preliminary 
to more decided steps. 


The foreign minister’s announcement 


was eagerly taken up in the lobbies of the 
chamber of deputies, and was the exclu- 
sive topic of discussion. The prevailing 
sentiment expressed was one of indigna- 
tion at the course adopted by Great Brit- 
ain, and the general feeling is that France 
must adopt a devisive tone in dealing with 
the matter. 

A semi-official statement was given out 
last evening, reflecting the opinion of 
the government on the subject, although 
M. Berthelot had decided to postpone mak- 
ing the formal statement in the chamber 
of deputies oa the attitude of the govern- 
ment toward the proposed expedition. 
“The proposed advance up the Nile,” says 
this inspired utterance, “is a great sur- 
prise to the government, and will serve to 
embitter the anti-English feeling in France 
a . time when a better entente was prom- 
sed. 

This is a reference to the London agree- 
Ment of Jan. 15, bearing on the delimita- 
tion of English and French possessions 
on the Mekong with substantial ad- 
Vantage to France, the appointment of 
commissioners for fixing the boundary be-

As one of the guaranteeing powers to 
the Egyptian bondholders, France has 
more tian the usual interest of the other 
powers in the disposal of Egyptian reve- 
nues, and she may refuse to consent to the 
cost of the Nile campaign being charged 
tothe Egyptian budget. The skepticism 
semi-ofticially expressed by the French 
government as to the alleged necessity of 
the campaign in the interest of Egypt in- 
dicates a purpose to try to restrain the dis- 
posal of Egyptian revenues. 

Apprehensions have been aroused ‘in 
France by a British campaign up the 
Nile, to “extend beyond Dongola and 
Khartoum and into Central Africa and the 
sources of the Nile, where French colonial 
expansion has been as active or more 
active than it has been in Tonking and up 
the Mekong. This French expansion 
threatens to absorb the valley of the Nile 
itself, and to push on to the borders of 
the Italian possessions in Ethopla, thas 
forming an obstruction between British 
Uganda and Ezgypt. 

Great Britain has these 
croachments with impatience, and French 
observers do not fail to note that even 
Liberal the British parlla- 
ment express the belief that Lord Sualis- 
bury is looking to reoceupying the Soudan 
and opening a way to the British posses- 
frica.

ON BEACON HILL 


Governor Greenhalge’s Salary—Curious Testi- 
mony at Hearing of Wheelmen 


Boston, March 19.—The house of repre- 
sentatives passed the senate resolve for an 
equestrian statue of Ge: Josgph 
Hooker. 


The labor committee reported a bill to 
limit the hours of labor of women and 
minors in mercantile establishments to 60 
hours a week, under penalty of from $25 
to $50 for each offense. 

A resolve was presented authorizing the 
payment of $6557.14 to the widow of Gov- 
erpor Greenhalge, being the balance of 
salary which he would have received had 
he lived. 

A monster petition has been filed ask- 
ing for legislation providing that on peti- 
tion of a majority of persons residing or 
doing business within 250 yards of a place 
where alcoholic liquor is sold, such place 
may be ordered closed. 

The bill requiring three-eighths of the 
money received from liquor license fees to 
be paid into the state treasury, was laid 
on the table, pending disposition of the 
bill requiring all such fees to be turned in 
to the state treasury. 

The senate resolutions relative to the 
Monroe doctrine were laid upon the table. 

The senate refused to repeal the Bos- 
ton registration law of last year prohibit- 
ing the use of old records to prove na- 
turalization. The committee on banks 
and banking reported reference to the 
next general court on the petition for the 
incorporation of the Bay State Savings 
bank of Attleboro. 

A bearing of interest yesterday was the 
Southern Union station question. Mayor 
Quincy of Boston submitted a new biil to 
the committee on railroads, and explained 
at length its various provisions. 

Another hearing of extensive interest 
was in regard to the compulsory carrying 
of lanterns at night by bicyclists. Some 
very curious testimony was submitted, it 
appearing to be the opinion of wheelmen 
generally that the more that is done to 
prevent accidents the greater the danger 
of accidents occurring. Said one witness: 
“If the pedestrian knows I am com- 
ing, his mind begins to act and mine be- 
gins to act, and there is confusion and a 
collision.” Another said: “The more 
warning a pedestrian is given, the more 
danger there is of a collision.” 

Among other hearings worthy of special 
mention were those relative to street rail 
way matters and the amelioration of the 
condition of the motorman, anda retire- 
ment fund for schoolteachers. 

The committee on election laws—two 
Democrats and one Republican dissenting 
—reported in the house a bill giving to 
women the right to vote on the question 
of granting liquor licenses. 

Augustine Thompson presented a peti- 
tlon which asks nothing less startling 
than the impeachment of all the justices 
of the supreme bench,

Just Now Appear to Be Ina State of 
Great Uneertainty, 


Morton and McKinley Men 
Waging Hot Contests. 


Wisconsin and South Dakota Out For McKinley 
and Sound Money. 


New York, March 19. — Double con- 
ventions were held in two congressional 
district conventions in this city for the 
first record, ‘The conventions 
were called for the purpose of selecting 
delegates to the St. Louis covvention 
Both the Twelfth and the Fifteenth con- 
gressional conventions were wild scenes of 
turbulence and disorder, and it is almost 
impossible todetermine what will ba the 
exact result. 

The consensus of opinion seems to be 
that two opposing sets of delegates will go 
to St. Louis to the national convention— 
one set in favor of McKinley and the 
other set in favor of Governor Morton. 

Over 1000 excited men fought until after 
midnight in the Fifteenth district conven- 
tion last night, the Brookfield or McKin- 
ley side following C. H. L. Collis and 
Robert J. Wright, and the Platt and Mor- 
ton side expressing a preference for Ex- 
vise Commissioner Joseph Murray and 
Daniel Friedson. Both sides claim a vic- 
tory, but the Plats crowd seemed to be 
In possession of the hall most of the time, 
The result cannot be definitely announced 
until this afternoon. 

There were similar scenes inthe Twelfth 
congressional district convention. Open 
mob rule was prevented at times only by 
the presence of the police. The McKinley 
men rallied around Cornelius N. Bliss and 
S. V. R. Cruger. Vhe regulars rallied 
around Howard Carroll and Thurlow 
Weed Barnes. All four now claim that 
they have been elected delegates to the St 
Louis convention. 

There was a split, though not so pro- 
nounced in the Thirteenth district. The 
Platt men bolted the convention. Anson 
G. MeCook and William Brookfleld were 
elected delegates by the men opposed to 
Platt. The Platt men went into another 
room of the building and elected John 
Reisenweber and Alexander ‘T, Mason. 
The delegates of both sides claim to favor 
Morton. Morton delegates were elected in 
all other districts.

Lhe result of the reception of the news 
Was that the governor's friends are feeling 
quite cheerful, and predicting McKinley's 
utter rout at the convention,

and that Morton brings up in the rear 
with 12) delegates behind him. Allison, 
his friends say, has about 13) votes, with a 
great leaning toward him on the part of 
Western states, among them Illinois and 
Minnesota. Assuming that McKinley 
will have 320 votes on the first ballot, and 
Morton and Allison have 250 votes be 
tween them, McKinley's strength would 
not be soexcessive.

Political plans of this kind frequently 
fail, but the Morton people count fer suc- 
cess on the great antagonism felt toward 
McKinley by all his rivals. When the 
canvass for delegates began several months 
ago, the tacit understanding was that 
candidates would not invade the state of 
either respective rivals. 

Mr. McKinley and his friends have ig- 
nored this arrangement. ‘They have 
broken into New York; they are indus- 
trious in Maine; they are active in Peun- 
sylvania, and they have invaded Lowa, 
The McKinley fight has been aggressive 
and, his competitors think, discourteous. 

Because of the enmity felt toward Me- 
Kinley by all the other aspirants of the 
presidential honors, the parties to the 
Morton-Allison combination are confident 
that when convention time arrives Mc- 
Kinley will not be able to get any of the 
delegates pledged to either Reed, Morton 
or Allison. 

They also think that as soon as McKin- 
ley begins to lose delegates there will be 
found some candidate, who, feeling he 
cannot be nominated, will consent to any 
arrangement which has for its purpose the 
defeat of McKinley. 

The Morton-Allison managers esti:nate 
that they will control the largest number 
of votes next to McKinley, and think that 
if a break should come they would be able 
to swing a majority of the delegates. 

Mr. Morton’s friends think that Allison 
would make a strong running mate be- 
cause of his geographical location and his 
popularity im certain quarters in the west. 
Thay call attention to the fact that Sena- 
tor Allison drew a tariff himself.

A REAL TUG OF WAR 


Will €ome After the First Ballot at 
St. Louis Convention. 


Silverites and Protectionists 
Endeavoring to Unite. 


Looked Upon as a Business Men’s Boom For 
the Ohioan. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—A dispatch 
from New York says that The Commer- 
cial Advertiser claims that a thorough 
canvass by its reporters among the repre- 
sentative Republican leaders from every 
part of the country reveals practical 
unauimity of sentiment in the belief that 
no nomination will be made on the first 
ballot in the Republican convention at St. 
Louis. 

Only the McKinley boomers disagree. 
Some of them profess to believe that it is 
allover but the shouting. However, no 
forecast by cool-headed politicians un 
swayed by the clamor of shouting parti- 
sans concedes to McKinley anywhere near 
enough votes to win on the first ballot. 

McKinley's lieutenants claim that their 
champion will make big gains as soon as 
“favorite sons’ begin to drop by the way- 
side, but this is vigorously disputed by the 
campaign managers of the rival candi 
dates, who insist that McKinley's strength 
will diminish rather than increase with 
each succeeding ballot. 

Certain it is that the McKinley hurrah 
methods have made a race of McKinley 
against the fleld, and it is the general be- 
lief that the Ohioan will have harder 
work than any other man to win over 
any of the delegates from the leaders in 
the race. 

And all the McKeKinley noise has not 
lessened the ardor of the other candidates. 
Work on their behalf is being as vigor- 
ously pushed as ever. Itis a very pretty 
fight as it stands. 

Briefly stated, the views of leaders, as 
put forth in The Commercial Advertiser, 
are as follows: 

Joseph H. Manley—McKinley will not 
be nominated at all. 

Rep. Aldrich (Iils.)—The eaieae of the 
McKinley boom are wild. 

Joseph H. Choate—McKinley 1s the 
coming man. 

Senator Carter—I don’t know who will 
be ahead on the first ballot. 

Senator Burrows—The tide seems run- 
ning strongly toward McKinley. 

Senator Allen—There will be no nomi- 
nation on the first ballot. 

Senator Perkius—The indications are 
that Allison will win the day. 

Senator Morrill—It is too soon for any 
candidate to claim the victory. 

Re,. Northway (O.)—McKinley will be 
nominated on the first ballot. 

Rep. Walker (Mass.)—I think that Reed 
will be nominated. 

Rep. Stone (Pa.)—The McKinley boom 
is the biggest at first. 

Rep. Paine (N. Y.)—Morton will make 
8 good showing and will win. 

Rep. Hopkins (llls.)—I think Morton 
will stand well, 

Rep. Broderick (Kan.)—It looks as if 
Reed will be finally nominated. 

Rep. Pugh (Ky.)—The fight is among 
Reed, Morton and McKinley. 

Rep. Gamble (S. D.)—Allison is more 
likely to get in than any one. 

Rep. Tucker (Va.)—McKinley’s strength 
is his weakness. 

Rep. Grout (Vt.)—McKinley will not 
have over 300 votes on first ballot. 

Lieut. Gov. Saxton—I expect to see 
Morton nominated. 

Senator Page (N. Y.)—A concentration 
will be made on Morton. 

Senator Lexow—New York will stick to 
Morton until he says quit. 

Ex-Senator Platt—The McKinley claims 
are too absurd to talk about. 

Chairman Hackett—After the first ballot 
Morton will gain. 

Defined by Carter. 


At Syracuse, on Feb. 16 last, the Repub- 
Yican county committee adopted a rule 
providing that no Republican should be 
allowed to enroll or vote at primaries who 
had voted the ticket of any opposition 
party since the last gubernatorial election. 
This rule would disfranchise several thou- 
sand Republicans who voted for the In- 
dependent Municipal Reform candidate 
for mayor at the last election. The editor 
of the Syracuse Post wrote Chairman 
Carter of the Republican national com- 
mittee, asking whether or not this rule did 
not conflict with the call of the national 
committee, which invited Republicans to 
join in selecting delegates to St. Louis 
without regard to previous party affilia- 
tions. In reply, Chairman Carter writes 
as follows: 

We are in receipt of your esteemed favor of 
recent date, announcing that those im charge 
of the regular party organization have 
within the last few days adopted a rule pre- 
scribing tests for enrollment at the coming 
Republican primaries called to initiate the se- 
lection of delegates to the national conven- 
tion at St. Louis; that under the tests pre- 
scribed all persons unable to clearly show 
that they supported the entire Republican 
ticket at the last election will be deprived of 
the privilege of voting at the primaries. Your 
letter conclude with the following request: 

“Will you kindly advise me as to whether or 
not, in your judgment, the rule suggested does 
not conflict with the call of the Republican na- 
tional committee." 

In reply we beg leave to say that the test in 
question or any similar test is clearly in con- 
fliction with the call for the national conven- 
tion, which reads in that behalf as follows: 

“The Republican electors in the several 
states and territories, and voters vrithout re- 
gard to past political affiliations, who believe 
in Republican principles and endorse the 
Republican policy, are cordially invited to 
anite under this call in the formation of a na- 
tional ticket.” 

This clause has been inserted in every in- 
vitation issued to the electors of the country 
by the national Republican committee from 
the organization of the party down to the 
present time. Every voter, without reference 
to past party affiliations, who now believes in 
Republica» vrincinles and engorses the Re- 


publican policy, has been cordially invitea to 
unite under the cull in the formation of ana 
tional ticket. The only legitimate test, there 
fore, which can properly be applied to any 
voter offering his vote at a Republican pri 
mary would be embodied in the question: 
“Do you believe in Republican principles and 
endorse the Republican policy?” 

It is the manifest purpose and interest of the 
party to extend, rather than contract, its 
membership. Rules in conflict with the broad, 
cordial invitation extended to all voters who 
honestly believe in Republican principles and 
endorses the Republican policy should be, in 
the party interest, discountenanced and eon- 
demne. 

Silver and Protection. 

A committee of 10 persons, said to repre- 
sent 225 manufacturers and $800,000,000 of 
investment, and having for some of their 
more important members Thomas Dolan, 
James Dobson and Hamilton Disston of 
Philadelphia, are in Washington to con- 
sult with the silver Republicans of the 
senate with reference toa program of com- 
bined action for revolutionizing: the Re- 
publican party by uniting the issues of 
free coinage and protection. 

The manufacturers ‘claim that their 
business is as serieusly affected by the 
maintenance of the gold standard in this 
country as by the lack of adequate protec- 
tion, They claim that the countries now 
most dreaded in competition with Amer- 
ican industries are those which have the 
silver standard, and that our only hope of 
successful rivalry with them lies in pur- 
chasing raw material and paying labor on 
the same basis with them. 

The movement represented by the visit- 
ing committee ts said to be spreading 
throughout the manufacturing industries 
everywhere in this country which demand 
high protection. It is understood to be 
hinged upon the MeKinley boom for the 
presidency, the McKinley managers un- 
derstanding that they are not to allow any 
of the local conventions to make decisive 
utterances on the silver question, so as to 
have all the business of the national con- 
vention well in hand when the time comes 
for effecting the final combination, if it is 
deemed prudent to make it. 

The engineers of the new movement cal- 
culate that in view of the tariff heresies 
which have opened their way into the 
Democratic party, a great many Demo- 
crats can be bought by the free silver 
idea, even at the expense of swallowing 
the protection coupled with it. An effort 
is now making to take a census of the 
probable losses of Republican support 
and the probable gain of Democratic and 
agrarian support and to cast up the bal 
ance between them. 

The first conference was held yesterday 
with the Republican silver senators, The 
conference was preliminary to others 
which probably will be held, and while it 
resulted in no joint declaration those pres 
entexpressed themselves as satisfled that 
an important step had been taken in 
bringing them nearer together. Senators 
Teller (Colo.), Dubois (Ida.), Carter an | 
Mantle (Mon.), Cannon (Utah) and Jones 
(Nev.) were present at yesterday's mec! 
ing, as were Representatives Hartman 
(Mon.), Allen (Utah) and Wilson (Ida.) 

Political Nubs, 


M. A. Hanna, leader of the McKinley 
forces, says: “The assertions made by 
Senator Chandler, in his recent interview, 
‘thatthe McKinley canvass had been one of 
boodle from the start to finish and thu 
it has levied contributions from the tu- 
dustrial interests of the east are absolutely 
and unqualifiedly false.’ ”’ 

In a letter to Chairman Castle of th: 
National Prohibition party, ex-Governor 
John P. St. John of Kansas writes that 
while he is out of the contest for the presi- 
dential nomination he will be in Pittsburg 
to make a strong fight for a broad guag 
platform. 

Returns from the Oklahoms Republican 
primaries to elect delegates to the terri- 
torial convention indicate that the conven- 
tion will send delegates to St. Louis in- 
structed for McKinley. 

At the Republican convention of the 
Sixteenth New York congressional dis- 
trict delegates ssid to be for McKinley 
were elected. They were not instructed. 

At the Republican convention of the 
Eleventh Michigan congressional district 
two delegates to St. Louis, both for Me- 
Kinley, were chosen, 


Seven For McKinley. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 20.—Republican 
district conventions were held throughout 
the state yesterday, and advices received 
last night from eight conventions show 
that seven elected McKinley delegates, 
and one, the Second, held at Vincennes, 
divided its preference between McKinley 
and Allison. _ 


Shot Wife and Sister-In-Law. 

TIFFIN, O.. March 20.—John Moss of 
New Riegel, a wealthy brick manufac- 
turer, last night shot and fatally wounded 
his divorced wife and her sister, Miss Kate 
Smith. Mrs. Moss secured a divorce from 
her husband last Tuesday, and he went to 
her house last night and demanded her to 
come back and live with him. This she 
refused to do, and thereupon Moss begun 
shooting. The women will die. Moss de- 
fies the village marshal to arrest him. 


Gideon’s Warning. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 20. — Chairman 
Gideon, in this week’s L. A. W. Bulletin, 
warns amateurs that as soon as they ac- 
sept assistance from bicycle manufac- 
turers or dealers they will be transferred 
to the professional class. This notice says 
that amateurism is the nursery of racing, 
and when the amateur so develops as to 
command the assistance of the trade, he 
belongs in professionalism, and there he 
will be transfe erred: by the board. 


Result ‘Not Known. 

HABANA, March 20.—A detachment of 
troops, near-Cardenas, have captured an 
expedition bringing arms and ammuni- 
tion to the insurgents. These were car- 
ried toa barracks protected by the gun- 
boat Caridad. Numerous bands of insur- 
gents thereupon attac ked the barracks. An 
appeal was sent to Cardenas for aid, and a 
column has been sent to the relief of the 
barracks.

ROBBED MANY HOUSES.|G3QQp PoTaToEs 


A Cultured Thief F. Falls Into the 
Hands of Boston Police. 


Refined Appearance Helped 
Him In His Work. 


Stole Over $2500 Worth of Valuables During 
the Past Two Months. 


Boston, March 20.—A large amount of 
stolen property has been turned over to 
the police by Charles 8S. Lecky, who was 
arrested Wednesday night and confessed 
to being the flat thief who has been oper- 
ating in Boston for soine time past. He 
says that he has been a thief only for the 
last two months, but he admits that in 
that time he has probably broken into 25 
flats and houses. ‘The property which was 
recovered at his rooms is valued at $2500, 
while there is much property in pawn- 
shops yet to be recovered, 

The young man isa Pole, and his real 
name is Stzelecki, but since he has been 
in Boston he has been known as Charles 
S. Lecky. Lecky was seen leaving a 
pawnshop, and his appearance tallied with 
that of the young man seen about several 
of the houses where thefts had been com- 
mitted. He was arrested and searched, 
and when several stolen articles were 
found upon him he confessed that he was 
the man wanted. 

Lecky is rather a singular character as a 
thief, for he is of refined appearance and 
gentlemanly manner. He wears glasses, 
and looks more like a student than a stc- 
cessful sneak thief. He has been in Bos- 
ton for about a year, but it was only some 
two months age that he departed 

From the Paths of Honesty. 

When he came to Boston he soon se- 
cured employment at the office of The Com- 
monwealth. His work was principally that 
of office work, but he showed such a lit- 
erary instinct that he was given oppor- 
tunities to display his talent. He was ©'!- 
lowed to write book notices, etc., and it 
Was apparent that he had a future ahead 
of him in the literary line. 

But he tired of that kind of work after 
a While, and secured employment in the 
office of the Brookline Gas Light com- 
pany as a clerk. While connected with 
The Commonwealth he had made the ac 
quaintance of Rev. Edward Everett Hale, 
and when he went to work for the gas 
company Dr. Hale willingly went security 
for the young man's honesty and integ- 
rity. 

Asa result of Dr. Hale’s endorsement, 
Lecky easily obtained the desired job, and 
while he was connested with the company 
showed himself to be an able and com- 
petent young man. Like a good many 
young men who meet with success, 

He Lost His Head, 
and it was while he was connected with 
the gaslight company that he first con- 
ceived the idea, so he says, of becoming a 
thief 

While he was connected with the com- 
pany he went to the houses of several peo- 
ple, and by satisfying the occupants that 
he was an employe of the company, was 
allowed to enter their houses and look at 
the meters, on the pretense that there was 
something the matter with them. His re- 
fined appearance was greatly in his favor, 
and his honesty was never doubted. 

While he made these visits he never 
stole anything, but instead got the lay of 
the premises, which aided him in com 
mitting the robberies later. 

He always secured entrance to the 
places either by means of false Keys or by 
prying open the doors by means of a 
chisel. Most of the property that he se 
cured he could usually take away in his 
pockets.

CHURCH IS DESERTED, 


Swedes of Waltham Have Flocked to 
the Salvation Army, 


Pastor Lindquist Tenders His 
Resignation. 


Congregation Took His Advice In a Manner 
Not Intended. 


WALTHAM, Mass., March 21.—Darkness 
reigned supreme in the pretty little Swe: 
dish Congregational church on Central 
street last evening, many of the congrega- 
tion attending the meeting of the Salva- 
tion Army, and fears are entertained by 
leading members of the church society 
that many more weeks willelapse before 
services will again be held in the edifice. 

The cause of this state of affairs is the 
abrupt withdrawal from the pastorate of 
Rev. David Lindquist on the ground that 
the majority of his congregation have in- 
terested themselves in the Salvation Army 
and refuse to longer listen to his teach- 
ings. 

His friends claim that it is owing to his 
untiring energy that the edifice was 
erected und paid for, and that the congre- 
gation are solely to blame for the existing 
condition of affairs. 

It seems that some four months ago, 
when the Salyation Army firsc came tc 
Waltham, the church society numbered 64 
persons and was in a very flourishing con 
dition. 

On the Sunday that the army opened 
their barracks, Rey. Mr. Lindquist, who 
has alwars been in sympathy with the 
work, aidressed his congregation on thi 
army movement, and insisted that hi» 
listeners aid the cause as much as possible 

The congregation took the matter to 
heart and obeyed orders so well that in 
the evening Mr. Lindquist had to post 
pone his sermon for want of an audience, 
and visiting the army barracks he found 
many of his congregation shouting the 
regulation “Hallelujahs” and brimfull of 
fapetion enthusiasm. He left the meet- 
ing in disgust and since then the 

Church Has Been Closed, 

Mr. Lindquist, in conversation last even- 
ing, said: “I hardly think it proper of 
me to say anything on this subject. 1 
have been misquoted in the accounts pub- 
lished in the newspapers and am heartily 
sick of the whole affair. When the army 
first came here, I, appreciating the work 
which they had accomplished elsewhere, 
advised my congregation to support them 
in every way possible, but I did not think 
it would come to this. I sent in my resig- 
pation today, to take effect immediately.” 

Captain Griffiths the Salvation 
Army, in the course of his conversation 
with areporter, said: ‘We do not wish 
the citizens of Waltham to gain the idea 
that we are bringing any influence to bear 
ov this church to induce its members t 
join. If they come to our meetings we 
cannot turn them away, and,in fact, 1 
should not be doing my duty if I tried ta 
keep them away. 

“All the Swedes we have fn our army 
are those who have met salvation right 
here at our penitent form. Yes, we know 
that Mr. Lindquist is vexed at the inter. 
est his congregation are taking in army 
work, but surely if his people insist we 
cannot be blamed. There is plenty of work 
in this city for us to do, and we feel that 
the majority of the people are with us and 
appreciate the work we are doing.”

A Point In Favor of Municipal Suffrage—County 
Comm ttee Cut Figures. 

Boston, March 21.—Two bills on taxa- 
tion of vessels were the subjects of hear- 
ings atthe state house. One, like a re- 
cent law in Maine, provides that all sail- 
ing vessels registered or enrolled under 
the laws of the United States or foreign 
governments, owned wholly or in part by 


inhabitants of this state, shall be taxed on! 54. per can, 65c. per dozen. The spices quoted 


an appraised value of $20 aton gross ton- 
nage for new vessels completed on or be- 
fore Aprillin each year. The Dill pro: 
vides a decrease in taxation in ratio to the 
vessel's age. 

A second bill exempts from taxation 
ships and vessels engaged {n the foreign 
carrying trade and sailing vessels engaged 
in the coasting trade, provided such yes 
sels are not engaged in fishing, whose net 
income only is to be taxed. 

The committee on counties voted to re- 
porta resolve granting a county tax for 
Norfolk county for $120,000, instead of 
$132,500 as estimated by the county com- 
missioners.

THE WEEK PAST. 


Tue Mayor's budget for 1896 was sub- 
mitted this week, and while one notices 
no decided increases in the estimates, a 
comparieon of totals will show quite a gain. 
Further research will show that the total 
is dangerously close, if notin excess of, 
the $12 limit for current expenses. Mayor 
Adams told us in his inaugural that the 
limit by the valuation of 1895 was $207,864, 
and upon the average valuation for three 
years, $203,124. Last year the limit was 
$200,308, but it was necessary to raise only 
$175,000. The item of interest was not 
included in the $175,000 but had it been, 
the total would still have been within the 
limit of $200,308, for the amount required 
for interest was $21,114.46. 

How is it this year? The estimates of 
the Mayor and Treasurer for current ex- 
penses (not including interest) amount to 
$143,097.00, to which is to be added the 
school estimates of $84,835, and the total 
is $227,632, which is over $16,000 in excess 
of 1895. The total of $227,932 may be re- 
duced by receipts to less than $207,864, the 
limit, but is not the interest a current ex- 
pense? The law may possibly be construed 
to exclude the interest on the debt, but it 
can hardly be stretched to cover the interest 
on temporary loans for which $7,500 is 
asked, 

The law of 1895, Section 1, reads: ‘* The 
taxes assessed on property in any city, 
except the city of Boston, exclusive of 
state tax, county tax and sums required by 
law to be raised on account of city debt, 
shall not exceed in any year $12 0n every 
$1,000 of the average of the assessors’ 
valuations of the taxable property therein,’’ 
etc. This has been amended to allow the 
valuation of the preceding year to be taken 
instead of the average. Should the City 
Solicitor rule that the interest or any 
part of it, was current expenses it would be 
necessary to reduce the appropriations. 


Should not the appropriations be reduced 
even if legal? To jump the city levy from 
$25,000 to $30,000 means an increase in 
itself of about $1.50 in the tax rate. Other- 
wise than this the rate will not be affected 
much, for while the amount required for 
debt and interest is nearly $3,000 smaller, 
the State tax with park assessment may be 
that much larger. Unless the appropria- 
tions are reduced the tax rate will be about 
$18 per $1,000 this year. 


The fire department profits the most by 
the increases, in pay, horses, horseshoeing, 
etc. The miscellaneous city expenses re- 
quire quite a little more, and there is $1000 
additional for bridges, culverts and drains, 
More is asked for salaries of city officials 
and also for clerical services, for street 
lights and street sprinkling, for the poor 
and special police, and there is a new item 
of $200 for foundations in cemeteries. 
Over $2,000 additional is wanted for schoo] 
salaries, and increases are asked in school 
department for fuel, janitors and evening 
schools, 


So much space is given above to city 
appropriations that other events of the 
week must be reviewed briefly. Two days 
have been given by the Committee on 
Counties of the Legislature to Norfolk 
county finances, and if the request for a 
Legislative investigation is granted some 
may hear more of county methods than 
they desire. The counsel for the County 
Commissioners predicted that others be- 
side that board would be ‘‘ smirched,” an 
admission which is almost criminating 
in itself. Another singular thing was the 
absence of the commissioners from the 
hearings, and the fact that they were 
represented by counsel. Quincy people 
would be surprised if City Solicitor 
Blackmur appeared before the City Council 
to defend and advocate the estimates of 
Mayor Adams. | 

& 

The proposed law relative to licanse fees 
should not be considered from a staudpoint 
of how much a city will gain or lose the 
abatement of the State tax, but fromta 
moral standpoint and justice to neighboring: 
localities. Boston, Hull and other places 
now license liquor selling just for the 
immense revenue received, and cities like 
Quincy, which recognize the evils of drink, 
are still forced to maintain a police force 
and pay criminal costs because Boston ram 
or men with Boston rum inside, come here 
and cause disturbances and crime. It is 
right that Boston should pay damages to 
Quircy, and the act should pass, 


New schoolhouses are now assured 
when Councilman Rinn is able to attend 
a meeting of the City Council, for his 
vote with that of President Bryant will 
make the necessary sixteen. Because Mr. 
Moxon in his plans endeavored to keep the 
cost of the buildings within a limit, is no 
reason why the more elaborate plans of a 
rival should be selected. Quincy should 
build well, but it should build economi- 
cally. 

Perhaps the Young Men’s Christian 
Association will give the city a grand hall 
in the proposed building. That ‘‘want’’ in 
the LEDGER daily is stirring people up, and 
we now have many strings to the bow of 
promise,—the new building in **the hol- 
low,” the new Savings Bank building, the 
new Hospital building, the new Odd Fel- 
lows’ building, and the Y. M. C. A. 
building. 


Yacht Racing Association. 


The first annual meeting of the Yacht 
Racing Association of Massachusetts, of 
which the Quincy Yacht club is a member, 
was held Thursday evening at Young's 
hotel, Boston, some twenty-five clubs being 
represented, 

The by-laws and racing rules were gone 
over and amended somewhat, the most 
important of the amendments being, that 
the measurer must certify to the amount 
and kind of ballast in a boat when 
measured, and that all boats launched after 
Dec. 31, 1896, shall receive no time allow- 
ance when sailing in their proper classes. 

A new rule defining the right of way of 
boats manoeuvering around the starting 
line was adopted. ‘This rule is intended to 
cover cases like the collision between the 
Defender and Valkyrie. 

The association refused to restrict the 
sails that a boat should carry and to sub- 
divide the second class by putting the jib 
and mainsail and open boats by themselves. 

The limit of the first class boats was ex- 
tended from 29 feet to 30 feet. 

The association refused to recognize the 
15 foot racing length a half-rate class.

THE GOUNTY TAX. 


The Estimates Reduced $12,500— 
Total Reduction 25 Per Cent. 


The county tax on Norfolk county towns 
this year will be 25 per cent, smaller than 
in 1895. The County Commissioners 
voluntarily reduced it from $160,000 to 
$132,500, but upon hearing the Committee 
on Counties of the Legislature decided 
yesterday that they must get along with 
$120,000. They reduced the estimate of 
$15,000 for highway3 to $5,000 and dropped 
$2,500 from the item of $6,000 for repairs 
and furnishings of county buildings. 

The county tax last year upon Quincy was 
$16,105.30, and 25 per cent. less will make 
it $12,078 98 this year, a reduction of 
$4,026.32, which means about 25 cents on 
the tax rate. 

Relative to an investigation asked by 
Judge French the committee considered it 
at length in executive session on Friday. 
It was finally tabled for a few days to see 
what luck Judge French has with a petition 
which it is understood he will cause to be 
circulated. 

Within a few days an influential petition 
will probably be presented, and the matter 
will then be taken from the table. 

Senator Dallinger’s bill to extend the 
civil service act to county employes will be 
reported adversely.

Indisereet Speeches Abroad Not Rel- 
ished by Congress, 


New Cuban Resolution Intro- 
duced In Senate. 


Recites That State of War Exists and Recoa- 
nizes Insurgents as Belligerents. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.— The house 
yesterday, after three days’ debate, adopted 
a resolution censuring Thomas F. Bayard, 
ex-secretary of state, and now ambassador 
to the court of St. James, for utterances 
delivered in an address to the Boston 
(Eng.) grammar school, and in an ad- 
dress before the Edinburgh Philosophical 
institution last fall. 

The vote stood 180 to 7lin favor of the 
first resolution, and 191 to 59 in favor of 
the second. Five Republicans broke away 
from party lines and voted against the 
resolution of censure, and six Democrats 
voted for it. All the Republicans and 
nine Democrats yoted for the second reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Adams (Rep., Pa.) was the first 
speaker in yesterday's debate, and sup- 
ported the report. of the committee on 
foreign affairs in recommending the pas- 
sage of the resolutions. He paid a high 
tribute to the personal character of Mr. 
Bayard, and mentioned that he was the 
first American to bear the title of ambas- 
sador. The duties of that position had 
been defined by the conference at Berlin 
in 1814; it said ambassadors were and 
should be considered as the personal repre- 
sentatives of their sovereigns. 

Therefore, said Mr. Adams, when Mr. 
Bayard was appointed ambassador by Mr. 
Cleveland, he became the representative of 
the sovereignty residing in the whole 
American people, and should no more 
cast a reflection upon 
policy of that people than the ambassador 
of a reigning personal sovereign would 
cast a reflection upon the character or pol- 
icy of his royal master. 

Representative Bailey (Tex.) created 
the sensation when he expressed his opin- 
ion of Mr. Bayard’s reference to the 
American people as a “violent people 
needing a strong hand, etc.” This, Bailey 
declared, was an offense against common 
sense and sound and rugged patriotism. 
The explanations which had been given 
for the ambassador's remarkable utter- 
ance could not be accepted. 

“It is infinitely better,” said the speaker, 
“that the will of the people will be faith- 
fully executed, even if it is wrong, than 
that they shail be taught the dangerous 
doctrine that it isa virtue to circumvent 
their will, A man who so speaks in the 
presence of subjects of a monarch is not 
fit to represent a free people as an ambas- 
sador anywhere.” 

Pursuant to the request made by Gen- 
eral Draper in a speech Thursday, the 
first resolution is the one of censure, and 
the second a milder statement of what an 
ambassador should avoid in public utter- 
ances. A yea and nay vote was called for 
on the first ballot, by request of practically 
the whole house. ‘The yote stood 180 to 71 
on the first resolution. ‘The yeas and nays 
were then ordered on

C.), Layton (O.) and Sorg (O)—6. 

After reciting the facts upon which the 
inquiry was based, and quoting Bayard's 
ascertained utterances at Boston, Eng., 
and Edinburgh, two resolutions haye been 
reported. ‘The first resolution says: 

That it is the sense*of the house of repre 
sentatives that Thomas Bayard, ambassador 
of the United States to Great Britain, in pub 
licly using the language above quoted, has 
committed an offense against diplomatic pro- 
priety, and an abuse of the privileges of his 
exalted position, which should maks him the 
representative of the whole country, and not 
of any political party. Such utterances are 
wholly inconsistent with that prudent, deli- 
cate and scrupulous reserve which he, him- 
self, while secretary of state, enjoined upon 
all diplomatic agents of tne United States. 

In one speech he affronts the great body of 
his countrymen who believe in the policy of 
protection. In the other speech he offends all 
his countrymen who believe that Americans 
are capable of self-government, Therefore, 
as the immediate representatives of the Ameri- 
can people, and in their names, we condemn 
and censure the said utterances of Thomas F. 
Bayard. 

To this resolution some conservative 
Republicans have expressed disapproval, 
while to the second resolution there is no 
apparent opposition. The second states: 

Resolved, further, That in the opinion of the 
house of representatives, public speeches by 
our diplomatic or consular officers abroad 
which display partisanship, or which con- 
demn any political party, or party policy, or 


organization of citizens in the United States, | 


are in dereliction of the duty of such officers, 
impair their usefulness as public servants, and 
diminish the confidence which they should al- 
ways command at home and abroad, 

The Latest on Cuba. 

Just before the senate adjourned last 
night, Senator Morgan, who reported the 
Cuban resolutions 2 rinally, and has 
from the start taken ® prominent part in 
the senate debate favorable to the recog- 
nition of the Cubans, introduced the fol- 
lowing joint resolution; 

Resolved, by the senate and house of repre 
sentatives of the United States in congress as- 
sembled, 

That it is hereby declared that a state of 
public war exists in the island of Cuba be- 
tween the government of Spain and the people 
of that island, who are supporting @ separate 
government under the name of the republic 
of Cuba, and the state of belligerency between 
said governments is hereby recognized. 


The significance of the resolution is | 


thatit isa joint resolution instead of a 
concurrent, and that it is confined to a 
bare recognition of belligerency upon the 
basis of the declaration that a state of war 
exists in Cuba. 

Senator Morgan said, in reply to a ques- 
tion, that it was his purpose to afford

THE MAN FROM MAINE 


Vill Not Interfere With Local Wishes 
as to Presidential Candidates. 


Alabama and Maryland Are 
In Line For Reed. 


anderson and McKinley Forces In Nebraska 
Reach an Understanding. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—In a letter to 
Fhomas B. Reed recently, H. D. W. Eng- 
ish of Pittsburg stated that it was pro- 
posed by the Republican county commit- 
tee to submit the names of McKinley and 
Quay to the voters of Allegheny county in 
order that they might have a chance to 
thow their preference for presidential can- 
jidates, ‘and suggestiug that as he had 
many warm friends in this county his 
name be submitted as well. Mr. English 
yesterday received the following reply 
from Mr. Reed: 

“T have not the slightest desire to have 
my name submitted in the way you sug- 
gest. While I might have been glad of 
an opportunity under other circumstances, 
under the present I would not. In no 
state where there is a candidate have any 
friends of mine interfered with local 
wishes, nor will they without my consent. 
[am very much obliged to you for the 
personal kindness involved in your sug- 
gestion, and have very pleasant memories 
of your previous kindness.” 

Not All McKinley's Way. 

The Reed managers here are much 
aated over the situation in Alabama, 
which, they say, has been grossly misrep- 
resented in the Grosvenor outgivings, ap- 
pearing under a Birmingham date line 

Dr. Moseley, chairman of the Republi- 
can state central committee, telegraphed 
that instead of McKinley having captured 
80 out of 34 counties in which elections 
have already been held, in the» 86 counties 
which have expressed their preferences 
Reed has 26 and McKinley 10, although a 
part of the latter are contested. 

Representative Settle of North Carolina 
adds the cheering information that the 
Reed men have secured the right of way 
in everything there over which an issue 
had been made, and that although the 
convention will not be held till May 15, 
prospects of carrying the state for Reed 
are excellent. 

A poll of the Republican members of 
the Maryland legislature—a possible fore- 
taste of the preferences of that state’s del- 
egates to St. Louis—gives Reed 37 to Me- 
Kinley’s 26 and Allison’s none. The Me- 
Kinley opposition has by no means given 
up the fight. Itstill expects to organize 
the convention and effect a combination 
which can win. 

A Nebraska Combine. 

After an animated conference whish 
lasted all day yesterday at Omaha, an 
agreement was reached between the Man- 
derson and McKinley forces of Nebraska, 
by which the supporters of General Man- 
derson agree to withdraw all opposition to 
the selection of a McKinley delegation to 
the Republican national convention. 

In return for this concession the Me- 
Kinley people bind themselves to present 
the name of General Manderson to the 
convention unless in their judgment it is 
apparent that McKinley will be nom- 
inated. The conference yesterday was at- 
tended by representatives of both sides. 
The McKinley side issued this proclama- 
tion: 

It is understood between the persons repre- 
senting Hon. Charles F. Manderson and the 
committee acting as friends and supporters of 
Hon. William McKinley, and in behalf of the 
McKinley club, that the delegation from 
Nebraska to the national convention shall be 
composed of 16 original McKinley men, and 
that the Manderson headquarters will be 
closed. 

The following resolution will be adopted 
by the state convention: 

Resolved, That the name of Hon. Charles F. 
Manderson be formally presented to the con- 
vention as a candidate, unless in the judgment 
of the Nebraska delegation, at the assembling 
of the convention, it is apparent that McKin- 
ley will be nominated for president. 

Firm Against Silver. 

The financial plank which will be sub- 
mitted to the committee on resolutions at 
the state convention in Massachusetts 
next Friday will be a stiff one, and from it 
no two widely different meanings can be 
safely interpreted, as from the Columbus 
platform. This is what those who have 
seen Senator Lodge’s draft of what he will 
submit to the committee of which he is 
the chairman, assert. 

In explicit terms the platform will de- 
clare against any further coinage of silver, 
except for subsidiary uses, unless by inter- 
national agreement. That the standard 
of the commercial world shall be adhered 
to will also be declared. 


Not All Morton Men. 

New YorRK, March 21.—Assembly dis- 
trict conventions, for the purpose of elect- 
ing delegates to the state convention in 
this city on Tuesday, were held in each 
one of the 85 districts of this city last 
night, and the old troubles between the 
Platt and Brookfield adherent broke out 
in many of the districts, and resulted in 
several splits and the election of a num- 
ber of bolting delegations. The Platt 
men triumphed in most of the districts, 
six being carried by the Brookfleld men. 
One was divided, while contesting delega- 
tions were sent from five districts. The 
remainder of the districts were carried by 
the Platt men without opposition. 


Wouldn't Obey Orders. 

Ss. JoHNs, Que., March 21.—A court- 
martial has been held on six men who re- 
fused to shovel snow about two weeks 
ago when ordered to do so at the Infantry 
school. All were found guilty of mutiny, 
the extreme penalty for which is two years’ 
imprisonment. As they were inexpe- 
rienced men, and evidently did not recog- 
nize the gravity of their offense, it is not 
likely that Major General Gascogne will 
{mpose an extreme penalty.

BELOW THE STANDARD. 
"rade For First Quarter of 96 Has Been 
Very Disappointing. 

New Yorg, March 21. — Bradstreet’s 
mys: General trade throughout the 
Jnited States for the first quarter of 1896 
s disappointing. When the improvement 


n industrial and commercial lines be- 
sween March and September, 1895, is re- 


willed, occurring, as it did, two years after 


ihe panic of 1893, reason would seem to 
aave been behind the confidence that the 
surrent calendar year would bring a gen- 
ral revival. ; 

But the most favorable reports at this 

fime are those which declare the volume 
of business only equal to, in a few in- 
stances in excess of, the like total one year 
igo. 
The winter's jobbing business in staple 
fines, with few exceptions, was unsatls- 
factory, as has been that for the coming 
spring. The prolonged falling off in de- 
mand in the iron and steel, cotton, woolen 
and shoe industries presents no sign of 
sarly improvement, 

As a consequence, hides, leather and 
shoes are all weaker—in some instances 
lower. Ginghams and print cloths have 
iold for less money within the week; the 
jemand for American] woolen goods re- | 
mains in marked contrast to the active re- 
yuest for like goods of foreign make, and 
yuotations for some grades of iron are 
lower than last week, without prospect of 
unmediate improvement. 

There is decline in total exports of wheat 
(flour included as wheat) from both coaste 
of the United States this week. 

Prices for wheat flour, wheat, pork and 
lard are lower, while those for Indian 
corn, sugar—both raw and refined, cotton 
and for raw and refined petroleum are 
higher. 

The more moderate volume of general 
trade is reflected in bank clearings, the 
week’s total, $976,000,000, continuing the 


recent tendency to get below the billion 
dollar mark. | 
There is, nevertheless, an increase in | 
aggregate clearings amounting to 8.5 per 
cent over last week, and 2.5 per cent com- 
pared with the third week of March, 189. 


Was Thoroughly Discussed. 

OTTawa, March 21.—The Manitoba 
school remedial bill passed its second 
reading in the house of commons yester- 
day by a* yote of 112 to 99, the decision 
being reached after a continuous sitting 
of the house of 39 hours, one of the longest 
on record. The bill now goes into the 
committee stage. There is little prob- 
ability, however, of its becoming law dur- 
ing the present session. The present par- 
liament must prorogue by April 24, and ip 
the short time intervening it will be im- | 
possible to put the 112 clauses of the bill 
through committee of the whole; more- 
over, the administration is not credited 
with any pronounced desire to see this act 
inscribed on the statute books. 


Shot Two Women. 

MILWAUKEE, March 21.—John Holzin- 
ger last night shot and killed his mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Katie Miller, and fatally 
wounded his young wife. The tragedy 
was caused by Mrs. Holzinger beginning 
suit for divorce. Holzinger was followed 
to his room, nearby, by a crowd, but 
stood his pursuers off with his revolver 
until the police arrived, when he sur- 
rendered. 


Wrecked In a Fog. 

PoRTLAND, Or., March 21.—The British

The American Protective associa 
better known as the A. P, A.—who have 
been a factor inthe st and muni ipa 
politics of several states fora number of 
years, have announced their intention te 
enter upon the field of national politics in 
the coming presidential campaign. 

Their first move toward this crusade 
will be taken at a meeting of the supreme 
advisory board of the organization, called 
to meet in Washington tomorrow. This 
meeting is preliminary to the sessions of 
the supreme council, which are to be held 
in May.

From Haverhill Folks,

Not the First Time He Has Been In Trouble 
In the Shoe City. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., March 23.—W. T. 
Ellis, a Methodist evangelist from Oregon, 
was the center of an excited mob on 
Washington square yesterday afternoon. 
His career here for the past two months 
has been a tumultuous one, disagreements 
In two Methodist churches causing him to 
leave both, but in spite of the opposition 
he has continued his services in various 
halls, being notoriously sensational in his 
manner and words. 

Two weeks ago he was locked out of In- 
dependence hall by the owner, and since 
then his service has been held in the open 
air. Yesterday afternoon he appeared on 
Washington square, and started to speak 
from a dry-goods box, but he had no 
sooner begun than a crowd of boys pushed 
his stand half way across the square.

The evangelist grew excited, and his 
torrent of abuse got older men in the 


crowd interested. Missiles of all sorts 
were thrown, and somebody set fire to a 
bundle of cartoons which the evangelist 
held in his hand and intended to exhibit. 

During the excitement a young boy was 
hit over the head by aclub—he claims in 
the hands of Ellis—and another claims 
that the evangelist struck him on the 
back. 

Officer Kimball was called, and ordered 
Ellis to stop his harangue, but he declined 
to do so, and though later two officers 
cleared a way through the crowd, he re- 
fused to depart, and was 

Left to the Mercy of the Crowd. 

He wasn’t injured, however, other than 
the loss of his hat and the solling of a suit 
of clothes, and, flnally, went to the police 
station, followed by over 800 men, women 
and boys, to obtain a warrant against some 
of the disturbers, and also to file a com- 
plaint against the police, who, he claimed, 
failed to protect him. One of the boys as- 
saulted also asked for a warrant against 
Ellis. 

Ellis appeared ‘here about two months 
ago. On his first Sunday here the Grace 
M. E. church called on him to supply its 
pulpit, the pastor being sick, and his in- 
tended supply being suddenly called away. 
Ellis not only preached that Sunday, but 
continued revival services for a week or 
more, causing a decided sensation anda 
difference of opinion among the board of 
control of the church. 

Then he suddenly-went to the First 
Methodist Episcopal church, and there 
continued his sensational work, attacking 
from the pulpit, among others, one of the 
trustees of the church. As ao result his 
labors were soon ended there. 

He next hired Brittain hall for three 
days and nights, but before the third 
night his meetings were disturbed, and 
the gas turned out while he occupied the 
platform, by order of one of the lessees, 

A renewal of this lease could not be se- 
cured, and his next quarters were at Inde- 
dependence hall, where he contracted for 
& month's occupancy, but at the end of a 
week the doors were locked against him, 
and he has since been without a meeting 
piace. 

Haverhill he has styled a modern 
Sodom, and his favorite theme has been 
the wickedness of public men, many of 
whom he has cartooned during his sery- 
ices.

PROVIDENCE, March 23.— The prelimi- 
pary hearing in the case of Mrs. Valois of 
Scituate, charged with shooting her father, 
John W. Roessler, on Nov. 7, was clesed 
Saturday evening. Judge Johnson, in 
rendering his decision, said the officers of 
the town had not been guilty of persecu- 
tion in making the arrest or bringing the 
defendant to trial, but that after a com- 
plete examination of the case he believed 
there was not sufficient evidence to hold, 
and that the defendant was probably not 
guilty. He ordered the defendant dis- 
charged.

| Spanish Spies at New York Proved to 
Be Pocr Detectives, 


Material Transferred 
Without Difficulty. 


Patriots Do Not Want Money, Food or Cloth- 


ing, but Arms. 


New York, March 23—When the 
steamer Richard Peck reached her dock 
in Peck slip, from New Haven, yesterday 
morning, there was an unusual scurrying 
around of officials of all kinds. Some 
were representatives of the Cuban junta, 
ome were detectives In the employ of the 
Spanish government and others were there 
representing the United States govern- 
ment. Notification had been sent from 
New Haven that several thousand Win- 
chester rifles and an enormous quantity of 
ammunition had been stored in the steam- 
er’s hold. 

The arms had been ordered by the repre- 
sentatives of Cubain this country. There 
was no secrecy observed about the load- 
ing of the munitions of war, because it 
was felt that it would be useless. The 
cases containing the guns and cartridges 
were marked with a “C” overa “J” ina 
diamond, and consigned to New York. 

When the cargo was unloaded on the 
pier there was no sign of the long cases. 
They had been carefully and quietly re- 
shipped on a lighter which had been made 


fast alongside the Peck, and as soon as 
they were all transferred, the lighter was 


drawn away by a tug. They will be 
shipped to Cuba when another expedition 
is fitted out. 

The Spanish detectives stoed on the pier 
and scrutinized carefully every package as 
it was unloaded, but found nothing. The 
boxes and cases were all innocent mer- 
chandise. They did not notice cases about 
five feet square being lowered by means of 
ropes on the other side of the steamer. If 
they had done so and made any protest of 
a forcible nature, there might have been 
trou for there were many Cuban sym- 
pathizers on the dock. 


Spies at the Hub. 

Boston, March 23.—Two Spanish spies 
have arrived in the city. They have been 
seen and recognized by local Cubans. 
They came here from Washington, but 
their description and a warning came on 
the same train, addressed to all the prom- 
inent Cubans of this city. They are either 
Americans or English, and some say they 
are Pinkerton detectives. 

President Fuentes of the Boston Cuban 
u last night, said: “I was glad to 
po) wthey were in the city. I have not 

et them yet, as farasI know, although 
I. might have done so. Every day hun- 
dreds of people apply to me for informa- 
tion respecting Cuba, and try to learn 
what we are doing for our fighting broth- 
ers. ‘The spies might have approached 
me and I would not have recognized 
them. They did not find out anything 
from me, however. 

“Weare waiting for the Cubans to be 
recognized before we act. When 
this is done we will act in such a manner 
that Cuba shall be free forevermore. We 
have thousands of volunteers ready to go 
if they have a chance. We have lots of 
arms, and it is a well-known fact that give 
the patriots 1000 rifles they can capture 
5000 men. 

“All the patriots want are 50,000 stand 
ofarms. ‘They do not want money, cloth- 
ing or food. They are fighting for free- 
dom and every man is a patriot. It is im- 
possible to defeat such men. In the report 
of arecent battle fought in the immedi 
ate vicinity of Habana, the Spaniards 
claimed to have won the victory. 

“This is absolutely false. The Cubans, 
4000 strong, attacked Spaniards of about 
the same strength, armed only with a few 
rifles and machetes, and completely routed 
them and captured numbers of cannon, 
small arms and ammunition. 

“All they are doing now is getting ar- 
tillery, and when once this is obtained, 
they will be invincible. Kvery day they 
have to refuse to take volunteers, owing 
to having no arms. Once remove this dif- 
ficulty and they will double their present 
strength. 

“We haye numerous arms stored all 
over the country, particularly in Florida. 
The coast of Florida fs dotted with places 
where rifles and all kinds of arms are 
awaiting shipment to Cuba.” 

He showed a photograph of a steamer 
bought for the patriots. She is a large 
two-masted vessel of 4000 tonnage. She 
was build of steel in Glasgow. Her speed 
is stated to be 16 knots, and she will carry 
12 modern guns and a crew of 600 men. 


Dervishes Still Active. 

MASSOWAH, March 23.—A force of 50) 
dervishes attacked Sabderat pass on 
March 8. It was defended by 8 native 
troops, and the enemy were defeated and 
fled, leaving 41 killed. The Italian loss 
was three killed. On March 18, 1500 der- 
vishes renewed the attack, but they were 
repulsed four times, with heavy loss. 
Three thousand dervishes are still threat- 
ening the pass, and re-enforcements have 
been dispatched from Kassala. Menelek 
has ordered his chiefs to meet him as 
Makalle, where he will bid them farewell 
and return to Shoa. Adigrat has been 
furnished with a plentiful supply of water 
to last until the end of April. 


Armenians, of Course. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The Turkist 
legation have recelved the following tele 
fram from the sublime porte: The day 
before yesterday (Friday) an Armenian 
having murdered a Mussulman at Kilis, a 
brawl took place between Mussulmane 
and Armenians. Of the latter, eight were 
killed and 10 wounded. Four Mussul- 
mans were wounded. The authors of this 
incident were immediately arrested and 
sent to prison for trial. All goods that 
were stolen from afew shops have been 
restored to their owners. 


Disgrace and Death. 

COATESVILLE, Pa., March 23.—Bertha 
McConnell, aged 20, shot Harry Thomp-: 
son at a hotel in Lancaster. After the 
shooting she returned to her home in this 
city and shot herself. The double crime 
is alleged to have been the result of 
Thompson having deceived the young 
woman. Both Miss McConnell and het 
victim will probably die, 


Spanish Jingoism. 

MADRID, March 23.—The Heraldo says 
that Spain could never officially recognize 
a United States commission of inquiry 
into Cuban affairs. It is impossible that 
President Cleveland should have such an 


idea. War between Spain and America 
would be preferable.

Will Be on the Issue of a Gold Stand- 
ard ys. a Straddle, 


Anti-Platt Men Come Out In 
McKinley’s Favor. 


The Morton Boom Looking a Little Shahy In 
New York. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Reed pro- 
gram promises to be from this time forth 
even than before a clearly drawn 
issue on the financial question. Thus far 
Morton has been the candidate most pro- 
nounced for the gold standard. Itis now 
asserted by some of Mr. Reed’s most earn- 
est friends that the Maine man will stand 
onthe gold standard platform, with no 
more silver in use than can be maintained 
at a parity with gold, and uo free coinage 
of silver, except by international agree- 
ment, 

They propose to present the issue of the 
gold standard vs. straddle. The opinion 
is expressed that the sentiment against a 
straddle is overwhelmingly strong in the 
Republican party, and that the sound- 
money people will promptly rally to the 
support of a candidate who is ready to 
nieet the issue squarely. 

As far as protection is concerned, it is 
argued the whole party stands on the se 
platform. It is an articleof party faith 
and victory, with any of the candi- 
would be followed by an ample 
protection tariff, and the real issue pre- 
ed is, whether the party shall stand 
squarely for “sound money” or shall avoid 
that question and leave the result in doubt 
after th ion is over. The Massachu- 
setts convention will declare without re- 
serve for sound money.

Reason Given by New York Republicans For 
Favoring McKinley. 

New York, March 24.—The McKinley 
muss meeting last night drew a great 
f citizens to Cooper Union. Loy- 
ell H. called the meeting to order. 
aesia it was useless for the machine 
ans to disregard the returns that 
were coming in from all parts of the 
country favoring the nomination of Wiil- 
iam McKinley. The latter was the enemy 
of the bosses and not their tool 

Major Jerome introduced as the chatr- 
man of the meeting General Wager 
Swayne. The meeting, said the general, 
had been called to make plain to the peo- 
ple of this state and throughout the coun- 
try, and to the delegates to the conven- 
tion about to be held, that the second 
choice for President of the United States 
was William McKinley. Governor Mor- 
ton, he said, had rendered valuable serv- 
ices to the state. It had been hoped that 
the name of Governor Morton would go 
before the convention without opposition, 
but it appeared that the sentiment of the 
country was for McKinley. 

A combination of machine properties 
had become a threatening aspect in the 
situation. But the Republican party did 
not propose to tolerate the rule of any 
boss or combination of bosses. Referring 
to Mr. Platt, General Swayne said that 
they did not propose to have in the cab- 
inetof the next President of the United 
States anyone who was known as the pro- 
prietor of the Republican machine. The 
next President of the United States 
would have to enter the White House 
without any chattel mortgage. 

General Swayne introduced as the next 
speaker Senator Frank D. Pavey. Sena- 
tor Pavey scored Platt. He said that the 
machine had broken up meetings that 
were in favor of McKinley; that the rolls 
had been tampered with, and that Tam- 
many heelers had been brought in to vote 
at the Republican primaries. Anything 
to beat McKinley was the ory of the ma- 
chine, because McKinley cannot be used 
by the machine. 

The following resolutions were offered 
and adopted: 

Whereas it is apparent that William McKin- 
ley is not only a logical candidate of the Re- 
publican party for president, but also the 
choice of probably a large majority of Repub- 
licans, and 

Whereas the chief obstacle in the way of his 
nomination in the coming national conven- 
tion seems to be a combination of political 
bosses, including the leader of the New York 
state machine, who opposed Mr. McKinley be- 
cause of his steadfast refusal to comply with 
their demands to mortgage the presidency in 
their interests, and 

Whereas there is reason to believe that if 
Governor Morton cannot be nominated, per- 
sons who claim and who try to maintain a pro- 
priectary in the party organization, and control 
its action through the state, will represent 
the voteof the delegation from this state as 
henceforward a perquisite to be disposed of at 
pleasure in bargaining for political considera- 
tion in future, and 

Whereas there have been intimations, ap- 
parently emanating from the New York ma- 
chine, that, should Mr. McKinley be nominated 
against its wishes, he would be compelled to 
look elsewhere for support in his canvass than 
to the so-called party organization in this 
state.

ago. Hiram H. Morrison is under arrest 
on suspicion of having murdered his wife, 
Florence J., by strangling her in a fit of 
drunken jealousy. But he coolly 
calmly denies his guilt. 

The Morrisons lived at 116 Cambridge 
street. Morrison went out early yester- 
day afternoon, he claims at 2:30, and re- 
turned to find his wife dead. Captain 
Westcott detailed Officers Gilmore and 
Thompson to go back with the husband 
and investigate the case. 
were joined by Inspector Abbott. 

As they entered the house they smelled 
smoke, and asked Morrison what was 
burning. The latter replied that he could 
not smell any smoke. In a dark front 
room, lying down on a broken bed, they 
found the woman dead. In the bed was 
a smoldering fire, which was soon ex- 
tinguished. Then began an examination 
of the body. 

They found a pronounced bruise on the 
right side of.the throat. Even the skin 
had been torn and her throat was raw and 
bruised. On the left side three distinct 
prints of fingers were discernibly visible. 
The upper part of the head was crushed 
down on the lower part of the body. Her 
head had fallen out of the bed, and lk 1y on 
the floor, her feet against the wall. 

Dr. Thompson made a hasty examina- 
tion of the body. He immediately con- 
cluded that the woman had been mur- 
dered, and stated so to the ofticers. 

In the meantime Morrison had been 
taken back to station 3, where he was ex- 
amined. Morrison claimed that his wife, 
another woman and a male friend had 
been on a drinking bout the whole after- 
noon. He intimated that the people who 
had been drinking with her might have 
had something to do with the murder, if 
murder it was 

He accounted for the flre by saying that 
it was the work of their 23¢-year-old child, 
who was probably playing about the room 
at the time. Captain Wescott was not 
fully satisfied with his story, and he was 
immediately arrested and 

Held For Further Examination. 

Then the captain and Inspector Abbott 
and Officer Gilmore started out to find the 
couple who were with Mrs. Morrison in 
the afternoon. Soon after 11 p.m. they 
succeeded in locating them, and at once 
tonk them to the station. 

They were Richard Nolan and Elizabeth 
Lippner, both lodgers in the house. They 
told a story that may practically dec 
Morrison's fate. Acex rrding to them Mor- 
rison was with his wife all afternoon: 
was with her wh ren they left th em at 4: 

“They had,” said Nolan, “frequent 
quarrels all the afternoon, and he more 
than once threatened to choke her, In 
fact, one time he grabbed her by the 
throat and knocked her down becanus: 
he said, of undue familiarity with me 
This was his favorite way of beating 
her. I have often seen him grab her 
In this way, and often had to interfere 
tosave her life. His threats to take her 
life were of daily occurrence,” 

This evidence of Morrison’s violent tem- 
peris corroborated by the officers of sta- 
tion 8. Time and time again have the 
officers on their beats been called into 
quell rows between this couple. The 
woman would show marks on her throat 
where her husband had attempted to 
choke her. 

When the officers entered the room last 
evening they found many eyidences of 
flerce row. A broken plate lay upon the 
floor, which Mrs. Morrison is thought to 
have thrown at her husband.

ON BEACON HILL. 


Vote on Biennials Nov, 3—Qualified and Legal 
Voters—Agricultural Reports. 

Boston, March 24.—In the senate the 
committee on election laws reported “ref- 
erence to the next general court” on a bill 
defining the words ‘qualified voter” and 
“legal voter.” 

The committee on constitutional amend- 
ments reported the resolve providing for 
the submission to the, people of the 
amendinents agreed to by the general 
court for biennial elections of state officers 
and members of the legislature. The 
date set down in the resolve for voting on 
the amendments is Tuesday, Nov. 8 next. 

The committee on agriculture reported a 
bill incorporating the Manufacturers’ 
Agricultural society of North Attleboro, 
capital not to exceed $30,000; also a resolve 
providing the payment of a bounty for 
1895 of $600 to the society, the amount it 
would have been entitled to in that year 
had it been incorporated by act of the leg- 
islature. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition of Charles D. Jennings and an- 
other for incorporation to build a canal 
between Bourne and Sandwich on Cape 
Cod. 

On motion of Senator Bradford the report 
of “leave to withdraw” on the petition of 
the United Hlectric Light company for 
legislation to authorize it to carry on its 
business in the towns and cities adjoin- 
ing was postponed for one week. 

In the house the committee on ways and 
means reported on the bill providing for 
the raising and changing the location of 
the Providence division of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad in Bos- 
ton. There was a belief expressed that 
the bill was a money measure, and, there- 
fore, should originate in the house. It 
was referred to ways and means, and this 
committee yesterday in its report recom- 
mended that it be referred back to rail- 
roads. 

The house, after a lengthy debate, 
adopted the report adverse to woman's 
suffrage on the liquor question. The ad- 
verse report on prohibiting the sale of 
elgarets and cigaret tobacco was also 
adopted. 

A resolve was reported appropriating 
$2000 to purchase a gift for the battleship 
Massachusetts, to be in recognition of the 
compliment extended the commonwealth 
in the naming of the ship. 

Reference to the next general court was 
the report on a petition for a law amend- 
ing the law relative to the location of a 
bridge between New Bedford and Fair- 
haven. 

The committee on manufactures con- 
inued its hearing upon the Whitney gas 
bill. The other hearings were apon mat- 
ters connected with the Cape Cod canal, 
divers municipal matters, the protection 
of electric car motormen, ete. 


Not Easily Squelched. 

MALDEN, Mass., March 24.—The war be- 
tween the police of this city and the local 
corps of the Salvation Army was renewed 
last night, when 15 soldiers were locked 
upinthe station house charged with pa- 
fading the streets without a permit. The 
army members, who were out on ball, 
started from their barracks about 7:30 
headed by Mrs. Captain Faulkner. Cay- 
tain Faulkner and “Joe the Turk’’ re- 
mained behind. The army had proceeded 
but a short distance when a squad of po- 
lice carried the offenders to the station 
house. The men were placed in cells, 
where they promptly started a praise serv- 
ice. Chief Spaulding -threatened them 
with solitary confinement if they did not 
keep still. They kept still. The women 
were not locked up. Later in the evening 
all the prisoners were bailed out and re- 
paired to their barracks, where a largely 
attended indignation meeting was held. 
Many citizens expressed sympathy for the 
army, and arranged to pay the members’ 
court expenses. 

A Lively Scrimmage. 

Boston, March 24. — Wolf Glickman 
was arrested late last night by Officer 
Shaw at his home, 44 Lowell street, for 
alleged violation of the liquor law, but as 
s00n as the officer appeared at the door 
with the prisoner, he was attacked by a 
crowd of Glickman’s friends. His revolver 
had been snatched from him by Barnot 
Fellman, who grappled with the officer. 
Finally the officer was thrown down, and 
was being severely beaten by the crowd, 
when Fellman, who was attempting to 
strike the officer with the revolver, shot 
himself, the bullet passing through his 
kidneys. At this time several officers ar- 
rived and saved Officer Shaw from further 
injury. Fellman will die from his wounds. 
Mrs. Glickman, who was foremost in the 
fight, received one of the random bullets 
in the chin. 


Milo Gray’s Story. 

WoopsvILLE, N. H., March 24.—Milo 
Gray, who murdered his wife, yesterday 
pleaded guilty in the second degree. He 
told a pathetic tale of how he accom- 
plished the death of his wife, saying that 
he pushed her from the wagon duringa 
trip from East Haverhill to Bath, N. H. 
When he picked her up she was dead. He 
then decided to bury her in the cellar of 
the house, which he did, and soon after 
went to live with another woman, 


McGunnigle at Large. 

PROVIDENCE, March 24.— James Me- 
Gunnigle, the young man who was sent 
to the insane asylum on account of his 
mania for burning churches, has escaped 
andis still at large. He made a dummy, 
placed it in his bed and sawed off the bars 
of the window. He is considered danger- 
ously insane, and this is his second escape, 


Spanish Emissaries on Guard. 

New HAVEN, March 24.—An evening 
paper says that Pinkerton detectives have 
been employed by the Spanish govern- 
ment to watch tha shipments of arms to 
Cuba from this city. The paper adds that 
the Shore line is under constant surveil- 
lance, and all movements of the Cuban 
sympathizers are promptly reported. 

New Freighter’s First Trip. 

Boston, March 24.—The new ocean 
freighter Cestrian, of the Leyland line, ar- 
rived yesterday on her maiden trip. She 
{s commanded by Captain W. H. Trant, 
the commodore of the Leyland line. The 
new steamer registers $729 tons gross and 
5714 tons net, and is a sister ship to the 
Victorian and the Armenian.

Huron, 8. D., March 26.—The Republi- 
can state convention declared for Me- 
Kinley for president, and reaffirmed the 
financial plank of the Minneapolis plat- 
form of "v2.

MOB GOT AFTER HIM, 


Boston Police Had a Hard Time In 
Protecting William Ford. 


Charged With Assaulting 
Five-Year-Old Child. 


Stones, Bricks and Other Missiles Hurled by 
the Inturiated Crowd. 


Boston, March 26.—Willlam Ford was 
arrested yesterday for an alleged attempt 
tocommit criminal assault upon Louisa 
Pierce, 5 years of age. She lived in the 
rear of 126 Marginal street with her pa- 
rents. While she was playing yesterday 
afternoon with a crowd of children in the 
yard in front of her parents’ door, a 
stranger appeared and at once proceeded 
to make himself familiar with the chil- 
dren. As alleged, he got Louisa into the 
cellar and was in that place with her 
when he was accidentally discovered, and 
he had to get out quickly in order to es- 
cape arrest. 

Afterward, when he was walking up the 
street toward Jeffries Point, the little girl 
again saw him, and, urged on by her 
parents, Officer Ahearn made the arrest. 

As svon as he arrested him a scene of 
confusion began. A large crowd collected. 
A report had been circulated that the 
child was dead, and when this rumor be- 
came known to the mob their anger and 
attempts at violence increased. 

Finally the crowd began to surge in 
upon the prisoner. Then the officers 
feared that he might escape them, and 
they immediately resolved to take all pos- 
sible means to get the man in safety to 
the station house. 

By this time the crowd had become a 
mob of yelling men and women, trying to 
get hold of Ford, and their many rushes 
were only repulsed after severe struggles. 
They started to walk him along the street, 
but the crowd still followed, throwing 
stones, bricks or anything that would 
come to hand. The prisoner 

Was Hit Many Times, 

The officers then saw a grocery wagons 
and in a second the prisoner was seated in 
this vehicle and was rattling toward sta- 
tion 7. The missiles from the mob fell 
short, but they still followed. 

A strong guard of officers were placed 
around the wagon, and in this way the 
prisoner was got to the station. Only by 
this means was Ford prevented from fall- 
ing into the hands of amob. When they 
reached the station, the mob jeered and 
howled derisively at Ford as he was taken 
into the station. 

The child is a small blue-eyed, bright 
little girl, who seems to remember every- 
thing that happened while Ford was with 
her. Yesterday afternoon, when con- 
fronted with the man, she easily knew 
him. 

Mrs. Pierce, the child’s mother, said that 
all she knew of the case was that the man 
had been hanging around the house for 
some time. ‘lL never saw him and do not 
want to,”’ she said. 

Just then Mr. Pierce came into the 
house. He was much agitated. He had 
only ashort time before heard of the in- 
Gignity done his child. 

He clashed a large, crooked knife in his 
hand as he talked. He said that he would 
be avenged, and added: “I’ll meet him 
yet, and then look out." 

It is not claimed that any bodily harm 
was done to little Louise. 


On Beacon Hill. 

Boston, March 26.—There were some 
sensational developments in the Whitney 
gas bill hearing yesterday, Mr. Chandler 
announcing that a contract had been made 
between Mr. Whitney andthe Bay State 
Gas company whereby the former was to 
furnish the company with gas ata rate 
which would enable it to supply to custom- 
ers ata much cheaper rate than at pres: 
ent, and that he was authorized by 
Thomas W. Lawson to withdraw his bill 
wherein he offered to pay the state $1,000,- 
000 for the privileges like those asked for 
by Mr. Whitney. There were soine 
speeches before the committee on ways 
and means by remonstrants to the pro- 
posed Butler statue, and a hearing on the 


Municipal league’s single tax _ bill. 
In the senate, resolutions upon the 


late Governor Greenhalge were reported. 
The committee on parishes and religious 
sodieties reported a bill to allow persons 
attending the First Congregational church 
of Lowell, over 21 years of age, to beeome 
members of the society under certain con- 
ditions, as petitioned for. This action is 
the outcome of parish and church trou- 
bles. 


Victory For Salvationists. 

MALDEN, Mass., March 26.—The war be- 
tween the Salvation Army and the police 
came to a close last night. Mayor Walker 
and the license committee held a confer- 
ence with the Salvation Army committee 
headed by Brigadier Brewer. Brewer 
scored the city officials. The result of the 
conference was that the city granted them 
permits to parade Pleasant and Main 
streets. They also allowed them to use 
snare drums, tambourines and cornets, 
but refused permission to play the bass 
drum. The city also guaranteed police 
protection. Brigadier Brewer stated that 
the army had made up its mind to parade 
whether a license was granted or not. 


Lowell In a Hole. 

LOWELL, Mass., March 26.—City Solici- 
tor Qua has informed the sinking fund 
commissioners that they must pay over 
the $322,400 demanded by the city council, 
and which is held in excess of the city debs 
paid. He also says that the withdrawal of 
the amount from the sinking funds will 
put the city $75,000 beyond its debt limit. 


Pastor Brown Acquitted, 

MADISON, Conn., March 26.—The find- 
ing of the council in the case of Rev. 
William T. Brown, charged with heresy, 
was to the effect that the first, second, 
third and fourth specifications of the 
charge had not been proven. The fifth is 
withdrawn. ‘The council is to adopt a 
series of resolutions bearing on the case.

EDUCATIONAL. 


The Y. M. G. A. Closes a Successful 
Year’s Work. 


The second year of the Association’s 
educational work closes this week. Last 
year the work was inaugurated in a small 
way as an experiment. The classes in- 
cluded free hand drawing, clay modeling, 
and monumental designing. It took but a 
few weeks to demonstrate that there was & 
magnificent field for industrial educational 
work in Quincy. As it was the first at- 
tempt at this kind of work in Massachu- 
setts by the associations, it was watched 
with much interest all over the State. 

In order to test the grade of work done 
by the students an exhibit was taken to 
the International convention, where on the 
recommendation of some of the most com- 
petent judges in the country, the Quincy 
Association was given the highest award 
in North America for free hand drawing 
and clay modeling, and honorable mention 
for the monumental designing, which could 
not be classified. 

This year the same studies were con- 
tinued, and a course in Swedish English, 
vocal music and German wereadded. A 
new line ef work was also taken up, that 
of industrial educational work for boys. 
This included two classes in Sloyd 
(Swedish system of wood work) at Wollas- 
ton, where through the generosity of Mr. 
Corthell, an outfit of twelve benches, was 
set up each furnished with regular carpenter 
tools. There were two classes of twelve 
each, Later two classes in clay modeling 
were started for the Quincy boys. 

The Sloyd school closed last week. The 
tool work done by boys from eleven to 
sixteen years of age was marvelous. One 
of the last pieces finished were hatchet 
handles, and several would have done 
credit to an adult expert. The outfit will 
be moved this week to the Association 
rooms, where a spring term will be opened 
the first Saturday in April for any boys in 
the city. Mr. J. M. Nowland will con- 
tinue as teacher. 

The work done by the three industrial 
classes this year is an improvement over 
that of last year. At the beginning of the 
second year it was decided to try the ex 
periment of not requiring a deposit of one 
dollar as a guarantee of regular attendance. 
If anything the attendance has been better 
than last year. 

Tuesday evening the monumental de- 
signing class held its last session. While 
some had finished their work previously, 
there were fourteen present, more than 
half of the total number who began in 
October. The closing exercises will be 
beld April 14 when there will be a recep- 
tion, awarding of certificates aud an ad- 
dress.

Joseph Chamberlain Speaks 
of Past and Present. 


Imperial Defense and Imperial Trade Are the 
Great Obligations. 


LONDON, March 26.—The Canada club 
last night tendered a dinner to Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, at which were 
present the Cunadian minister of agricul- 
ture, Dr. Montagu, and many other per- 
sons high in official life. In responding to 
@ toast to the health of Lord Aberdeen, in 
which the names of Chamberlain and Mon- 


| tagu were coupled, Mr. Chamberlain said 


that he felt honored to be associated with 
Dr. Montagu, and that it was great pleas- 
ure tomeet the many representatives of 
the great America which stands first 
among the kindred nations forming the 
British empire. He had visited Canada, 
and bad met many of its leading states- 
men, notably Sir John Macdotald, whose 
guiding idea it was to maintain intact the 
local independance of Canada in close 
alliance with the mother country. 

At times he did not have easy times. 
There were many prominent men who 
had once assumed that it was the mani- 
fest destiny of Canada to be absorbed into 
the great republic on its southern frontier. 

Mr. Chamberlain continued: ‘That 
was the opinion. It is ancient contro- 
versy, and I will not refer to it now ex- 
cept to mark the contrast between the 
doubt and hesitation then and the deter- 
mination now of every son of Canada to 
maintain the local constitution in his 
special identity and at the same time to 
draw closer the bonds which unite him 
with the great parent state. The recent 
isolation that seemed to threaten us evoked 
from all the colonies, especially from Can- 
ada, an outburst of loyalty and affection. 

“The shadow ot war did not darken the 
horizon, and to none was the shadpw 
more ominous than to our fellow citizens 
of Canada. Yet, though if it had hap- 
pened, it would have been borne in the 
first instance by Canada with no hesita- 


tion, the people and parliament of Can-} 


ada saying that, although the matter did 
not affect directly their interests, it af- 
fected the honor of the Britishempire, and 
they would make commop cause with us, 
and were prepared, shoulder to shoulder, 
to bear with us all that might arise. 

“In the Dominton parliament a resolu- 
tion was passed by acclamation, repeated 
allusion being made to the opportunity 
which every community in the empire 
was bound to seize, and the hope was ex- 
pressed that something would be done to 
bring us nearer, ‘We share that hope 
and ask colonial and imperial statesmen 
to transform these high sentiments into 
7.) 

Mr. Chamberlain then reviewed the 
growth of the feeling for imperial federa- 
tion, and he said: “Although experience 
has shown that the final realization of our 
hopes of federation is a matter of such vast 
magnitude and great complication that it 
cannot be undertaken at the present time, 
it does not follow on that account that we

the German empire. 
Remarking that it was natural 
Mr 
Chamberlain cited the resolution of the 
Ottawa conference in favor of a customs 
arrangement between Great Britain and 
the colonies, and also the resolution 
favor ofan ad valorem duty on foreign 
imports. Although he foresaw a very 
serious dislocation of trade with Eng- 
land if such a proposal became effective, 
Mr. Chamberlain asserted that the pro- 
posal merited respectful consideration. 


Mr. Chamberlain called particular at- | 


tention to Lord Ripon's statement that an 
arrangement creating a customs union, 
comprising the whole empire, by which 
the aggregate customs revenue might be 
equitably proportioned among the princi- 
pal communities, would in principle be 
free from objection. Mr. Chamberlain re 
garded this asan alternative, and not, as it 
was generally regarded, an impossible al- 
ternative. 

“Its advantages to the colonies would 
be so enormous,”’ he continued, “that it 
appears to me that the colonies themselves 
will be bound to give such a suggestion 
their careful consideration.” Going into 
details, he said: 

“In such a general free trade arrange- 
ment it is quite clear that exceptions must 
be made in the case of articles such as 
tobacco and spirits, which are chiefly 
taxed forrevenue purposes. If we are to 
make even the slightest progress in such a 
direction, protection must disappear, and 
the only duties must be revenue duties, 
not protective duties in the sense of pro- 
tecting the industries of one portion of the 
empire against the industries of another. 

“T cannot help thinking that if a coun- 
cil of representatives of the whole empire 
should be called to consider such an ar- 
rangement, although the subject would 
present enormous difficulties, still, with 
the existing good will and the ultimate 
goal in view, something like a working 
agreement would be reached, and free 
traders, even if they had to abandon their 
principles to some extent, must remember 
the enormous gain that would compensate 
forthe loss of our dealings with foreign 
countries.” 

Mr. Chamberlain added that he spoke 
for himself alone. 

Dr. Montagu, in responding, said that it 
was because he fully realized the import- 
ant influence the colonies must exercise 
upon the future of the British empire that 
in Canada Mr. Chamberlain was appre- 
ciated as no colonial secretary ever before 
had been appreciated. No hearts beat 
truer to the interests of the empire, he 
said, than those of the Canadians. 

Canadians were, however, no suppliants 
to England except in the matter of de- 
fense, for which they right royally ex- 
pressed their admiration and gratitude. 
One thing the Canadians especially de- 
sired was that the tide of emigration from 
Great Britain should be turned to their 
shores. Mr. Chamberlain, he said, would 
be doing a work that would send his name 
down to ptsterity with the greatest possi- 
ble honor if he would turn his practical 
attention to encourage the flow of emigra- 
tion to Canada.

Massachusetts has always given an unwaver- 
ing support to the national candidates of the 
Republican party.

RIVALRY IN TEXAS 
Results In the State Convention Ending Ina 
General Row. 

AUSTIN, March 27.— The Republican 
convention, which has been in session in 
this city since Tuesday, adjourned sine die 
yesterday afternoon, after having nar- 
rowly avoided a fatality and having a 
split. 

The situation looked threatening from 
the very start yesterday morning. The 
McKinley men worked all night among 
the negroes and succeeded in bringing 
over quite a numberof them, so that when 
the hour for convening arrived it found 
the McKinley men with an organized 
force occupying the center of the hall with 
a very determined look. Cuney, the 
chairman of the convention, mounted the 
rostrum at 10 o’clock and immediately 
sent out for his forces. In the meanwhile 
nothing was done, the statement being 
made that the committee on credentials 
were not ready to report, 

About 1 o'clock, the committee on cre- 
dentials putting ip an appearance, the 
convention was called to order. The first 
work of the convention wag the reception 
and adoption of credentials committee re- 
port. Its introduction {immediately pre- 
cipitated a row. Cuney organized the con- 
vention, with the Reed-Allison men in ex- 
clusive charge. 

The convention adopted a platform 
along the regular lines, the currency plank 
of which reads as follows: 

We reaffirm the historic adherence of the 
Republican party to sound finance. We de- 
mand an honest dollar of greatest purchasing 
power for every class alike; the largest issue 
of gold, silver and paper compatible with 
security and the requirements of trade, all of 
equal value, interchangeable, one for the 
other, every dollar resting on gold as money 
of final redemption. 

The Republicans of Texas declare this to be 
in their deliberate judgment the only basis for 
a large and liberal circulation of money and 
for the maintenance of universal confidence. 

The convention then elected the follow- 
ing delegates to the St. Louis convention: 
N. W. Cuney, Allison man; W. R. Ma- 
kemson, Reed man; E. H. Terrell, Allison 
man; C. H. Ferguson, Reed man. 

Alternates—W. F. Gross, D. G. Kolp, 
John C. Cay and R. B. Smith. 

Electors—George C. Clifford and Eugene 
Marskall. 

Hardly had the vote on the selection of 
electors been announced than the long 
anticipated row was in force. As the chair 
declared the men elected, a burly negro 
same plowing through the jam, pushing 
menin front of him as if they were so 
much chaff, andin his wake came about 
50 followers, greatly excited. They gave 
every evidence that they intended to cap- 
ture the speaker's platform. 

The spectators and the crowd on the 
stand made frantic efforts to get out of 
their way, but all to no purpose. They 
clambered upon the stand in an instant, 
and there they were confronted by Cuney 
and his followers. ‘The first negro to 
reach the stand made a lunge at Cuney’s 
head with his fist. As he struck he found 
himself confronted by a big revolver in 
the hands of another negro. 

In an instant the platform was a scene 
of chaos. Excited negroes swayed to and 
fro for 20 minutes betore an armed force 
ef policemen could quell the riot. It was 
then discovered that no one was danger- 
pusly hurt, although one or two of the 
white delegates, as well as a negro or two, 
were bruised considerably. As soon as 
order could be obtained, the convention, 
after disposing of a few minor matters, 
adjourned sine die without issuing any in- 
structions to the St. Louis delegates. 

Immediately after the regular conven- 
tion, the McKinley faction took charge of 
she hall, and organizing their convention 
in due form elected the following dele- 
gates to St. Louis: 

Delegates—John Grant, Frank Hamil- 
ton, S. L. Smith and W. E. Davis. 

Alternates—E. D. Anderson, W. 
Love, R. G. Collins and Richard Allen. 

The electors named were E. P. Hunt 
and A. H. Caldwell. 

This convention did not consider a plat- 
form, but adopted resolutions endorsing 
McKinley for president, and instructing 
the delegation sent from here to vote for 
aim as long as his name was before the 
tonvention.

Mavroyeni Bey Presents Let- 
ters of Recall. 


Senate Cuban Resolutions Go Through Con- 
ference Committee to House. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Turkish 
minister, Mavroyeni Bey, called upon the 
secretary of state yesterday and presented 
his letters of recall. With this action 
diplomatic relations between the United 
States and Turkey are severed, and the 
Turkish legation in this city will be closed. 

Our minister to Turkey, Alexander W. 
Terrell, is now on the ocean, coming home, 
it being announced some time ago that he 
would take a vacation. Itis now under- 
stood why Mr. Terrell’s departure was ac- 
celerated, 

The severance of diplomatic relations 
between Turkey and the United States is 
due to the passage of the Armenian reso- 
lutions by congress some time ago. Al- 
though it cannot be learned here officially 
that the president has taken any action on 
these resolutions, it is known that the 
sultan has considered them as highly of- 
fensive, and, notwithstanding the course 
pursued by congress in adopting concur- 
rent resolutions, and noticing that the 
president had not vetoed them, has con- 
sidered the incident sufficient to break off 
diplomatic relations. he fact that the 
Turkish government has recalled not only 
the minister, but also the secretary of 
legation, shows that the 
completely to sever intercourse 
the two countries.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Senator Hill's

Mr. Hull (Ia), chair 
man of the militery committee, who had 
charge of the bill, admitted that it would 
subserve no practical purpose, and was 
largely sentimental. 

Mr. Boutelle, who led the opposition 
single-handed, thought it would furnish a 
bad object lesson for naval and military 
cadets who were about entering on careers 
in the service of their country, and when 
he got warmed up to his subject called at- 
tention to the fact that many southern 
men in congress in the past had obstructed 
legislation in the interest of Union sol 
diers, dwelling particularly on the opposi 
tion tothe retirement of General Grant 
Mr. Grosvenor (O.) and Mr. Grow (Pa.)

resolutions offered on the subject of Cuba,

| the duty of the people of the United State: 
| to take. 
| Theisland of Cuba did not, Mr. Mills 
|} declared, stand in the same relation to the 
| people of the United States as Hungary, 
| Poland, Ireland or Armenia did. If it 
| did, then the statesmanship of the United 
| States had been at fault for 100 years 
| The fathers had, for a century, asserted} 
and maintained that the people of the} 
| United States had rights in Cuba—had 
| rights to every foot of soil in the Western 
hemisphere. | 
| The United States had never asserted | 
|} that it had any rights in Ireland, Hun: | 
gary, Poland or elsewhere in Europe; bul} 
it had asserted its rights in every solitary | 
| acre of landon the Western hemlsphere. | 
It had there the highest right—the right 
of self-preservation. The Monroe doc 
trine, he declared, was as old as humanity, | 
and God Almighty was its author, fot| 
when he made man he placed in him the| 
right to preserve his life and liberty. } 
Mr. Mills reviewed, on this point, the} 
|} declaration of President Jefferson in rela: | 
| tion to the Louisiana purchase, when the 
American minister to France was in 
structed to notify Napoleon that if he} 
would not sell that territory to the United} 
States, the United States would ally itsel! 
to Great Britain and sweep the Frenct:| 
fleets off the ocean, in order to maintain | 
the right of the United States to the 
mouth of the Mississippi river—notwith 
standing that France had a perfect title| 
to it. 

The speech of Senator Mills on his Cuban 
resolution closed at about % o'clock, and} 
the unfinished business was formally laid 
before the senate, but Mr. Berry requested | 
unanimous consent that it be laid aside 
temporarily, so as to allow Mr. Morgan tc 
speak on the Cuban question. 

Mr. Hale was inclined to object, but de 
sisted on consideration that as soon as 
Mr. Morgan had finished his speech, the | 
debate on conference resolutions should 
be regarded as closed, and the senate’s de- 
cision to recommit sbuuld be put intc| 
operation. 

Mr. Morgan then went on to discuss the 
reason why Spain recognized the south- 
ern Confederacy at the time she did. Hu} 
said that Spain thought that the Con-| 
federacy would be able to separate Itsell 
from the Union, and would then be a} 
valuable ally for herself in her attempt tu 
subdue Cuba. 

The policy of Spain, he said, was always 
to force back under her control by wat 
any colony which had once got away from 
her. She had tried this, notably with 
Mexico and San Domingo. She is, there 
fore, anxious to make alliances wherever 
she can, which may be of use to her in 
such efforts. 

Mr. Mills’ resolutions went to the cal- 
endar after the speeches. 

The rest of the duy was given to the leg: 
islative appropriation bill, which is not 
yet completed.

ATHENS, March 25.—Renewals of the 
murders of Christians in the island of 
Crete and the existence of a panic there 
are reported, owing to the belief prevail- 
ing among the Creten deputies that the | 
Turkish troops are waiting for the Chris- 
tians to retaliate for outrages, when they 
will seize the occasion to begin a general 
massacre of the Christians, under the 
leadership of the military governor. On 
this account the deputies have invoked the 
protection of Greece.

BEN FRANKLIN'S WILL 


Probated at Boston After the Lapse of 
Over a Century. 


£1000 Left to Hub Now 
Amounts to $111,000. 


Interest In the Case Centers on the Disposi- 
tion of the Money. 


Boston, March 27.—The calm routine 
of the Suffolk probate court was charac- 
terized by a noteworthy episode yester- 
day, when a will came up for official rec- 
ognition that was eight years beyond 4 
century in age—the will of the statesman 
and philosopher, Benjamin Franklin. 

The petitioner was the mayor of Boston, 
who, on Feb. 19, applied to the probate 
court to have Franklin’s will admitted to 
probate and filed in this commonwealth, 
as the original will had been allowed after 
his death in 1790in the Orphans’ court of 
Philadelphia. 

The matter was assigned for yesterday. 
It was learned that the purpose was to 
have the will proved here in order to ac- 
complish the necessary step for later ac- 
tion in the disposal of the legacies. 

In this connection itis to be noted that 
a portion of real estate bequeathed by 
Franklin is in Boston, the title of some 
property in Unity street, having been 

Transmitted Through His Sister. 

The main interest in the will is, of 
course, the disposition of the sum, now 
amounting to more than $111,000, as the 
accumulations of the sum of £1000 which 
he bequeathed to officials of Boston in 
trust for the use of young mechanics. 

No question was raised yesterday in the 
court onthe matter of admission to pro- 
bate, the judge being willing to accept 
the action of probate, which was a matter 
of record in the Orphans’ court in Phila- 
delphia, the witnesses to which are of 
course deceased. 

The special interest which is manifested 
in the disposition of the will at present is 
understood to be based on the pending 
question of having a special board of trus- 
tees designated under act of the legisla- 
ture to take the custody of the sum now 
managed under direction of members of 
the board of aldermen, as the successors 
of the selectmen, who are named in the 
will. 

It is intimated in some quarters that 
among other things a question may reach 
the supreme court as to whether the legis- 
lature can legally undertake to decide on 
amatter of this character, as it may be- 
long to the jurisdiction of the probate 
court. 


ON BEACON HILL. 


Building Department Pian Opposed—No Wen- 
dell Phillips Statue. 


Boston, March 27.—The state commit- 
tee on metropolitan affairs reported leave 
to withdraw on the petition of the Boston 
Associated Board of Trade, the Boston So- 
olety of Architects, the Master Builders’ 
association and others for changes in the 
law relative to the organization and ad- 
ministration of the buildings department 
of the city of Boston, and providing for 
the appointment of a buildings commis- 
sioner, to be appointed by the mayor for 
three years, at a salary of $7500. 

The committee on manufactures listened 
to an argument by ex-Mayor Matthews of 
Boston in favor of the Whitney gas bill. 
There was a continued hearing before the 
committees on constitutional amendment 
and taxation on the tax system advocated 
by the merchants’ municipal committee. 
The committee on insurance had a sort of 
preliminary skirmish in the impending 
battle between the officers and members 
of the mutual benefit life associations. 
The committee on state house voted to re- 
port leave to withdraw on the petition for 
astatue of Wendell Phillips, nobody ap- 
pearing in {ts favor. 

The committee on state house stand 5 
to5 on the question of preserving the 
Bulfinch front; one member of the com- 
mittee, Mr. Ross, being yet to hear from. 
On the bill for securing plans for a new 
front, the committee report adversely. It 
is said that Mr. Ross is for preservation, 
thus making a division of 6 to5 in favor 
of preserving the front at an estimated 
cost of €375,000. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition for legislation that the open sea- 
son for partridge or ruffed grouse, quail 
and woodcock in the county of Hampshire 
be limited to the months of October and 
November, and that the open-~season for 
trout in said county be limited to April, 
May and June. 

When the bill changing the county seat 
of Duke’s county to Tisbury came up for 
engrossment, amendments offered by Mr. 
Morse were adopted, and the bill passed 
to be engrossed without opposition. 

Mr. Roe introduced a petition from the 
Worcester Polytechnic institute, accom- 
panied by a bill, asking that an appro- 
priation of $3000 annually be made to the 
above-named institution, the same to be 
used to found and maintain 40 free 
scholarships, to begin Sept. 1, 1896, 

The executive council yesterday after- 
noon unanimously confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Edgar S. Taft as judge of the 
police court of Gloucester; also Dr. Henry 
P. Wolcott, chairman of the state board 
of health, to be metropolitan water com- 
missioner.

MYSTERY EXPLAINED, 


Series of Fires In Somerville Due to 
Three Youngsters, 


Set Six Buildings Ablaze 
Within a Week. 


One of the Trio Saved All His Pennies to 
Buy Kerosene. 


SOMERVILLE, Mass., March 28.—Three 
boys passed last night in cells at the 
Somerville police station. Their confes- 
sions were instrumental in placing tiem 
in durance vile and cleared up six very 
mysterious fires that have taken place in 
Somerville during the past week. All of 
the fires were of an incendiary origin. By 
fortunate circumstances none of the fires 
gained sufficient headway to destroy any 
considerable amount of property. 

The arrest of the boys prevented two 
fires last night, as by their statements it 
was their intention to start two fires in 
dangerous localities. The boys say that 
they intended to save their pennies for the 
purpose of buying kerosene oil to set fires 
with. 

The boys under arrest are Frank Whorf, 
aged 16 years; Joseph Beattie, aged 1% 
years, and John Stenerck, aged 10 years. 

Last ‘Tuesday night, shortly after 1¢ 
o'clock, a Mr. Davis was passing through 
Dana street. As he arrived opposite a 
barn on the street, owned and occupied by 
Edward A. Foster, one of them stopped 
him by saying: 

“Say, mister, don’t you think that there 
is fire in that barn?” 

Mr. Davis carefully scrutinized the 
structure, but failed tosee any evidence of 
a blaze. 

“Don’t you see smoke coming out of thu 
cupola?” asked one of the boys. 

Mr. Davis, upon looking at that point, 
did observe a thin wreath of smoke mov- 
ingupward. He directed one of the boys 
ternmto the hose house, which was but 
a short distance away, and notify the com- 
pany that a fire was in progress. The boy 
did as he was direeted, and Captain Daly 
of the hose company took him on the 
wagon asa guide to the place. The fire 
was extinguished with a trifling loss. 

On Thursday Captain Daly gave the de- 
tails of the fire to Chief Hopkins. Chief 
Hopkins communicated with Deputy Fire 
Marshal Rice, and the Istter visited the 
Edgerly school yesterday. He thought 
Beattie answ red the description of one of 
the bors. Beattie admitted that he was 
at the fire in company with Whorf, but at 
first denied that he knew its origin, but 
finally confessed that he set the fire. 

Gradually Beattle implicated Whorf 
and Stenerck in attempts to start six fires. 
Deputy Rice confronted them with the 
evidence in his possession, and they 

Made a Partial Confession, 


They were taken to the office of Fire Mar- 
shal Whitcomb. 

Beattie, in his confession to Mr. Rice, 
detailed the manner in which the fires had 
been set. On Tuesday evening Whorf 
lighted the match and Beattie threw it 
through a broken window. 

On Wednesday evening Whorf and 
Stenerck attempted to fire a barn at 25 
Otis street. Whorf threwa lighted match 
between the crevices into a bundle of hay. 

On Thursday evening Whorf, Stenerck 
and Beattie attempted to fire the building 
occupied by the Kimball toy manufactory 
on Otis street. A doll stuffed with hay 
and excelsior was the material used. 

On the same evening the three boys at- 
tempted to fire a carpenter shop on Melyin 
street. On the same evening they at- 
tempted also to burna barn at 11 Veazio 
street. 

Still another attempt was made on the 
same evening to fire the unfinished house 
of Jeremiah Halloran on Bonair street. 
In many of the cases the flres were ex- 
tinguished by neighbors, and in one by a 
mother of one of the arrested boys. 

At the conclusion of the confessions the 
three boys were placed under arrest. 
Whorf and Stenerck do not attend school. 
The former has been ao resident of Somer- 
ville for but three months, 

The Beattie boy confessed that he was 
saving his money with which to purchase 
oil, as they had planned to set other fires.

The body was clad 
only ina nightdress and wrapped in tw< 
old sacks. A handkerchief was wrapped 
tightly around the neck, and she had every 
appearance of having been strangled to 
death. Aninvestigation showed that the 
dead woman was Mrs. John Roche, the 
wife of a man who had formerly lived in a 
little cottage about 200 feet from where 
the body was buried. Suspicion pointed 
to her husband as the probable murderer, 
and a search was made for him, but it was 
ascertained that he left on Thursday for 
Philadelphia in company with his little 
girl. Itisthe belief of Justice Izard and 
Sheriff Johnson that the woman was 
buried while she was yet alive. She was 
last seen alive on Sunday. 


A Mysterious Suicide. 

New YorK, March 28.—Within a few 
feet of an entrance to Central park a 
handsome woman committed suicide last 
night. Her clothing were of exceptionally 
rich quality, and the ungloved hand, 
which held the revolver with which the 
woman fired a shot into her brain, showed 
that the woman's position in society was 
above the commonplace. The woman ap 
peared to be 35 years old, and her features 
were strongly French. Beyond the initial 
“B” on a handkerchief, there was no mark 
on the person of the dead woman that 
could in any way lead fo her iden tity. 


Chronicle Sticks to It. 

Lonpon, March 28.—Mr. Chamberlain 
announced to the house yesterday that 
there was not in atom of foundation for 
the reports of the purchase by Great Brit- 
ain of Delagoa bay and an adjoining strip 
of territory. The Chronicle says this 
morning that it still hears that negotia- 
tions for the purchase of Delagoa bay by 
Great Britain are afoot, and that King 
Humbert of Italy will arbitrate the price 
to be paid, in spite of the denials made on 
behalf of the government in parliament.

‘DIPLOMATS ARE MUM, 


Not Inclined to Discuss Reported Re- 
call of Turkish Minister, 


Senate Passed Legislative Ap- 
propriation Bill. 


Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill Held Back In 
the House. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The ‘Wash- 
ington end” of the reported recall of the 
Turkish minister is singularly devoid of 
authentic information. 

At the state department itis asserted 
that nothing whatever is known of such 
& move, and consequently no inferences of 
its possible significance can, with pro- 
priety, be made. The Turkish minister, 
another interested party, Mkewlse pro- 
fesses ignorance of the affair. 

But this negative testimony by no 
Means controverts the possibility that 
such a step has been taken. The fact that 
the Armenian agitation in congress took 
place in December would not prevent 
three months’ delay before action was 
taken. The Turkish government would 
have waited for mail transmission of the of- 
ficial documents concerning the doings of 
congress; these would have been trans- 
lated and judicially interpreted; all of 
which takes time, so that any expression 
of resentment would naturally come now. 
That such resentment exists there is no 
doubt. 

Minister Terrell has repeatedly stated 
that the debates in congress were given an 
undue weight in Turkey, and that his ef- 
forts were seriously disturbed thereby. 
Moreover, a decided change ts seen at the 
state department in the bearing of Turkey 
since the reported entente with Russia 
was announced, 

In the early part of the administration 
the Turk was very humble, and Terrell 
had an easier task in getting what he 
wanted than any of his predecessors. 
All this has gradually changed, which 
strengthens the notion that in some way 
the strong arm of Russia is back of the 
Turk. 

As for the denial by the minister him. 
self of the report, thatis said to mean ab- 
solutely nothing, since to deny everything 
is the first recognized principle of Turkish 
diplomacy. 

It may be more than a coincidence that 
Minister Terrellis nowon his way homu 
from Turkey, and that the permission to 
do so was cabled tohimon March 7. State 
department officials assert that nothing 
shouldbe inferred from that, since for 
eight months Yerreli~had-been trying to 
get away, but has been detained in Turkey 
by the atrocities in Armenia. 

Congressional Doings, 


The senate indulged in an acrimonious 
political debate yesterday, which developed 
much personal and party feeling and 
brougit on two sharp personal exchanges 
between Mr. Hill and Mr. Elkins, and be- 
tween Mr. Brice and Mr. Elkins. 

The controversy arose over Mr, Hill's 
motion to strike from the pending appro- 
priation bill the proposed change of date 
of assembling the New Mexico legislature 
from December to May. Mr. Hill bitterly 


denounced the change as a “political 
trick,”’ which had been “sneaked into” 
this appropriation bill in order, as he 


claimed, to postpone the meeting of the 
Democratic legislature in the hope that a 
Republican president would be elected 
and political control of the territory 
changed. 

Mr. Elkins protested against the use of 
the words “sneaked into.” The exchange 
between the senators was very animated, 
but Mr. Hill persisted in the use of his ad- 
jectives. Later Mr. Brice sought to ques- 
tion Mr. Eikins, when the latter brought 
up an offensive personal dispatch which 
had beensent to Mr. Brice from New Mex- 
ico. 

‘The debate took a wide range—Senators 
Gorman, Faulkner, Cockrell and other 
Democrats attacking the provision ag 
political, while Senators Elkins, Carter, 
Cullom and other Republican senators de- 
fended it. 

Mr. Cullom sought to table Mr. Hill’s 
motion, but a motion to this effect failed 
—21 to 29-—-whereupon Mr. Cullom yielded 
to the Hill motion, and the New Mexicu 
provision was struck out. 

At the close of the day the senate passed 
the legislative appropriation bill, carrying 

21,500,000. Aside from providing the 
usual appropriations, the bill is important 
in effecting a reform of the system of com- 
pensation for United States district at- 
torneysand marshals, salaries being sub- 
stituted for fees. ‘The senate adjourned 
until Monday. 

Obstructive Methods, 


The appropriations committee at- 
tempted to take up the sundry civil appro- 
priation billin the house yesterday, but the 
members who were interested in bills on 
the private calendar defeated them by a 
vote of 142 to 77. 

The members of the appropriations com- 
mittee do not view their defeat as the re- 
sult of opposition to the appropriation 
bill. Members from the north who are 
interested in pension legislation, and 
those from the south who are interested 
in war claims, have been chafing for 
some time over the inability to proceed 
with the work on the private calendar. 

Yesterday, by asort of a combination, 
the appropriations committee were de- 
feated. The victory, however, was com- 
pletely barren, so far as the southern men 
were concerned, as after the house went 
into committee, the Republicans forced a 
motion to pass over all claims on the 
ealendar. The southern men retaliated 
by filibustering against the pension bills, 
s0 that the net result was less than half a 
dozen bills passed. 

The house yoted to adjourn until Mon- 
day. 


In Old Ocean’s Arms. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—A large crowd 
witnessed the launching of the battleship 
Iowa at the Cramps’ shipyardtoday. The 
party from Washington insluded Vice 
President Stevenson, Secretary Herbert, 
Secretary Morton, Attorney General Har- 
mon, the naval committees from both 
houses of congress, the Iowa and Alabama 
congressional delegations, Major General 
Miles and staff, the chiefs of the naval 
bureaus and other army and navy officers. 
Miss May L. Drake, daughter of the gov- 
ernor of Iowa, christened the battleship.

NEW SWEDE CHURCH] Nlack wear fe : 


The Baptists Soon to Dedicate Fine 


Edifice at Brewer’s Corner. 

Quincy is fast becoming a city of 
churches, the latest addition being the 
Swedish Baptist church which is nearly 
completed and will be dedicated to the 
worship of God the latter part of April. 

The new church is located on Granite 
street near its janction with Water and 
Copeland streets. The edifice which is to 
cost $5000 is of wood, 60x70 feet, and faces 
east and west with the main entrance on 
Granite street. This is reached by a short 
flight of easy steps and opens directly into 
a small vestibule from which large doors 
lead into the main auditorium and Sunday 
School and prayer meeting rooms, both of 
which are connected by large folding doors 
so that when necessary they can be thrown 
into one large room, the combined seating 
capacity being about 400. 

At the rear, or west end of the main 
auditorium, is the platform, back of which 
is the baptistery, with two entrances to it 
from the rooms back of the pulpit. On 
the wall back of the baplistery is an oil 
painting, representing a running river, 
whose waters apparently flow into the 
font, while on the bank of the river in the 
distance is a church and schoolhouse. The 
painting is from the brush of Oscar Olson. 

In the rear of the platform are two 
rooms connected by folding doors, which 
will be used by the ladies as a sewing 
room and for young people’s meetings. 
In the rear of the Sunday School room is 
the library, from which a stairway leads 
to the basement, which is also reached 
from the outside by a door leading from 
the north side of the building. 

In the basement are two small finished 
rooms 15x21 and 15x15, to be used as a 
kitchen, etc., from which an elevator runs 
to the ladies’ sewing room above. ‘The re- 
mainder of the basement will some day be 
finished as a vestry. The interior of the 
edifice is finished in cypress, and will be 
lighted by day by large cathedral windows, 
and at night by electricity. 

The building committee is Jules John- 
son, Gustaf Frolund, Ole Nelson, Albert 
Nelson, Oscar Nelson and Andrew Lundin. 

That the Swede people love their church 
is shown by the fact that the carpenter 
work was done entirely by members of the 
church who zave their labor free, while the 
cathedral windows were the gift of August 
Weeden. 

As stated above the edifice will cost 
$5,000, and of this amount it was only

Yule Fires. 

Do not the ‘‘kitchen middens’’ of 
which geologists tell us—those singular 
remains of gigantic fires and roasted 
bones which science has discovered on | 
many a northern shore—mark the site 
where the Yule logs of the king’s fires | 
were first kindled? Quantities of fossil- 
ized bones are embedded in the old world 
ash heaps—bones which careful investi- 
gation assures us have been roasted.

We have 
only to recall the death of Elphbage, the 
patriot archbishop of Canterbury, in the 
days of Ethelred, who, although a pris- 
oner in the Danish camp, steadily re- 
fused to deliver himself by ransom, say- 
ing it would be treason in him to pay 
the enemies of England. ‘‘Gold, bishop, 
gold !’’ shouted the Danish troops, thirst- 
ing more for gain than blood, until, ir- 
ritated by his constancy, they ran toa 
heap of bones and horns of oxen—the 
relics of their repasts—and showered 
them from all sides upon the aged 
Saxon. El]phage soon fell half dead, and 
was dispatched with an ax by one of the 
pirates. 

We may gather some idea of these gi- 
gantic Yule fires from the ancient edicts | 
and the allusions in the sagas to the all 
important duty of kindling the beacon 
fires at the approach of anenemy. Wher- | 
ever the Norsemen settled these beacon | 
fires were established and their wardens | 
appointed.

BLUECOATS IN PEWS. 


Presence Required to Prevent an 
Outbreak Against a Pastor, 


Exciting Scenes In a Boston 
Colored Folks’ Church. 


Congregation Divided as to the Choice of a 
Pastor. 


Boston, March 80.--Captain Wescott 
and a detail of police from station 8 at- 
tended service at St. Paul’s Baptist (col- 
ored) church yesterday afternoon. They 
Were present at the request of the pastor, 
who feared trouble. 

The trouble which was expected grew 
out of a turbulent meeting held last Tues- 
day evening, when considerable opposi- 
tion to the pastor was evinced, one man 
Saying “there will be a funeral if Rev. 
Dr. Franklin attempted to occupy the 
pulpit on Sunday."’ Another said “he 
would go behind the bars the rest of his 
life if Rey. Dr. Franklin should persist in 
any such action.” Dr. Franklin preached, 
and there was but little trouble. 

The service was advertised to begin at 
8o’clock. Just previous to the hour of 
service the seats in the church were 
rapidly filled, and until the services began 
there was a noticeable feeling of uneasi- 
ness throughout the body. 

Even Pastor Franklin was just a trifle 
nervous. His hands moved convulsively, 
and, undoubtedly, he expected trouble 
The organist played a subdued prelude 
until the pastor arose to open the services, 
when Mrs. Henry Taylor, who was con- 
sidered one of the opposition, shouted: 
“Don’t let that man rule here today!” 

The congregation arose, and it was 
thought the outbreak had come. Dr. 
Franklin stepped tothe front of the plat- 
form andsaid: “I am not here today to 
create a row I am here by vote of this 
church te preach the gospel. Iam here to 
serve the Lord.” 

Uncomplimentary Remarks, 

Voices from the audience: “Here to 
serve the devil.”’ ‘*’Tis a falsehood.” 

Dr. Franklin then offered a fervent 
prayer. During the prayer there was a 
continued murmur running through the 
church, and when he arose to give out the 
first hymn, “Holy Spirit, With Joy 
Divine,” the disturbance became marked 

Dr. Franklin had read one stanza when 
he stoppedand said: “I hope I may be 
allowed to read this hymn.” For a few 
minutes there was quiet, but as he fin- 
ished, Mrs. Taylor began to talk loudly 
again. 

When Dr. Franklin arose to read the 
scripture she began another tirade, when 
he remarked: “I cannot be disturbed 
longer.’ 

Captain Wescott asked Sergeant Lowery 
to remove Mrs. Taylor, but before he 
could get to where she was sitting her hus- 
band had assisted her out. She returned 
after the close of the sermon, and was a 
passive listener during the closing exer- 
cises. 

Before the benediction was pronounced 
by Elder Smith, Dr. Franklin said: “I 
would not change my position with Presi- 
dent Cleveland. Iam glad to be able to 
expound the gospel of Christ, and I ex- 
pect to go to heaven right from the pulpit.” 

Everything was quiet at the church last 
evening. Dr. Franklin occupied the pul- 
pit and preached an earnest sermon on the 
salvation of the soul. Captain Wescott 
and his squad were in attendance. The 
church was crowded to the doors. 

At the conclusion of the sermon Mr. 
Franklin asked all who were present who 
were friends of his to stand up, whereupon 
the majority—in fact, almost all in the 
church—arose in their seats. A few re- 
murks were made, but those who were 
disposed to create any trouble were awed 
by the presence of the blue-coated guard- 
jans of the peace who were scattered about 
the church. 

A collection was taken up for the new 
pastor, and also for Rey. Peter Smith, but 
the major portion of those present depos- 
{ted their contributions in front of Rey. 
Mr. Franklin. A few who were loyal to 
Mr. Smith gave their mite to him. 

The day force at station 8 were kept on 
duty until after the services were over last 
night as a precautionary measure, as there 
were rumors and reports of trouble float- 
ing around yesterday. 


Russe!i Boom Maturing. 

Boston, March 30.—There are indica- 
tions that at the coming Democratic state 
convention to nominate delegates to the 
Chicago convention the name of ex-Goy- 
erpor Russell will be considered as a can- 
didate for the presidency, for among the 
nomination papers filed according to the 
caucus law are those of a number of dele- 
gations pledged to support Mr. Russell. 
But these delegations have first to win in 
the primaries to bring about the use of 
Mr. Russell’s name in the convention. 


Took Sister-In-Law’s Part. 

PROVIDENCE, March 30.—When Frank 
Maroni returned to his home in Kyra 
street Saturday afternoon he learned that 
Michael Delinv, a rejected lover of his 
wife’s sister, had ealled at the house a 
short time before and assaulted her. Ma- 
roni immediately started to find Delino. 
The men met in Eagle park, and it is al- 
leged that as Delino drew a razor, Maroni 
fired three shots from his revolver, all 
taking effect. Delinoisin acritical con- 
dition. Maroni surrendered himself. 


To Leave the Methodists. 

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., March 80.—Rev. 
W. F. Cook, pastor of the Elm-street 
Methodist church in this city, announced 
last night his intention of resigning from 
the Methodist ministry and taking orders 
in the Episcopal church. He said he did 
not believe in the policy of management 
in the Methodist denomination, particu- 
larly regarding the relation of the superior 
officers to the ministers and churches.

Season Late and Supply Small. 

BELLows FALLS, Vt., March 30.—The 
prospect for Vermont’s maple sugar crop 
this year is small, owing to the unfavor- 
able weather. The season is two weeks 
later than the average March has been 
colder thaz the average cor many years. 
A few sugar orcharé? were tapped last 
week in anticipatiou vf warmer weather, 
but there has been no flow as yet. Practi- 
cally no sugar has been made this season 
Of 50,000,000 pounds shown by the census 
asthe annual production in the United 
States, over one-third is made in Ver- 
mont. Last year the yield was 14,123,921 
pounds of sugar and 993,685 gallons of 
syrup. Owing tothe lateness of the sea- 
s0n, the warm weather will probably 
come suddenly, and the sugar season will 
be short. Good judges estimate that there 
will be not over two-thirds of a crop this 
Spring, and perhaps not over one-half,

‘SKULLS BATTERED IN, 


Aged Couple Beaten to Death by a 
Midnight Marauder, 


Daughter and Man Servant 
Terribly Abused. 


Murderer Was Masked and Made His Escape 
in the Darkness. 


CLEVELAND, March 80.—At 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning a crime of almost un- 
paralleled atrocity was perpetrated near 
Tallmadge village, five miles north of 
Akron. 

Alvin Stone, aged 69, and his wife, aged 
62, while asleep at their home, were mur- 
dered by a fiend, who beat their heads -o 
pieces, after which numerous knife thrusts 
were made into the bodies of the dead. 

Two daughters, Hattie, aged 29, and 
Emma, aged 27, and the family man ser- 
vant, A. F. Stillson, were also attacked, 
and ali three fatally injured. They had 
been beaten about the head with a blunt 
instrument, which must have been of 
great size and weight. 

Alvin Stone was among the most 
wealthy and prominent of Summit county 
farmers, and his wife was a member of 
one of the wealthiest and most prominent 
families in northeastern Ohio. 

The murderer entered the house by 
means of a ladder, which he raised to an 
upstairs window. He first passed through 
the room in which Hattie and Flora Stone 
Were sleeping, without awakening them. 
Going quietly down stairs to the room in 
which Mr. and Mrs Stone slept, he at- 
tacked them with a blunt weapon of some 
sort, hitting both upon the head, 

They were probably rendered uncop- 
scious and possibly killed by the blow, 
but the fiend, not satisfied with this, pro- 
ceeded to mutilate their bodies with a 
knife. He cut off one of Stone’s ears, 
Slashed him across the face and stabbed 
him in the back. Then he laid Mrs 
Stone’s cheek open with the knife. 

After satisfying his flendish desires 
downstairs, he proceeded to the room of 
Suillson upstairs. The hired man heard 
the intruder, apparently, for he had arisen. 
He was dealt a stunning blow on the head. 

Next, the murderer turned his attention 
to Emma Stone, who sleptin aroom by 
herself. When he entered her room she 
screamed. ‘That awakened the two other 
girls, who slept across the hall. 

Seeking Aid, 


Hattie Stone arose to go to her sgister’s 
assistance, but as she entered the latter's 
room, she was felled, too, by a blow on the 
head, but fortunately was not rendered 
unconscious. Regaining her feet, she ran 
to her own room and locked the door. 
Throwing a bedquilt about her, she leaped 
fromm the window and ran through the 
rain and mud tothe 1 pest x bers, a 
quarter of a mile away. 

After he had struck Hattie down, the 
murderer returned to Emma’s room and 
struck heron the head, leaving her un- 
conscious. Then he tried the door to the 
room in which Hattie had left her younger 
sister Flora when she jumped from tho 
window. Finding the door locked, he 
battered it down. Finding only Flora in 
the room, he asked where the other girl 
was. When told that she had gone for 
help, he hastily left the house and made 
his escape. 

Hattie, with the blood streaming from 
the wound in her head, managed to reach 
a neighbor’s house, told her story and 
then fainted. After she had been put to 
bed, the neighbor, calling for help, went 
to the Stone residenoe. There the evi- 
dences of the butchery were discovered. 
The only person in the house who was 
able to speak was Flora Stone, aged 16, 
and she was 60 badly frightened that she 
could tell nothing about the murderer, 
except that the man who committed the 
murders wore a mask over his face. 

The crime is a mystery. There is no 
possible motive for the murder, so far as 
can be learned. Certainty the murderer 
Was not bent on robbery, for in a lower 
bureau drawer in Mr. Stone’s room were 
two gold watches and sume money, and 
nothing had been taken, apparently. 

The sheriff of Summit county was called 
to the scene of the murder yesterday, and 
with a posse of men he has been searching 
for clews to the murderer. Nothing has 
been discovered. One man has been found 
who says he saw a buggy pass his house 
late Saturday night, going in the direc- 
tion of the Stone house, and the same 
horse is believed to have been found yes- 
erday in the streets of Kent, a few miles 
east of ‘l'allinadge. 

Ira Stillson, the hired man, and Emma 
and Hattie Stone have not yet recovered 
consciousness, and it is feared that Still- 
son, at least, will die, while the chances 
for the recovery of the two girls are very 
small.

They 
are charged with conspiring to obtain 
from the plaintiff a three-eighth interest 
in a mining property said to be worth 
$400, 000.

New York, March 380.—Bishop Potter 
has been invited by the authorities of 
Cambridge university, Eng., to be select 
preacher to the university during the 
month of May, 1897. This appointment 
has never before been conferred upon a 
bishop or priest of the American church. 
Bishop Potter holds the degree of doctor 
of laws from Cambridge, and is one of the 
three American clergymen who hold the 
degree of doctor of divinity from Oxford.

$6,000 Fire at Milton. 

The large stock barn of J. P. Fenno 
situated on Squantum street, East Milton, 
near the Quincy line, was destroyed by fire 
at 9 o’clock Saturday evening. In the 
stable at the time were five horses and 
fifteen head of cattle which perished, also 
several tons of hay, a carriage and several 
sets of harnesses. The loss was about 
$6,000 which is covered by insurance. 

The cause of the fire isa mystery. Just 
before the fire was discovered the patrol- 
man in that vicinity passed it and called 
up the police station from a box near by. 
As he turned from the box after reporting 
and was about to walk away he was 
surprised to see flames burst out from the 
building. The tire department quickly 
responded but were uuable to save any of 
the contents as when they arrived the 
interior was a roaring mass of flames. It 
is thought that the fire must have been 
smoldering for some time and that the 
horses and cattle were suffocated before 
the flames burst through the outside of the 
building.

EUROPEAN WAR CLOUD 


Made Still Darker by the Feeling of 
Unrest In France. 


The Government Must Soon 
Declare Its Attitude. 


England’s Friendship For the Dreibund May 
Not Last Long. 


LONDON, March 380.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says: There is no 
doubt that M. Berthelot resigned rather 
than abandon his prudent policy, and be- 
cause he would not risk being obliged to 
use the foreign policy as an instrument of 
the home government. A semi-official 
note, issued at midnight, says that the 
active squadron at Toulon have received 
orders for one of their cruisers to keep 
steam up. 

A Paris dispatch to The Daily News 
asks: Are we to have a tail-twisting 
foreign minister in the person of M. Bour- 
geois? It almost appears so. The colo- 
nials are already rejoicing at the prospect 
offun. M. Berthelot’s only fault is the 
stain of the original sin inherited from his 
predecessors. The fatal mistake of 
France’s pulicy has been the perpetual 
nagging of Eagland. 

A dispatch to The Chronicle from Paris 
says: M. Berthelot, in an interview, ad- 
mitted that he had resigned on account of 
differences with his colleagues on foreign 
policy, but he declines to specify. It is 
generally admitted that, although M. 
Berthelot was made a scape-goat for the 
recent menacing note to England, M. 
Bourgeois was the real author. 

It is alleged that both Baron de Courcel 
and Russia objected strongly to the policy 
of sending meaningless ultimatums 
which only had the effect of placing 
France in a ridiculous position. The 
Moderates will try to upset the cabinet. 
Nobody can foretell the issue of today’s 
debate. The Opposition wj# make 4 
strong attack, blaming the governments 
for the rebuff which France has sustained 
in Egypt at the hands of England, who, 
until quite recently, was completely iso- 
lated in Europe. 

A dispatch to The Chronicle from Ber- 
linsays: Pending the result of M. Bour- 
geois’ appearance before the chamber of 
deputies in his new position, the papers 
here speak with reserve. But no uneasi- 
ness is visible at the crisis, which is un- 
likely to affect European peace. 

Bourgeois Takes a Hand. 


There was an animated discussion at 
the cabinet council at Paris, Saturday, re- 
garding Egypt. Prime Minister Bourgeois 
reproached M. Berthelot, minister of for- 
eign affairs, for his conduct of his office, 
whereupon the latter resigned. M. Bour- 
geois, prime minister and minister of the 
interior, was appointed minister of foreign 
affairs. 

The political world of France is again 
in a highly perturbed condition, and there 
are indications going to show that the 
governinent will seek to retrace some of 
the steps by which it has been placed in 
the position of impotent acquiescence in 
the dispatch of an Egyptian expedition up 
the Nile and the defraying of the expenses 
of it out of the Egyptian debt surplus. 

The government will be interpelled in 
the chamber of deputies, and the minis- 
ters will be under the necessity of making 
some kind of astatement in reply. An 
important debate is expected to result, 
and there is a feeling in some quarters 
that far-reaching changes of policy may be 
announced. ‘he air is electric with ex- 
pectation, and numerous rumors are cur- 
rent of grave things that are in contem- 
plation. 

Among those which are circumstan- 
tied!y formulated are that the resignation 
of M. Berthelot, as minister of foreign af- 
fairs, was connected with the wish of M. 
Bourgeois, the premier, to recall Baron de 
Courcel, the French ambassador in Lon- 
don; that France’s naval reserve squadron 
have been ordered to be placed upon a war 
footing, and that France and Russia will 
convene a European conference to discuss 
the power of the Egyptian commission to 
act against the vote of the minority of 
powers guaranteeing the debt, and to dis- 
cuss also the evacuation of Egypt. 

There is a growing feeling. among 
Frenchmen that the entente between 
Great Britain and the dreibund, as a 
whole, is not as cordial as it was believed 
it was when the Nile expedition was first 
announced. The signs of the unrecon- 
ciled attitude of Germany toward Great 
Britain have been keenly noted in France 
for two weeks past, and the conviction has 
grown that Germany, though glad to 
avail herself of Great Britain’s assistance 
to her ally, Italy will not take a more 
lenient view on that account of any other 
forward movements by Great Britain. 

Whether the disturbed condition of af- 
fairs in South Africa gives France a hope 
that there will be a chance to insert the 
wedge to break asunder again the newly 
formed friendship of Great Britain and 
Germany is a matter of surmise, but that 
France regards the alliance of Great 
Britain with the dreibund as less formid- 
able because less well assured is evident 
from many things. 

How far the French ministry will reas- 
sure the stiff attitude of protest against 
the Nile expedition, adopted in M. Berthe- 
Jot’s report of his communication to Lord 
Dufferin when the expedition was first an- 
nounced, and subsequently softened in 
face of the outbreak of unbridled French 
patriotism, is the question of first interest 
in Paris, and which it is hoped will be an- 
swered in the chamber of deputies. 


Discussing a Combine. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 80.—The Rus- 
sian newspapers are unanimous in op- 
posing England’s claim to employ the re- 
serve of the Egyptian debt to pay the ex- 
penses of the Soudan expedition. This is 
necessarily an accurate reflection of the 
views of the government, whose under- 
standing with France on all aspects of the 
Egyptian question is most complete. 

Both governments are now seriously 
considering the adoption of a common 
political attitude in order to formally es- 
tablish their opposition to a prolonged oc- 
cupation of Egypt, and thus to pave the 
way for effecting co-operation to secure 
the evacuation of Egypt as soon as cir- 
cumstances will permit. 


Not Free. 

WASHINGTON, March 80.—The agricul- 
tural lands of the Red Lake reservation in 
Minnesota will be disposed of under the 
homestead laws at $1.50 an acre, instead 
of by presidential proclamation as custom- 
ary, and the timber lands will be sold at 
an appraised value and the money placed 
to the credit of the Chippewa Indians as a 
permanent fund.

WASHINGTON, March 30. — When the 
sundry civil appropriation bill is out of 
the way in the house Chairman Hitt will 
call up the conference report on the Cuban 
resolutions, which recommends that the 
house agree to the senate resolutions. 

Meantime, it is expected that the sup 
dry civil bill will occupy several days, as 
radical changes contemplated by it will 
entail much debate. ' 

In the senate the week will be occupied 
with routine business and the considera 
tion of appropriation bills. The bill to ap- 
prove the compromise between the United 
States and the state of Arkansas, which 
has been the unfinished business for two 
weeks, will be considered, bat there ap 
pears to be little hope of its passing.

Senator Chandler’s Opening Address at New 
Hampshire Convention. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—Three hun- 
fred and seventy-six delegates to the St. 
Louis convention—about two-thirds of the 
full membership—have now been chosen, 
as shown in the following table:

The efforts of the managers of the other 
candidates are now directed solely to 
keeping the McKinley column down, so 
as to preclude the possibility of his nom- 
ination on the first ballot. With that 
event averted the situation in the conven- 
tion will be very similar to that in the 
convention which nominated Governor 
Hayes of Ohio 20 years ago, when Blaine 
was the leading candidate, just as Mc- 
Kinley is today. 

In pursuance of this purpose the friends 
of these various candidates are decrying 
McKinley, saying that McKinley man- 
agers are following the old Biaine tactics 
ef claiming everything in sight, and that 
all uninstructed delegates are put down 
in the McKinley column, with or without 
warrant. 

From a Reed Standpoint. 


When the above estimate was shown to 
Representative Aldrich of Chicago, who is 
a strong friend of Speaker Reed, he said: 

“A correet summary of the situation 
would give of the delegates elected to date 
154 for McKinley and 177 against him, 
with 8 whose right to seats has yet to be 
passed upon. The claims of the McKinley 
managers include all of these 36, who 
could just as legitimately be counted in 
the Reed column as in that of the Ohio 
man. 

“McKinley's managers claim allof the 
26 delegates from Indiana, although it is 
a notorious fact that among these there 
sre both Reed and Alligon men, the bulk 
of the delegation being held in reserve for 
the benefit of ex-President Harrison, 
whose name, without doubt, will be pre- 
sented at the St. Louls convention. 

“The fact is that Reed has already 53 
votes, with 72 more from New England 
yet to be heard from. ‘That will give the 
speaker at once 124 votes, to say nothing 
of probable accretions from the southern 
and western states. 

“The McKinley strength is about at the 
crest of the wave. By careful arrange- 
ment of the McKinley managers his con- 
veptions have been held ahead of those of 
the other candidates, and yet he ts still be- 
hind the combined opposition. Most of 
New England is yet to be heard from,” 


NEW HAMPSHIRE'S VOICE, 


Delegates Wil! Go Uninstructed but In Favor of 
Reed—Senator Chandier’s Address. 


ConxcorpD, N. H., March 81.—There is a 
large number of delegates and prominent 
Republicans here in attendance at the 
state and Second congressional district 
conventions, Senators Chandler and Gal- 
linger, Governor Busiel, G. A. Ramsdell 
of Nashua, who aspires to the nomination 
for governor, and many other notables 
being present, 

In discussing the presidential candi- 
dates, the predominant sentiment favored 
Reed. The McKinley men are heard from 
frequently, however, and the strength dis- 
closed for the Ohioan was a genuine sur- 
prise to many of the party leaders. Man- 
chester delegates are especially enthusl- 
astic for him. The name of Allison is 
also received with much favor. 

A conference of delegates and members 
of the state committee was held at 
Phenix hall. Senator Gallinger was 
loudly called for, and was given an en- 
thusiastic reception. He spoke at length, 
his allusions to Reed, McKinley and Alli- 
son evoking hearty applause. 

Hon. William E. Chandler of Concord 
presided over the convention today. 8. S. 
Jewett of Laconia, Frank S. Streeter of 
Concord, Charles T. Means of Manches- 
ter and J. A. Wood of Acworth will prob- 
ably be elected delegates-at-large. The 
delegates are to go uninstructed. It is un- 
derstood that the state yote is a unit for 
Reed on the first ballot. After that some 
delegates will, it is said, go for McKinley 
and others fer Allison. 

Following is Chairman Chandler's ad- 
dress: 

Republicans of the Convention—It is with no 
ordinary emotions that I am affected on this 
eccasion. My whole active lifetime and the 
life of the Republican party have been coinci- 
dent. aud both. in thig vear 1896. have attsined 


to a growth of # yeats. Up to the summer of 
1856 there had been no Republican party or 
ganization in New Hampshire. The Democ- 
racy of the state had been broken down in 1855 
by the American party, aided by the Whigs 


and Freesoilers. In the spring of 1856 the 
wave which had lifted to prominence the 
American party had somewhat receded, but 
by diminished majorities the state was carried 
in March by the same combination. The na- 
tional convention at Philadelphia, on June 13, 
1858, nominated John C. Fremont, and on June 
19 the first organization of the Republican 
ear in New Hampshire begen at Depot hall 
im Concord, when Fremont club No. 1 was or- 
ganized. Of the officers then chosen all are 
dead except those Freesoil veterans, Hon. 

Humphrey and his honor Sylvester 
Dana, and myself. 

The club voted to hold a grand ratification 
meeting on July 4. It was also voted “thet 
all friends of liberty in this state be invited to 
form Fremont clubs in the several towns and 
to correspond with this club, and that all are 
invited to attend the meeting here on July <4” 
An adjourned meeting of the olub was held on 
June 21, and the articles of association were 
adopted. A copy of these articles and the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting are published in the 
New Hampshire Statesman of July 5, 1856, 
certified by me as secretary. Circulars were 
sent out from Fremont club No, 1 of C.ncord 
embodying copies of the constitution, and the 
work of forming Fremont clubs throughout 
the state went forward with great rapidity. 

From these beginnings the Republican party 
organization of the state quickly took shape. 
All other party names were soon dropped and 
the party began ita career of glory and honor. 
Fortunately are we that we have been per- 
mitted to take part in the great and glorious 
work which the Republican party has accom- 
plished. Fortunate, also, are the young Re- 
publicans of today to whom we now commit 
the continuation of that work, becease they 
may be inspired by the contemplation of the 
record of a political party, tlie grandeur of 
whose mission in behalf of human liberty and 
of the maintenance through war of the union 
of the United States of America has never 
been equalled by that of any other party or- 
ganization ever known among men. 

Consider for a moment this record of the Re- 
publican party. It was formed to prevent the 
extension by violence and fraud of the institu- 
tion of human slavery into the free land of 
Kansas and the other territories of the Union. 
Its mission was successful, Kansas was saved 
to freedom, Democracy was overthrown and 
Abraham Lincoln made president. Then 
came the southern rebellion, and the Republi- 
can party became the party of the Union. Six 
thousand millions of dollars and 300,000 lives 
were expended. 

When the contest was over, the Union was 
saved, slavery was abolished, the whole race 
of slaves was given the freemen’s weapon of 
the ballot, and the victorious flag of the Union 
armies floated over a country everywhere and 
forever free. A long period of national power 
was before the Republican party. It had 
made Lincoln its leader and the emancipator 
of the slaves, and it made Grant and Garfield 
its soldiers and its presidents. Twenty-five 
years rolled around, and from the very lapse 
of time came reaction and reverses. 

In 1885 Cleveland was elected. He began an 
attack upon the protective tariff system under 
which the country had grown rich and pros- 
perous. At once there came reaction the 
other way, and under the banner of protection 
Harrison was elected president. A new tariff 
bill was enacted which restored prosperity, 
yet, strangely enough, when the weatth of the 
country was greater and the wages of the 
wageearners were higher than had ever been 
the case beforein this country or in any na 
tion on the globe, a second reaction against the 
Republican party came to pas" Cleveland 
Was again chosen president. What followed 
bis election and inauguration? Let his own 
words, uttered on June 30, 1893, tell the story: 


“The distrust and apprehension concerning 
the financial situation which pervade all busi- 
ness circles have already caused great loss 
and damage to our people, and threaten to 
cripple our merchants, stop the wheels of 
manufacture, bring distress and privation to 
our farmers, and withhold from our work- 
ingmen the wage of labor.” 

Nevertheless his administration madly 
pressed forward to make the conditions worse. 
The Wilson tariff bill of 1894 was passed. 
What is now the situation? Agriculture is 
prostrated; itis not profitable for the farmer 
to raise wool, yet the woolen mills are stopped 
because the markets are glutted by the out- 
pourings from English woolen factories. Presi- 
dent Harrison in four years reduced the na 
tional debt $236,527.656: President Clevelaudin

The Second Reaction. 


Therefore, the second reaction has set in 
against the men and the party that have dona 
these things. In 1884 there was a Republican 
uprising which gave greater majorities against 
the Democracy than ever had been known 
since the organization of the Republican party, 
and today there is a settled determination in 
the minds of the American people to restore, 
in November of this year, the Republican 
party to more complete power in state and na- 
tion than it ever yet possessed; all this we 
hope and trust to be accomplished under the 
banner of our energetic, strong, positive and 
magnificent New England leader—Thomas B. 
Reed 


Looking now no longer to the past, but only 
before us to the future, to see what that has ip 
store for us, we ask, what is our victory, 
when we accomplish it, to signify? First and 
foremost, I place proper recognition of the 
Union soldiers. It shall be made, so far as the 
Republican party can make it, the loftiest 
crown of renown for any man to wear—any 
sign of his service in the Union army against 
the slaveholders’ rebellion. 

Next, our victory will mean the re-establish- 
ment of protective duties. America is to be 
made by the Republican party again in power, 
a country of high wages, comfortable and 
happy homes, peaceful, intelligent and con- 
tented men, women and children—the bone 
and sinew of our beloved country. There is to 
be discrimination against foreign products 
and no discrimination among home products. 

Our victory will also mean the settlement of 
the currency question. Precisely in what way 
it will be settled, I have no right positively to 
assert. This convention may utter its views; 
the national convention will lay down its 
platform; the president and congress to be 
elected will carry out the national principles. 

For my own part I may be permitted to say 
thatIlam against the gold monometallism of 
President Cleveland, Secretary Carlisle and 
their faction of the Democratic party. Iam 
also opposed to the other extreme, namely, the 
unlimited coinage at this time by the United 
States alone, of silver bulliop, which would 
send gold to a premium and destroy that 
parity between the two metals to which the 
Republican party and the congress are 
solemnly pledged. I am in favor of that bi- 
metallism to which all parties have been hith- 
erto pledged, and to which the Republican 
party is especially pledged, and which means 
that silver shall be restored, at the proper 
ratio, to be the equal of gold for all purposes, 
to be with gold, upon the well-known system 
ot bimetallism, the measure of the world’s 
values. 

Besides restoring prosperity at home, the 
coming Republican victory will give to the 
government a new foreign policy, based upon 
sound principles and upon considerations 
tending to the interest and honor of the na- 
tion. Under President Cleveland there has 
been vacillation from one extreme to another 
extreme very remote. Led by Blount of 
Georgia, the president determined and en- 
deavored to restore the dusky queen of Hawaii 
to ber lost throne in order that she might seize 
her subjects—Americans who had gone to her 
island to make her people intelligent and 
prosperous—and put them to death by behead- 
ing them. Onthe other hand, under the lead 
of Olney of Massachusetts, the president nobly 
championed the cause of little Venezuela, de- 
fending her indisputable right to control the 
mouth of the great Orinoco river. Back again 
from this spasm of true Americanism he 
stands today as the obstacle to Cuban inde- 
pendence. 

That kind of a foreign policy will come to an 
end March 4, 1807. Our next president and his 
congress will devote themselves, in all fitting 
ways and on all proper occasions, to aiding to 
maintain the safety and the happiness of the 
independent nations of the Western hemi- 
sphere outside our own borders, 

Two present duties are before us in this rela- 
tion. Venezuela isin a contest with England 
in which we are bound to befriend the re. 
public. This is a question whether or not, 
with no decent color of right, the mouth of the 
great Orinoco river—the key to all the com- 
merce of Venezuela—shall be seized and con- 
trolled by the all-grasping, English-speaking 
nation of the Eastern hemisphere. Here is an 
opportunity which may not come again in half 
a century. 

By a regard for the Monroe doctrine, which 
is a traditional principle of the American gov- 
ernment, by a consideration, not so very re- 
mote, of what is due to our own safety and 
peace, and above all, by our just and reason- 
able duty to Venezuela herself, we are bound 
to espouse the proper cause of the little repub- 
lic against the overgrown nation which threat- 
ens her, and to bind that republic, and all the 
other Bouth American republics, to ourselves 
by ties of indissoluble obligation and gratt- 
tude. 

Again, asto Cubs, what is our duty? We 
have waited 6) years for our opportunity 

Feperly and safely to aid in establishing 
ban independence. There lies the great isl- 
and almost within sight of our coasts, in the 
hands of a European power, a perpetual 
menace to the United States. It has been for 
three-quarters of a oentury almost a universal 
American sentiment that whenever the right 
time came, we should see Cuba released from 
the cruel dominion of Spain. In 1878 Cuban 
independence would have been recognized had 
it not been for the pendency of our Alabama 
claims against England, which made General 


Grant and Secretary Fish act with conserv- |, 


atism. 

Eighteen years more of misrule and oppres- 
sion have brought on another insurrection. 
The whole island is in revolt, almost as one 
man; and Spain is resor.:ing to atrocities for- 
bidden by civilized warfare. We are not asked 
to do what 1 would gladly see done—to recog- 
nize and maintain the independence of Cuba; 
we are only avked to recognize Cuban belliger- 
ency, which, after a year of flagrant war, we 
are more entitled to do than Spain was to 
recognize the southern Confederacy early in 
1861. 

Upon that recognition by the United States 
all the other independent republics of Central 
and South America will also recognize bel- 
ligerency, and the freedom of Cuba will be as 
sured beyond the possibility of suppression. 
Now is the time and now the hour for action. 
The opportunity long waited for may not soon 
come again. 

Butit will be said tome and to others who 
feel like myself on this subject, that we are 
not acting coolly and with the restraint re- 
quired by enlightened self-interest; that we 
are governed by sentiment merely, and a sen- 
timent to which we ought not to give way. 
Yet I admit that in the case of Cuba we are 
not acting from a regard for self-interest only, 
but in accordance with the impulses of strong 
sentiment. Thank God, we are a nation of 
sentiment! 

What is all we see about usof riches and 
grandeur, in this country, worth to us or to 
our children if we are to live as a nation 
wholly according to the principles of selfish- 
ness, and are to turn adeaf ear to the Mace- 
donian cry, “come over and help us,” from the 
little republic of Venezuela, and pay no heed 
tothe moans and groans of dying Cuban pa- 
triots? 

What are the memories worth of the New 
Hampshire men of the Revolution and of the 
brave spirits that went out from us and gave 
their lives on the battlefield in the great pro- 
slavery rebellion if they do not teach us, now 
that we are the wealthiest and one of the most 
powerful nations on the globe, to be guided in 
our conduct at home and im our policies 
abroad, not merely by self interest, but as well 
by the highest and the holiest sentiments of 
which the human heart is capable, sympathy 
for the weak and the down-trodden and affec- 
tion for the slaves and victims of oppression 
and wrong everywhere on the face of the 
globe, but especially when they cry to us from 
the near islands of our own seas and from the 
feeble republics of th's western world.

BATTLE FOR LIBERTY 


Is Being Systematically Carried on by 
the Cuban Insurgents, 


Their Ultimate Victory Be- 
lieved to Be Assured. 


(mpartial Observer Says Spaniards Are Now 
on the Defensive. 


New York, March 81.—The steamer 
Yucatan, which arrived here yesterday, 
had among her passengers Elbert Rap- 
pleye, a Cuban war correspondent, who 
was recently expelled from Habana. Mr 
Rappleye said regarding the situation 1: 
Cuba: 

“In General Wey ler’s decree expelling 
me from the island Iam called an enemy 
of Spain, the charge being based on letters 
publishedin The Mail and Express over 
my signature. Any person familiar with 
existing conditions in Cuba would know 
that the only enmity, if any, I've shown 
toward Spain has been in telling the truth 
without fear or prejudice, 

“As an impartial observer sent to Cuba 
to study and inform myself and report the 
progress of events there, I unhesitatingly 
state that within three months the in- 
surgents’ cause would be triumphant if 
the United States government would 
grant the belligerency right and give the 
Cubans anything resembling a fighting 
opportunity. 

“The Spanish are now on the defensive. 
Every battle foughtin Cuba in the past 
80 days has been invited by the rebels. 
They have more ammunition now than 
they ever had, and if they can maintain a 
source of supply there is not anything 
that can prevent them from winning. 

“General Weyler has been $pain’s great- 
est mistake in the war. His name and 
reputation carried an odium which at- 
tracted the attention of the world. The 
best evidence of his bad generalship is his 
complete failure to hold the {nsurgents’ 
armies back after they had left the west- 
ern provinces of Cuba, 

“Maceo started his western campaign, 
which is now complete, with 15,000 men, 
one-third of whom had nota single arm 
to fight with. Those who had guns went 
into battles with one or two cartridges, 
and fought, knowing that unless they 
captured the enemy's ammunition they 
would have nothing to fight with the next 
day. 

“They are coming back with the whole 
cargo from the steamer Bermuda, and

A FEMALE PYROMANIAG 


Confesses to Having Started Two 
Fires In a Boston Residence. 


An Insatiable Desire to See 
a Blaze 


Appears to Have Been the Girl's Only Object 
In View.

Boston, March 31.-—-It has been estab- 
lished beyond a doubt that the fires in the 
dwelling house at 45 Savin Hill avenue, 
Dorchester district, on Friday and Satur- 
day of last week, were of incendiary 
origin. The fires were set by a young 
woman, who has made a full confession.

A young girl who had passed under the 
alias of Tina Roberts, in the employ of 
Mrs. Rogers, occupying the first floor of 
the dwelling, was suspected. 

The Second Fire 
was at 2:24 Saturday afternoon, and was 
found to have been started in the base- 
ment in three separate places. Papers 
and an old sail cloth and a dress 
frame, all saturated with Kerosene, 
contributed to the blaze, but slight 
damage was done. This time the girl 
herself gave the alarm, and when 
questioned about it afterward by Mr 
Williams she said she heard somebody rat- 
tling the knob, as if to give the idea that 
an outside party had broken in, and after- 
ward she said she saw a boy running away 
from the house, and gave a description of 
a youngster to whom some suspicion had 
already been attached by the authorities.
